MONDAY,  JANUARY  5,  1885. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  Tennessee,  the  Senate  of  the  Forty-fourth  General 
Assembly  met  at  the  Capitol  of  said  State  on  the  5th  day  of 
January,  A.  D.  1885. 

At  12  o'clock  M.,  the  Senate  was  called  to  order  by  T.  C. 
Long,  Principal  Clerk  of  the  last  Senate. 

Proceedings  were  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Jerry 
Witherspoon. 

The  Clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  roll  by  districts,  and  the  fol- 
lowing Senators  appeared  and  presented  their  credentials,  and 
were  sworn  in  by  the  Hon.  Thomas  J.  Freeman,  of  the  Supreme 
Court :

The  Clerk  received 
the  petition  and  notice  of  contest  and  duly  filed  the  same,  and 
stated  that  it  would  be  considered  by  the  Senate  when  it  had 
completed  its  organization.

Upon  taking  the  Chair,  Mr.  Stovall  said  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  ;— I  thank  you  for  the  kindness  you 
have  shown  me  in  selecting  me  to  preside  over  the  temporary 
deliberations  of  this  honorable  body,  not  only  because  I  am  one  of 
the  youngest  members  of  this  body,  but  in  choosing  me  you  have 
done  honor  to  the  section  of  country  I  have  the  honor  of  rep- 
resenting on  this  floor.  I  hope  that  your  temporary  delibera- 
tions will  be  tempered  with  moderation  and  guided  with  wisdom. 
In  accepting  the  position  to  which  you  have  chosen  me,  I  ask 
the  aid  and  assistance  of  each  of  the  members  of  the  Senate ; 
and,  without  saying  anything  further,  I  now  announce  the  Sen- 
ate of  Tennessee  temporarily  organized  and  ready  for  the  trans- 
action of  such  business  as  may  properly  come  before  it.

The  Senate  met  at  2  p.  m.,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  Mr. 
Speaker  Berry  in  the  chair,  and  a  quorum  of  Senators  present. 

GOVERNOH^S   MESSAGE. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  Governor 
through  his  private  secretary  : 

Mr.  Speaker — I  am  directed  by  the  Governor  to  present 
herewith  his  biennial  message,  together  with  the  accompanying 
documents.

The  biennial  message  of  the  Governor  was  received  and  read 
to  the  Senate  by  the  Clerk. 
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GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 

'Gentlemen    of  the   Senate   and   JETotcse   of  Representatives: 

You  meet  under  auspicious  circumstances  as  representatives  of  a 
prosperous  and  contented  people,  and  have  weighty  duties  to  per- 
form in  the  enactment  of  laws  to  conserve  the  general  good. 
It  is  my  duty,  as  it  is  a  pleasure,  in  obedience  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  vState,  to  make  such  recommendations  to  the  General 
Assembly,   as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

FINANCES. 

The  reports  of  the  Comptroller  and  Treasurer  will  be  found  to 
•contain  able  and  exhaustive  presentations  of  the  financial  condition 
of  the  State,  set  forth  in  comprehensive  detail,  and  worthy  of  jomv 
close  investigation.  These  reports  show  the  amount  of  receipts,  from 
all  sources,  for  two  years  ending  December  19,  1884,  inclusive,  to  be 
$2,346,353.94,  which  includes  a  balance  of  $246,790.76  turned  over  to 
Atua  Thomas,  Treasurer,  by  the  M.  T.  Polk  Investigating  Commit- 
tee. This  total  also  includes  the  total  net  amount  of  revenue  col- 
lected and  paid  into,  the  Treasury  by  the  State's  attornej^s  on  back 
tax  collections,  amounting  to  $157,401.64.  This  back-tax  account  is  a 
source  of  revenue  upon  which  we  cannot  rely  so  much  in  future, 
inasmuch  as  a  large  portion  of  such  taxes  collectable  have  already 
been   collected  and  turned  in. 

Tlie  disbursements  for  the  two  years  ending  December  19,  1884, 
amount  to  $1,701,139.11,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  at  that 
daie  of  $645,214.83.  This  balance  ($645,214.83)  includes  $139,473.80  of 
new  issue  of  Bank  of  Tennessee  certificates,  and  old  issue  Bank  of 
Tennessee  money,  which  leaves  $505,741.83  in  actual  available  funds 
in  the  Treasury,  less  $21,141.41  in  controversy  in  the  Mechanics'  (or 
Mechanics'  National)    Bank   of  Knoxville. 

Included  in  this  disbursement  is  the  sum  of  $250,313.92  interest  on 
State  debt  paid  from  December  20,  1882,  to  December  19,  1884,  in- 
clusive. From  the  ratio  at  which  the  bonds  are  now  being  funded, 
-we  may  reasonably  expect  a  much  larger  increase  upon  the  amount 
of  interest  that  has  to   be   paid   on   the   bonded   indebtedness. 

The  Comptroller's  books  show  in  their  warrant  account,  that  the 
warrants  outstanding  December  19,  1882,  amounted  to  $114,830.06; 
amount  of  warrants  issued;  from  December  19,  1882,  to  December  19, 
1884,  inclusive,  $1,766,207.15.  The  total  amount  of  warrants  paid 
(disbursements)  from  December  19,  1882,  to  December  19,  1884,  in- 
elusive,  was  $1,765,072.38,  which'  leaves  a  balance  of  warrants  out- 
standing  (not  yet  presented),   at  the  latter   date,   of  $115,964.83. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  tabular  statement  presented  by  the  Comptroller,  showing  the 
amount  of  appropriations  for  two  years  to  March  19,  1885,  contains 
the  following  interesting  facts :  Amount  remaining  from  appropri- 
ations of  the  previous  term  and  undrawn  December  20,  1882,  was 
$176,752.15;  amount  appropriated  by  General  Assembly  1883-84,  for 
the  two  years,  was  $1,684,899.45,  equivalent  to  the  sum  of  $842,449.8a, 
to   meet  the   expenses  of  the   State   each  year. 

The  appropriations  under  special  acts,  not  included  in  the  general 
appropriation  bill,  drawn  up  to  December  19,  1884,  amount  to 
$337,872.33,  which  includes  the  extraordinary  appropriations  for  inter- 
est on  State  debt  ($250,313.92);  hospital  for  insane,  East  Tennessee 
($69,931.29);  deficit  of  hospital  for  insane,  Middle  Tennessee  ($25,000), 
made  to  cover  current  expenses  of  said  institution  to  December  19, 
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1882,  and  which  the  Legislature  of  1881-2  failed  to  make  provisions 
for,  hence  the  last  Legislature  was  necessitated  to  provide  for  it; 
arrest  of  ex-Treasurer  M.  T.  Polk  (^10,000),  together  with  the  salaries 
of  the  judges  of  Referee  Courts,  and  of  the  Bailroad  Commissioners, 
which  have  not  heretofore  been  required  to  be  paid,  all  of  which, 
constituting  an  unusual  expense,  will  be  seen  in  detail  in  the 
'Comptroller's  report.  This  makes  the  total  appropriations  (for  the 
two  yeaj's)  drawn  up  to  December  19,  1884,  amount  to  $1,766,207.15,  and 
leaviug  undrawn  December  19,  1884,  the  sum  of  $151,834.19.  While 
this  sum  remains  undrawn  other  matters  of  appropribtcion  have 
■fallen  short  of  the  amount  named  in  the  general  appropriation  bill 
to  effect  the  object  intended,  $26,886.60  for  criminal  prosecutions,  and 
ab(^ut  $17,000  for  other  purposes  therein  named,  as  is  fully  shown 
in  the   Comptroller's  report,  and  should  be  provided   for. 

BONDED  INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  obligations  of  the  State  which  are  ahead  of  us,  and  which 
will  have  to  be  met  under  the  terms  of  the  law  relative  to  the 
settlement  of  the  State  debc  as  per  act  of  1883,  and,  as  appears  in 
greater  detail  below,  at  the  time  the  work  of  funding  commenced 
in  July,  1883,  according  to  closest  calculatioa,  amounted  to  $28,786,- 
066.39,  inclu<liug  principal  and  interest.  Of  this  amount  the  ''State 
Debt  Proper"  bonds  (interest  on  which  cannot  be  accuratel^^  ascer- 
tahied,  for  the  reason  that  the  bonds  have  varying  numbers  of 
coupons  upon  them,  and  which  cannot  be  ascertained  until  they  are 
presented  for  funding)  amount  to  $2,135,150;  educational,  charitable 
and  other  bonds,  that  along  with  "State  Debt  Proper''  bonds  are 
by  the  act  of  1883,  six  per  cent,  bearing  bonds)  amounting  to 
$648,000  (on  which  last  named  bonds  six  per  cent,  interest  has  been 
paid  currently  up  to  date,  shows  that  there  is  $2,783,150  on  which 
the  State  will  have  to  pay  six  per  cent,  interest,  not  estimating 
unascertained  interest  as  aforesaid. 

Deduct,  then,  this  latter  amount  ($2,783,150)  from  the  total  bonded 
indebtedness  ($28,786,066.39),  leaves  $26,002,916  39,  and  taking  fifty  per 
cent,  thereof  (principal  and  interest),  it  will  be  seen  that  there  will 
yet  remain,  $13,001,458.19,  upon  which  the  State  will  have  to  pay 
three  per  cent,  interest.  This  makes  the  total  bonded  indebted- 
ness of  the  State  (all  bonds  included)  under  operation  of  act  of  1883, 
about  $15,784,608.19. 

THE  FUNDING  BOARD. 

The  Funding  Board  began  its  tedious  and  laborious  operations  in 
Ju'y,  1883.  Since  that  time,  as  will  fully  appear  below,  the  total 
bonds  funded, -amounted  to  $8,090,215.39,  leaving  unfunded  to  date  of 
report  (January  1,  1885),  $20,695,851.00.  Based  on  this  calculation  it 
will  be  seen  that,  upon  the  theory  that  all  of  the  bonds  are  pre- 
sented for  funding,  the  State  in  the  end  will  have  to  pay  $492,399 
interest  annually  on  the  whole  amount  of  the  State's  indebtedness, 
and  in  proportion  thereto  as  the  bonds  are  annually  funded,  unless 
some  of  the  outstanding  obligations  should  be  otherwise  disposed  of.  ^ 
For  those  already  funded  the  State  has  to  pay  annually  $154,140 
iuterest. 

I  beg,  however,  to  submit  as  explicitly  as  I  can  the  amount  of 
origmal  indebtedness  absorbed  by  funding  the  old  bonds  into  New 
Settlement  Bonds,  together  with  the  amount  of  the  latter  issued  in 
lieu  thereof. 

The  following  statement  will  show  the  amount  of  bonds  funded 
under  the  act  of  March  15,  1883  :

Another  feature  of  the  financial  embarrassment  of  our  State  has 
grown  out  of  the  '^Torbett  Issue,"  or  notes  of  the  old  State  Bank, 
Issued  principally  during  the  war,  which  we  are  constrained  under 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  to  receive  for 
taxes,  and  in  doing  so,  under  the  direction  of  the  last  Legislature-, 
have  to   take   up  in   the  shape  of  taxes  $200,000   annually. 

There  is  pending  in  our  Stare  courts,  and  will  probably  be  decided 
this  winter,  suits  involving  the  State's  liability  for  more  than 
f  300,000.00  of  this  '-Torbett  Issue;"  $631,000.00  has  already  been  exam- 
ined and  substituted  by  Treasury  Certificates,  and  an  unknown, 
quantity  not  yet  brought  in. 

I  am  encouraged,  however,  very  much  in  the  belief  that 
these  financial  impediments  which  have  so  long  been  an  embarrass- 
ment to  the  State,  are  being  gradually  and  successfully  removed. 
That  the  State  is  righting  herself,  after  the  severe  storm  through 
which  she  has  partially  passed,  is  evidenced   by  the  fact  that  within 
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tlie  limiied  time  tliat  the  fundino:  has  been  going  on  we  have  re- 
tired more  than  eight  millions  of  dollars  of  our  bonded  indebted^ 
ness  without  au}^  efforts  or  appliances  whatever,  other  than  the 
publication  of  the  Jaw  itself,  with  the  preamble  thereto,  giving  a 
history  of  its  creation,  the  circumstances  of  its  growth,  and  the 
manner  in  which  it  has  been  handled.  No  like  measure,  as  far  as 
I  am  able  to  learn,  in  any  State,  has  been  more  successful  in  its 
operations  than  our  funding  act  of  1883,  only  where  there  has  been 
a  positive  limit  to  the  time  in  which  the  same  should  be  funded 
as  m  the  act  of  1882.  Especially  is  this  so  when  we  consider  that 
as  It  IS  understood,  more  than  one-third  of  our  bonded  indebtedness 
is  involved  m  the  suit  still  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
U  nited  States,  between  certain  bondholders  and  the  railroads  of  our 
State,  none  of  which,  as  is  understood,  has  been  presented  to  the 
Funding  Board,   or  will  be   until   the  suit   is   decided. 

It  is  also  a  gratifying  fact  that  the  proportion  paid,  aiid  to  be 
paid,  on  our  entire  indebtedness,  under  the  operation  of  this  act  of 
1883,  a  large  amount  of  which  grew  up  immediatelv  after  the  war, 
when  the  governing  laws  as  well  as  the  business  relations  were  in 
an  unsettled  condition,  is  equal  and  in  most  instances  greater  than 
that  of  any  of  our  sister  Southern  States  that  have  passed  throu<yh 
the  same  trying  ordeal.  It  is  also  quite  as  gratifying  that  our 
bonds,  which,  before  the  Funding  Board  commenced  its  operations 
under  act  of  March,  1883,  when  saleable  at  all,  were  disposed  of  at 
most  ruinous  rates,  and  that  now,  notwithstanding  the  recent  severe 
monetary  pressure,  are  sought  after  by  purchasers  in  the  money 
markets  of  the  world  at  a  price  advanced  to  almost  double  that  for 
which  they  sold  eighteen  months  ago— our  six  per  cents,  being  sold 
now  as  as  high  ninety-seven  cents  on  the  dollar  or  nearly  at  par,  and 
the  three  per  cents,  which  then  sold  at  from  thirty-five  and  forty 
cents,    now  sell   at  from  fifty-five   to  sixty   cents   on   the   dollar. 

It  is  respectfully  requested  that  you  will  appoint  suitable  com- 
mittees to  examine,  critically,  the  work  of  ihe  Funding  Board,  and 
see  that  it  has  been  done  in  conformity  with  the  statute,  and  esp<^c- 
ially  that  all  of  the  bonds  have  been  properly  substituted  by  the 
new  or  ''Settlement  Bonds,"  and  all  the  old*  bonds  and  coupons 
thereunto  attached  have  been  properly  cancelled.  It  is  also  re- 
quested that  a  suitable  committee  be  appointed  to  examine  and 
count  the  old  State  Bank  issue,  both  the  old  and  Torbett  issue,  to 
ascertain  and  report  to  your  body  if  all  the  money  taken  in  by  the 
board  of  examiners  and  passed  upon  by  experts  has  been  properly 
cancelled. 

_  In  this  connection  I  desire  to  state  that  an  act  passed  by  the 
Thirty-seventh  General  Assembly,  authorizing  the  G-overnor  to  make 
arrangements  to  guard  the  interests  of  the  State  in  a  suit  then  pend- 
ing in  the  Federal  Court  at  Nashville,  wherein  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment had  sued  the  McMinnville  &  Manchester  Railroad  Company 
for  $67,000.  The  State  having  sold  said  McMinnville  road,  its  rails, 
engines,  etc.,  to  the  Memphis  &  Charleston  Bailroad  Company,  the 
purchasers  required  that  the  State  should  hold  them  harmless  as  to 
the  result  of  said  suit,  and  to  do  so  there  was  subsequently  deposited 
in  the  Fourth  National  Bank,  127  bonds  of  the  State  for  $1,000  each 
as  collateral.  The  said  suit  was  not  terminated  until  within  the  last 
few  months,  resulting  in  a  judgment  against  said  McMinnville  &  Man- 
chester Eailroad  Company,  including  cost  of  $10,386. 00.#  The  decree  of  the 
court  directed  the  sale  of  said  bonds  for  the  said  judgment  and  co&t. 
To  prevent  said  sale  with  accumulated  cost  and  issuance  of  execution, 
upon  consultation  with  the  Attorney-General  of  the  State,  Treasurer 
and   Comptroller,   it  was   thought   best  for   the   State  that   the   Treasurer 
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should  pay  the  judgment  and  take  up  the  127  bonds.  This  was  done^ 
and  said  bonds  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  aAvaitmg  your  ac- 
tion. It  is  hoped  our  course  meets  with  your  approval.  I  suggest 
the  said  127  bonds  for  $1,000  each  be  cancelled  and  filed  away  as  other 
cancelled  bonds   are. 

RESOURCES  OF  THE  STATE. 

In  the  general  recapitulation  of  taxable  property  in  Tennessee  the- 
Comptrolier's  report  shows  the  total  value  of  taxable  property  in 
the  State  for  1883,  not  including  railroad  property,  anaounted  ta 
$222,637,873.00— a  total  net  increase   for   the   year  of  $708,060.00. 

For  1884  the  total  value  of  taxable  property  in  the  State,  not  in- 
cluding railroad  property,  amounted  to  $226,844,184.00— a  total  net  in- 
crease over  the  previous  year  of  $4,206,311.00.  This  is  largely  attribu- 
table not  only  to  the  increased  value  of  property,  but  also  to  the 
superior  Angilance  in  assessing,  which  is  to  be  commended.  It, 
however,  also  indicates  that  Tennessee  is  on  rising  ground.  Tha 
period  of  the  highest  valuation  of  property  in  the  State  was  reached 
in  1873,  when  it  amounted  to  $308,089,738.00.  This  was  the  year  in 
which  the  great  financial  panic  came.  Property,  everywhere,  imme- 
diately began  to  dwindle,  business  in  all  branches  was  prostrated,, 
and  this  down-grade  journey  continued  without  abatement  until 
1880,  when  the  total  taxable  property  of  the  State  had  dropped  to 
only  $211,768,438.00— a  loss  to  the  State  in  taxable  values,  as  assessed' 
betw^een  those  periods,  of  $96,321,300.00,  or  nearly  one-tlurd.  A  slight 
advance  in  property  values  w^as  made  in  1881,  but  this  was  only 
temporary,  for  in  1882  the  amount  again  lessened  in  assessed  value. 
The  two  years  just  past,  bow^ev^r,  show  another  and  seemingly 
healthier  reaction.  Values  have  improved  and  are  again  advanc- 
ing. The  total  valuation  for  the  year  1884  exceeds  that  of  any 
otiier  year  since  1877.  Not  only  does  property,  in  general,  indicate 
enhanced  values,  but  a  vast  deal  of  capital  is  coming  into  the  State 
seeking  investment.  New  mines  are  being  opened,  new^  manufac- 
tories are  being  erected,  and  much  attention  is  being  directed  ta 
hitherto  unoccupied  and  neglected  localities.  Tennessee  once  more 
is  on  the  line  of  progress.  Brighter,  happier,  more  prosperous  days 
are  dawming  on  our  State.  And  now,  if  freed  from  political  turmoil 
and  excitement  for  the  next  four  years,  if  distracting  sectional 
questions  in  national  politics  be  relegated  to  the  rear;  with  meas- 
ures of  the  wisest  economy  alone  engaging  the  attention  of  the 
people,  the  State  of  Tennessee  cannot  fail  to  go  forward  on  the 
road  that  leads  to  increased  w^ealth,  prosperity  and  contentment. 
Happily  situated  in  the  very  heart  of  the  most  promising  section, 
stretchmg  her  full  length  along  the  border  of  our  Southland,  the  eye 
of  industry  has  turned  in  this  direction,  and  the  natural  and  una- 
voidable highways  of  commerce  must,  to  a  great  extent,  traverse 
her  territory.  Thus,  her  geographical  placement,  her  immeasureable 
resources  and  her  favorable  climatic  considerations,  if  directed  by 
prudent,  yet  liberal  and  enlightened,  policy,  wull  combine  in  attract, 
ing  thrifty  and  industrious  inami grants  to  a  participation  in  her 
enrichment,  as  well  as  continue  the  elevation  of  her  ow^n  citizen- 
ship. 

KAILROAD   PEOPERTY. 

Compiled  from  the  returns  of  the  railroad  assessors,  the  Comp- 
troller presents  a  tabular  statement  showing  ihe  length  of  the  sev- 
eral railroads  in  Tennessee;  also  the  assessed  value  per  mile;  the 
aggregate  assessed  valuation  of  each  road,  and  the  aggregate  valua 
of  all  the  railroads  in  the  State.  This  statement  show^s  that  on 
September    19,   1883,   the    total    miles    of   railroad    in    the    State    were 
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2,032,  of  an  aggregate  assessed  value  of  $31,547,299.23.  Their  aver- 
age value  per  mile  was  ^15,521.42;  increase  of  mileage  over  last 
report  of  nine  and  a  fraction  miles ;  increase  of  value  over  last 
report  $4,531,199.11. 

On  July  17,  1884,  the  assessors  returned  the  total  number  of  miles

-ioo?^?!'  ^^  ^^  ^^^  ^^^^  ^^^^^  ^^  taxable  property  in  the  State  in 
1884  ($226,844,184.00),  we  add  the  aggregate  assessed  value  of  railroad 
property  in  the  State  in  1884  ($34,350,170.84),  it  brings  up  the  total 
valuation  of  property  in  the  State  to  $261,194,354.84,  which  largely 
exceeds  any  other  year  since  1876,  thus  showing  that  our  State, 
after  her  long  travail  from  social,  political  and  financial  trouble,  is 
passing  from  under  the  cloads  of  depression  into  the  sunlight.  The 
general  tendency  of  this  increase,  I  am  happy  to  conclude,  will  in 
time  act  as   a  relief  to   the  burden   of  taxation. 

KAILROAD  COMMISSION. 

The  problem  of  railway  transportation  is  everywliere  receiving 
marked  public  attention.  As  a  commercial  factor,  the  railroad  is  a 
modern  growth,  and  through  its  far-reaching  development,  has  wrought  ' 
a  revolution  in  business  methods.  In  all  countries  where  it  has  been 
established,  and  where  it  has  become  an  essential  element  in  the  car- 
rying trade,  its  operations  are  the  subject  of  formal  legislative  action 
and  judicial  review.  The  questions  involved  in  the  creation  and 
practical  workings  of  this  system  do  not  arise  from  the  railroad 
merely  as  a  common  carrier,  but  from  its  combination  with  a  piece  of 
legal  inachinery  known  as  the  corporation.  And  the  concurrent  wis- 
dom of  legislatures  and  courts,  both  State  and  Federal,  after  mature 
and  exhaustive  consideration  of  the  principle  underlying  the  incorpora- 
tion of  railroads,  has  formulated  the  authorative  judgment  that  cor- 
porations, owning  and  operating  the  higliwaj^s  of  commerce,  are  legally 
and  constitutionally  amenable  to  the  law-making  power.  No  one  dis- 
putes the  inestimable  value  of  railroads  under  a  just  administration 
of  their  affairs,  and  while  content  to  act  as  the  servants  of  the  peo- 
ple; but  they  are  built  under  charters  conferred  by  the  G-overnment, 
and  should  be  subordinated  to  its  authority  and  the  welfare  of  the 
people. 

In  G-reat  Britain,  where  the  railway  system  had  its  origin,  and 
where  it  has  reached  vast  proportions,  the  Parliament  has  in  success- 
ful and  unchallenged  operation  a  Board  of  Bailroad  Commissioners, 
through  whose  efforts  the  people  are  afforded  an  equitable  interchange 
of  traffic  over  the  railroad  lines  and  practical  relief  from  the  unjust  dis- 
criminations  that  had  previously  existed. 

Lord  Chief  Justice  Hale,  in  an  exposition  of  the  common  rights  of 
proper ty,_  held,  that  "  where  private  property  is  affected  with  a  public 
interest,  it  ceases  to  be  juris  priviti  only."  Chief  Justice  Waite  says: 
''  When  one  devotes  his  property  to  a  ii,S6  in  which  the  public  has  an 
interest,  he,  in  effect,  grants  the  public  an  interest  in  that  use  and 
must  submit  to  be  controlled  by  the  public."  Theophilus  Parsons,  a 
recognized  legal  authority  throughout  the  United  States,  says :  '^hejr 
(the  railroads)   are  the   creatures   of  the    State    and    to   the  State  alone 
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must  belong  the  power  of  determining  what  shall  be  paid  to  them  by 
fthose  who   make   use  of   the  facilities   they   offer." 

Judge  John  Baxter,  in  the  eases  of  the  Louisville  &  Nashville  and 
East  Tennessee,  Virginia  &  Georgia  Eailroad  Companies,  says :  "  Rail- 
roads have  been  created  mainly  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public  and 
to  facilitate   the   business   of   the   country.         ^^         -         ■^-        -^-  ^ 

If  unrestrained  by  wholesome  legislation,  the  public  would  be  very 
much  at  their  mercy.  They  could,  by  unjust  discriminations,  made 
under  the  name  of  drawbacks,  rebates,  or  disingenuous  pretenses,  favor 
friends  and  oppress  opponents,  and  so  adjust  and  graduate  their  rate« 
according  to  the  exigence  of  fluctuating  markets,  as  to  secure  to 
themselves  or  those  who  operate  them,  an  undue  proportion  of  advancing 
prices.  ^  ^  It  would,  therefore,  in  view  of  these  obvious  possibilities,  be 
a  humiliating  confession  that  there  was  no  reserved  power  in  the  Court 
or  the  Legislature  to  protect  the  public  against  such  possible  abuses. 
We  do  not  hesitate  to  affirm  the  existence  of  such  a  power." 

The  right  of  railway  control  by  the  Legislature  being  conceded  by 
such  eminent  English  and  American  authority,  the  question  of  supreme 
moment  with  the  people  of  Tennessee,  is  the  expediencv  of  exercising 
that  right  m  the  form  and  manner  of  a  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners, properly  constituted,  through  legislative  enactment,  and  operating 
within  just  and  constitutional  limits,  as  to  the  execution  of  this  trustt 
As  evidence  that  such  commission  is  not  deemed  offensive  or  detrimental 
to  railroad  interests  by  those  best  fitted  to  speak,  allow  me  to  reproduce 
the  statement  of  Hon.  Albert  Fink,  acknowledged  the  ^Teatest  railroad 
ti-affic  manager  in  the  country,  made  before  the  United  States  Senate 
Committee  on  labor  and  statistics,  in  September,  1883.  Asking  his 
judgment  as  to  the  wisdom  of  railroad  supervision  by  State  Boards  of 
Commissioners,  he  said:  "As  a  rule  the  commissioners  are  only  ad- 
visory, and  I  think  that  it  is  a  most  excellent  feature,  and  a  very'  2:ood 
thing  to  have  these  commissions,  because  you  can  explain  to  commis- 
sions a  good  many  things  that  you  cannot  explain  to  the  people  at 
large  It  is  desirable  that  the  people  should  have  some  trii)imal  to 
which  they  could  go  and  make  their  complaints  and  get  them  investi- 
gated. _  ihey  make  their  complaints  to  these  commissioners  and  the 
commissioners  confer  with  the  railroad  companies.  That  is  a  very 
excellent  plan,  and  if  the  commissioners  are  the  proper  kind  of  men 
they  will  do  a  great  deal  of  good."  Cert.ainly,  i^s  shown  by  Mr  Fink' 
commissioners  simplify  the  machinery  of  adjustments,  and 'hence  expe- 
dite and  e<?,onomize  settlements  between  ■  shippers  and  railroad  comna- 
nies,  and  yet  do  not '  affect  the  right  of  appeal  to  higher  tribunals 
by  eiUier  party  who  may  feel  aggrieved  by  any  action  of  the  commis- 
sioners. The  fact  that  the  national  platforms  of  the  great  political 
parties  emphasised  the  principle  of  railroad  supervision  bv  aovern- 
mental  authority;  that  President  Arthur  and  President-elect' Cleveland 
n!JVT'A  •''  if""''^^  capax3ity  in  its  favor  ;  that  24  States,  conspicuously 
New  York,  Ohio,  Massachusetts,  Illinois,  Missouri  and  Geo^ia,  aiid  every 
State  contiguous  to  Tennessee  (but  one),  have  in  successful  operation 
efficient  Commissions ;  that  the  Reagan  bill  and  its  substitute  now  before 
Congress,  both  recognizing  the  constitutionality  and  practical  expediency 
of  railroad  i;egulation;  that  according  to  Poor's  Railroad  Manual  3  271 
miles  of  railroad  were -built  m  1882  in  seven  named  States  with'  Com- 
missions, and  1,694  miles  built  m^  seven  States  without  Commission^ • 
these  are  signihcant  facts,  and  ^unmistakably  voice  a  volume  of  evidence 
showmg  that  railroad  regulation  is  not  violative  of  constitutional  or 
charter  rights;  that  such  institutions,  with  which  the  rights  of  the  iiuh 
he  axe  intimately  blended,  cannot  he  placed  altogether  beyond  the  reach 
of  the  public;  and  that  the  commercial  and  material  interests  of  the 
7sj 
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country  are  conserved  and  not  imperilled  by  legislative  control  of  railways, 
when  constitutionally  and  justly  exercised.  The  interests  of  the  people- 
of  this  btate  are  not  different,  but  identical  with  those  of  many  of  the 
States  where  legislation  recognizes  and  enforces  the  constitutional  right 
of  railroad  regulation;  and  hence  the  legislation  they  have  enacted  has 
been  considered  no  unsafe  guide  in  shaping  the  legislative  railway  pol- 
icy of  Tennessee,  and  although  (it  being  the  first  of  the  kind  in  our 
State)^  It  may  be  subject  to  judicial  pruning,  it  is  a  step  in  the  right 
direction. 

Thus  it  was  that  in  obedience  to  the  well-known  will  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  State,  as  formally  expressed  through  regularly  constituted 
political  conventions,  and  through  popular  elections  held  to  choose 
Senators  and  Eepresentatives  to  the  General  Assembly,  the  Legislature 
met  in  1883,  contemplating  no  unfriendly  or  unjust  legislation  towards 
railroads  operating  in  Tennessee,  and  only  claiming  a  constitutional 
right  to  enact  a  judicious  system  of  railway  control,  and  to  create  a 
board  of  competent  Railroad  Commissioners,  who  would  sit  in  just  and 
intelligent  judgment  on  all  alleged  grievances  that  might  arise  between 
the  people  and  the  railroads  as  common  carriers,  and  to  frame,  i/ii 
conference  vnth  the  railioay  conipcvnies,  a  uniform  and  equitable  tariff 
of  freight  rates;  and  dicl,  on  the  29th  of  March,  1883,  pass  a  bill 
providing  for  the  regulation  of  railroads,  which  received  the  approval 
of  the  Executive,  and  in  pursuance  of  the  requjrements,  three  Com- 
missioners— John  H.  Savage,  of  Warren  county,  J.  A.  Turiey,  of  Mc- 
Minn  county,  and  George  W.  Gordon,  of  Shelby  county — were  ap- 
pointed and  duly^  qualified.  On  entering  on  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  the  authorities  of  certain  railroads,  conceiving  that  dieir  rights 
and  interests  were  aggrieved  through  the  provisions  of  the  bill,  caused 
legal  proceedings  to  ^  be  instituted  in  the  Federal  Court,  whereby 
to  restrain  the  Commissioners  from  further  alleged  interference  Avith 
them,  until  judgment  of  the  court,  on  the  same,  should  be  given. 
Thus,  that  which  is  deemed  an  indefeasible  right  to  control,  within 
the  limits  of  constitutional  and  just  legislation,  the  railroads  of  the 
State,  was  put  in  peril  by  those  whose  very  existence  was  originally 
made  possible  only  through  the  creative  will  of  those  whose  supervis- 
ing  authority   over   them   is   now   challenged   and   denied. 

The  railroads  have  been  and  are  valuable  allies  in  developing  the 
resources  of  Tennessee,  and  the  people  rightly  esteem  them  fitted  to 
become  still  more  helpful  factors  in  her  future  progress.  Any  breach 
of  good  faith  and  good  will  between  them  and  the  people  is  to  be 
deprecated.  AVhile  the  railroads  have  done,  and  are  doing,  much  for 
the  State,  the  people  of  the  State,  in  return,  have  likewise  done  and 
are  doing  much  for  them.  According  to  Poor's  Hailroad  Manual,  the 
people  of  Tennessee  paid  the  railroads  in  1883,  $9,517,406.00  for  freight 
and  passengers ;  of  this  sum  $3,000,000.00  going-  as  dividends  to  stockhold- 
ers, mostly  non-residents,  which  on  the  basis  of  assessed  value  of  this 
.species  of  property  that  year  ($31,197,200.00)  is  about  ten  per  cent,  profit. 
Moreover,  the  people  are  paying  $150,000.00 — and  when  the  bonds  are 
all  funded  will  pay  nearly  $400,000.00— annual  interest  on  bonds  issued 
for  the  benefit  of  the  roads,  and  will  have  to  pay  at  some  future 
time   the   principal,   amounting  to   some   113,000,000. 

The  Hon.  John  Baxter,  in  the  decision  rendered  in  these  cases^ 
recited  wherein  the  Commission  Bill  is  defective.  Having  been  ap- 
pealed, the  matter  in  contest  must  await  final  action  by  the  Federal 
Supreme  Court.  As  the  result  of  judicial  proceedings  the  Commis- 
sioners have  necessarily  been  restrained  in  their  w^ork,  and  their  offi- 
cial influence  and  usefulness  correspondingly  impaired.  It  is  there- 
fore suggested  that  the   Commission   Bill   of   1883  be   not  repealed,   but 
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purged  of  its  clefecte,  if  such  there  be,  and  that  the  system  it  insti- 
tuted be  recognized  upon  a  constitutional  basis,  OT^^^^^  ^^^  and  th^ 
visions  and  fitted  to  promote  the  joint  interests  of  the  people  and  tne 
xaih^oads.  -li.        f 

If  the  railroad  companies  in  operating  their  roads  are  guilty  ot 
extortion  and  unjust  discrimination  in  their  charges  for  transportation 
it  ought  to  be  corrected.  If  they  are  not  guilty  of  it  fiere  wi  1  be 
nothing  to  correct.  The  people  are  entitled  to  nothing  less,  and  the 
railroads  can  require  nothing  more.  If,  in  your  wisdom,  this  cannot 
be  successfully  done,  then  it  is  suggested  that  the  existing  enactment 
of  1883  remain  in  such  shape  as  not  to  deprive  the  parties  interested 
of  the  benefit  of  the  opinion  of  the  Federal  Appe  late  Oourt.^  As  to 
the  questions  involved,  such  enunciation  from  the  highest  judicial  tri- 
bunal might  guide  future  legislation  on  this  vexed  question.  bom- 
meree within  the  State,  and  not  inter-State  commerce,  _  is  regarded  as 
the  legitimate  range  of  the  Commissioners,  and  withm  that  spliere, 
mav  it  not  be  hoped  that  such  methods  may  be  devised  and  put  in 
practical  and  efficient  operation  as  will,  in  the  language  ot  my  inaugu- 
ral address  to  the  last  General  Assembly,  do  justice  to  botli  the  peo- 
ple and  the  railroads.  I  then  said  to  the  Forty-third  G-eneral  As- 
semblv,   and   here   repeat   it   with    emphasis,  that— 

"  While  corporations  (railroads)  should  have  all  just  rights  maintained, 
and  proper  encouragement  to  make  their  work  useful  and  profitable,  je',  as 
they  grow  mighty  In  their  strength  and  strain  for  unjust  power,  as  thev 
are  prone  to  do,"  thev  should  be  checked  by  lines  of  legal  limit,  and  told 
in  unmistakable  terms,  'Thus  far  shalt  thou  go  and  no  farther  The 
spirit  of  resentment  or  intolerance,  however,  should  not  stir  the  storm  ot 
passion,  nor  ride  on  the  wave  of  prejudice,  but  give  way  to  that  calmer 
reason   which   respects   the   rights  of   all." 

I  desire  to  call  vour  attention  to  the  reports  of  said  Commission- 
ers  for   the  history  of  its   operations.       They   are  herewith   transmitted. 

PENITENTIARY. 

According  to   provisions  of   Act  of    the  General   Assembly,   passed 
March   28,   1883,    providing    for    the    lease    and    management  of    the 
State    Penitentiary,   and    in    due    observance  of   the    requirements  of 
said      act,   the  Secretary  of   State  under  the   instructions  of   the  Gov- 
ernor,  advertised   for  sixty  days  in    three   newspapers,   one   published 
in  each  division   of  the  State,  and  in  one  new^spaper  in   each  of  the 
cities   of    Ne^v    York,   I^ouisville    and   New    Orleans,     that   said   peni- 
tentiary  and    property  thereto     belonging    would,   on  the   6th   day  of 
July,  1883,  at   12    o'clock   of   said  day,    at    the    capitol    of   Tennessee, 
be  leased  to  the  highest  bidder  for  the  term  of   six  years,   from  the 
1st  of    January,     1SS4.      At    the    above    named    day    and    place,    the 
Governor  and  Inspectors   offered  said  property  to  lease  at  public  out- 
cry, and  required   bidders   for    the    same    to   file   with   tiiem    satisfac- 
tory evidence   that  in    case  the    property  and  labor  should  be   struck 
off   to   them  as  bidders,    that    he    or    they   would   fully    comply   with 
and   execute    the    bond    required    by  said    act;    and   as   an    additional 
security,   likewise  provided,  such  bidder  was  required   and   did  deposit 
with   me  as  Governor  a  certified    cheek    for    $10,000,    payable  to  my 
order  on   a  solvent  bank  in   this  State,   to    be   forfeited    to   the   State 
in  the  event  said  bid   was  not  complied  with.      Agreeably  therewith 
said  property  and  labor   were    leased  for  a  term    of   six    years,    from 
the  1st  of    January,   1884,   to  the  Tennessee   Coal,  Iron  and    Railroad 
Company  as    lessees,   for    the    sum  of    $101,000    per  annum,    payable 
quarterly  into  the  State    Treasury ;    said  lessees    filed  with   the    Gov- 
ernor and  Inspectors,   an  approved  bond  covering  the  sum  of    $101,- 
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000,  and  conditioned  for  a  strict  performance  of  all  the  requirements 
of  said  act  in  regard  to  lease  of  said  property  and  labor.  The 
lessees  have  promptly  and  fully  complied  with  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  said  lease,  and  by  reference  to  the  official  reports  of  the 
Superintendent,  Warden  and  Surgeon  it  will  be  seen  that  the  inter- 
ests of  the  State  in  said  property  and  labor  have  been  carefully 
subserved. 

NUMBER    OF    PRISONERS    AND    THEIR   DISTRIBUTION. 

There  were  1,324  names  on  the  prison  rolls  Dec.  1,  18S4,  distributed 
as  follows:  Main  Prison,  530;  Tracy  City,  487;  Coal  Creek,  159; 
Inman,    126 ;    Spence's  farm,   22. 

By  reason  of  insufficient  accommodations  at  the  main  prison,  it 
was  a  wise  provision  to  limit  the  number  of  convicts  to  be  con- 
fined there  to  550.  The  buildings  are  covered,  by  ample  insurance 
in^  solvent  companies,  and  all  in  reasonably  good  condition,  consid- 
ering their  age  and  necessary  usage.  A  fire  occurred  on  Saturday 
night,  January  12,  1884,  in  a  building  used  jointly  as  a  blacksmith 
and  paint  shop,  which  was  damaged '  to  the  amount  of  $3,300,  fully 
protected   by  insurance,    and   in   ten   da3^s   was  rebuilt  and   in   use. 

A  comfortable  and  well-constructed  cell-building  has  been  erected 
in  addition  for  females,  and  also  a  laundry.  In  conjunction  with 
the  Prison  Inspectors  and  Superintendent,  steps  have  been  taken  to 
remedy  defective  ventilation  of  cells  and  corridors,  and  now  these 
apartments  have  full  supply  of  fresh  air,  which,  according  to  the 
Surgeon's  report,  has  contributed  to  add  much  to  the  general  health 
of  the  inmates.  Commodious  buildings  have  been  erected  at  all 
the  prison    branches. 

CONDITION  OF  PRISONERS. 

Dr.  Roberts,  Surgeon  in  charge  of  main  prison,  reports  improve- 
ment in  general  health  of  prisoners.  I  am  glad  to  state  the  rate 
of  mortality  has  steadily  decreased.  The  prisoners  are  well  pro- 
vided in  clothing,  food  and  medical  attendance,  and  not  overworked, 
but  worked  according  to  the  requirements  of  law.  The  water  sup- 
ply has  been  greatly  increased,  to  meet  any  daily  demand  or  any 
extraordinary  demand  in   the    event  of   fire. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  harsh,  punative  methods  originally  in  use  have  been  abol- 
ished, and  the  punishment  now  inflicted  upon  the  refractory  is  di- 
rected to  their  obedience  and  reformation  and  the  less  hardened,  as 
far  as  possible,  are  kept  from  association  with  the  more  vicious. 
Tennessee  was  the  pioneer  in  instituting  the  '^  Good  Time  Act," 
and  other  States  having  ado^^ted  it,  have'  enlarged  its  beneficiary 
provisions. 

THE    LEASE. 

The  Tennessee  Coal,  Iron  and  Railroad  Company,  the  lessees, 
headquarters  at  Tracy  City,  control  sixty  per  cent,  of  the  entire 
prison  force,  and  work  them  at  the  four  branch  prisons,  and  sub-lease 
the  remainder  to  Cberr^^,  Morrow  &  Co.,  for  work  in  the  main 
prison.  From  official  records  the  following  facts  appear :  From  the 
date  when  the  Penitentiary  went  into  operation,  January  1,  1831,  to 
July  16,  1866,  during  which  time  the  State  itself  conducted  the  in- 
stitution, the  expense  attending  the  same  was  as  follows:  Amount 
of  appropriation  to  support  Penitentiary  from  January  1,  1831,  to 
close   of    1865,   $136,407.67.      Not    including    the    period    of   civil  war,

the  estimated   annual  cost  of   conveying   convicts    at  $8,000,  $240,000. 
Total  expense,  $376,407.67. 

From   1866   to   1871,   in   which   time   the    semi-lease  or    hiring    con- 
tract system  existed,   the  following  was  its  expense  to  the  State  :

This  is  the  amount  which  the  support  of  the  Penitentiary  has 
cost  the  State  from  the  commencement  of  its  operation  in  1831  to 
1871,  v/hen  it  was  leased  to  O'Conner  &  Looney.  Under  that  lease, 
and  the  succeeding  ones,  including  the  present  "one  to  the  Tennessee 
Coal,  Iron  and  Railroad  Company,  the  Peniteniiary,  instead  of  being 
a  burden  on  the  Treasury  as  heretofore,  has  been  a  source  of  large 
revenue  to  the  State.  The  books  of  the  Comptroller  show  that 
from  1872  to  1884  the  total  amount  received  by  the  State  to  be 
$591,617.02.  The  buildings  and  machinery  that  were  destroyed  by 
fire  in  1882,  not  being  insured,  cost,  with  other  repairs  for  that  year, 
$78,874.49,  which  was  an  expense  on  the  Treasury.  Under  the  pres- 
ent lease,  which  commenced  January  1,  1SS4,  and  to  continue  six 
years,  the  State  will  derive  an  annual  income  therefrom  of  $101,000, 
and  for  the  term  of  six  years,  $606,000.  Thus  it  appears  from  offi- 
cial records  in  the  Capitol  that  for  five  years  previous  to  the  com- 
mencement of  the  regular  lease  s^^stem— that  is  from  1866  to  1871— 
the  annual  expense  of  the  Penitentiary  to  the  State  was  $114,270.07, 
while  under  the  operations  of  the  present  lease  the  annual  profit 
wall  be  $101,000,  making  a  saving  each  year  of  $215,270.07  ;  and  fdT 
the   six   years'    term    of    lease,   a   saving   of   $1,291,620.42. 

This  simple  statement,  based  on  authentic  facts,  clearly  shows  that 
as  a  matter  of  business  and  financial  consideration,  the  lease  system 
is  incomparably  more  economical  in  being  no  burden  upon  the 
Treasury,  but  on  the  other  hand  a  source  of  substantial  profit  to 
the  State.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  proper  to  weigh  the  objec- 
tion often  preferred  aorainst  the  lease  system  that  as  a  politico- 
economic  policy  it  degrades  and  pauperizes  honest  labor  through 
competition  with  cheap  convict  labor.  As  a  question  of  conceded 
public  importance,  this  matter  was  th.e  subject  of  patient  and  thor- 
ough deliberation  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1883  as  in  former 
years,  and  by  me  aa  Governor,  officiaHy  ent^rusted  with  a  supervising 
guardianship  of  the  interests  of  the  people  of  the  State,  and  it  was 
the  concurrent  judgment  of  both  the  Legislature  and  the  Executive  that 
the  lease  system,  considered  in  all  its  ^'earings^  is  the  most  economical 
and  least  olijectionable  mode  of  handling  prison  labor,  while  it  has 
many  objectionable  features.  Especially  is  this  apparent  under  the 
practical  workings  of  the  system  as  now  in  operation  at  the  prison 
branches  and  in  the  main  prison.  From  official  facts,  especially  ob- 
tained to  throw  light  on  this  vexed  question,  the  following  should" allay 
any  feverish  apprehension  that  the  lease  system  as  now  operated,  fs 
as  alleged,  injurious  to  honest  free  labor.  Of  the  1,324  enrolled  prison- 
ers, 772  are  in  charge  of  the  Tennessee  Coal,  Iron  and  Bailroad  Com- 
pany,   distributed    and    at    work    in    the    mines   at    Tracy   City,   Coal 
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Creek  and  luman  prisons,  and  kept  separate  and  apart  from  hundreds  of 
honest  laborers,  who  secure  equal  pay  with  the  same  labor  employed 
in  other  similar  mining  operations  in  the  State;  and  I  am  informed 
no  honest  free  laborer,  applying  for  work,  has  been  denied  employ- 
ment by  reason  of  the  presence  of  convict  labor.  The  demand  for 
honest  labor  at  the  mines  of  the  lessees  is  a  standing  invitation  to 
all  laborers  to  come  and  get  good  wages,  and  where  they  can  work 
apart  from  convict  labor.  Moreover,  this  convict  labor  is  hid  away 
in  the  bowels  of  the  earth,  far  distant  from  the  thoroughfares  of 
mechanic  industry,  and  hence  much  less  competitive  with  honest 
mechanical  labor  than  would  be  the  case  if  the  lease  system  did 
not  exist,  and  the  State  was  forced  to  work  convict  labor  in  manu- 
facturing within  the  prison  walls  and  sell  the  product  of  tins  labor 
in  open  market.  As  now  employed  the  mining  convicts  are  devel- 
oping the  material  resources  of  the  State  and  furnishing  cheap  fuel 
for    domestic  consumption   and   manufacturing    purposes. 

As  to  tliose  convicts  sub-leased  to  Cherry,  Morrow  &  Co.,  twenty- 
two  are  employed  on  Spence's  farm  in  raising  vegetables  to  supply 
the  main  prison,  and  of  the  remainder  about  twenty  are  working 
in  the  foundry,  and  only  twenty-five  in  the  furniture  factory,  leav- 
ing about  485  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  wagons.  Now  let  us 
inquire  to  what  extent  ronvict  labor  as  worked  in  tiie  main  prison 
is  in  competition  with  honest  mechanical  labor  in  the  State.  It  is 
ascertained  by  reference  to  tlie  books  of  the  Penitentiary  that  the 
bulk  of  tne  furniture  manufactured  is  shipped  out  of  the  State  and 
hence  becomes  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  State.  The  average 
yearly  manufacture  of  wagons  at  the  main  prison  is  about  15,000,  of 
whicli  about  1,200  are  sold  through  a  Nashville  agent  in  Tennessee 
and  Kentnck^y,  which,  equally  divided,  would  be  about  600  convict- 
made  wagons  sold  annually  in  Tennessee,  in  value  amounting  to  $22,500, 
whereas,  near  14,000  are  sold  throughout  the  States  from  New 
York  to  Texas,  tnus  becoming  a  yearly  means  of  bringing  into  the 
State  the  large  sum  of  S600,000,  the  bulk  of  which  goes  into  the 
pocket>5  of  the  people  fov  lumber  and  wages.  Thus  the  lease  system 
practically  becomes  a  constant  and  efficient  source  of  substantial 
revenue  to  hundreds  of  laboring  men  in  the  lumber  districts  through- 
out the  State,  besides  otherwise  benefitting  general  trade  in  the  cir- 
culation  and   investment  of    accrued    earnings. 

THE    YOUTHS    AS   CONVICTS. 

Of  those  16  years  old  and  under,  there  are  5  white  males,  31 
colored  males  and  6  colored  fe nudes  now  in  prison.  It  has  been 
my  uoiform  course,  in  cases  recommended  by  the  prison  officials  or 
otherwise  reliably  brought  to  my  attention,  to  exercise  executive 
clemency  and  pardon  convicts  of  tender  years  when  the  safety  of 
society  would  permit.  A  large  number  have  thus  been  pardoned, 
but  there  will  necessarily  be  a  good  number  always  on  the  prison 
rolls,  and  hence  the  subject  becomes  one  that  properly  addresses  it- 
self   to   the  wisdom   of   the   General  Assembly  for    legislative    action. 

Many  States  and  municipal  corporations  have  established  reform- 
atory institations  for  the  youthful  criminal  classes  and  large  benefi- 
cial results  have  followed  such  measures.  Such  establishments,  in 
their  proper  equipment  and  maintenance,  necessarily  require  no 
small  aoDropriation  of  public  funds.  Considering  the  comparatively 
few  young  criminals  in  the  State  prison,  I  would  suggest  that  a 
select*  committee  be  created  by  the  General  Assembly  to  mature  some 
plan  and  report  the  same  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable,  by  which 
all  criminals  of  tender  years  in  the  State  prison  may  be  properly  cared 
for  and  worked  separately  and  apart  from  those  older  and  more  hard- 
ened ;    and  that  primary  instruction   be  given  them,  as  well  as  some 
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suitable  trade  be  assigned  them  in  their  work.  My  information 
from  prison  officials  is,  that  of  the  forty-two  of  that  class  at  present 
in  the  prison,  none  had  any  trade,  and  only  four  can  read.  With 
but  small  cost  to  the  State,  some  provisional  arrangement  may  be  in- 
stituted within  the  prison  walls  to  secure  the  object  herein  indicated. 
To  this  end  I  respectfully  and  earnestly  invoke  the  attention  of  the 
General  Assembly,  I  would  also  suggest  that  the  said  Committee 
jitst  referred  to,  report  any  other  changes  regarded  as  necessary  in 
the  management  of  the  main   prison   and  its  branches. 

Regularly  on  each  Sabbath  religious  services  are  held  in  the 
prison  by  the  Chaplain,  Rev,  Dr.  C.  D.  Elliott.  In  addition  an  after-  , 
noon  Sunday  school  is  in  operation  under  the  Superintendency  of 
Mr.  J.  O.  Griffith,  assisted  by  many  devout,  Avorthy  persons,  male 
and  female,  of  Nashville,  with  an  average  attendance  of  over  400 
inmates  of  the  prison.  Those  of  them  who  can  read  are  gener- 
ally supplied  each  Sabbath  with  religious  reading  matter.  It  has 
been  suggested  that  every  convict  be  furnished  with  a  Bible  or 
Testament,  as  there  is  a  great  need  of  such  in  the  prison,  which 
is  cheerfully  recommended.  It  is  suggested  that  the  Board  of 
Prison  Inspectors  be  required  every  six  months  or  oftener  to  visit 
the  branch  prisons,  and  make  report  to  the  Executive  as  to  the 
condition,  health,  diet,  clothing  and  all  matters  relating  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  prisoners,  the  necessary  expense  of  the  Board  on  these 
visits  of   inspection  to   be   provided   for    by  legislation. 

BUREAU   OF    AGRICULTURE,    STATISTICS,   MINES  AND 
IMMIGRATION. 

The  department  of  the  public  service  embracing  Agriculture, 
Statistics,  Mines  and  Immigration  has  in  its  keej3ing  many  of  the 
most  valuable  material  interests  of  the  State.  In  no  more  impor- 
tant channel  can  an  enlightened  State  policy  direct  its  attention 
than  in  giving  the  resources  of  the  Commonwealth  the  benefit  of 
the  wisest  and  most  friendly  legislation.  Domestic  and  foreign  cap- 
ital and  skilled  labor  are  constantly  in  search  of  remunerative  in- 
vestment, and  no  State  in  the  Union  can  offer  inducements  supe- 
rior to  those  found  in  Tennessee.  It  is,  therefore,  the  clearly  de- 
fined duty  of  the  State  so  to  shape  legislation  that  the  vast  unde- 
veloped resources  and  productive  capabilities  in  which  Tennessee 
abounds  be  not  hid  under  a  bushel,  but  be  uncovered,  that  the  pub- 
lic eye  may  form  a  just  and  intelligent  appreciation  of  the  great 
inducements  offered  to  capital  and  labor. 

As  far  as  the  public  funds  appropriated  to  meet  expenditures  in 
this  department  would  warrant.  Commissioner  A.  J.  McWhirter  has 
most  efficiently  and  faithfully  discharged  his  duties,  and  the  results 
of  his  work  attest  the  wisdom  of  the  appropriation,  and  justify  an 
allowance  to  meet  the  diversified  demands  which  this  important 
service,  in  its  developed  usefulness,  must  be  expected  to  make  upon 
the  State  Treasury.  Within  the  restricted  limits  of  a  messa<^e  it 
is  impossible  to  give  a  detailed  statement,  but  only  an  epitonie  of 
the  work  in  this  department,  and  refer  for  fall  information  to  the 
Biennial  Report  of  the  Commissioner.  Up  to  and  including  Decem- 
ber 2d,  1884,  $15,323.88  was  the  sum  expended,  embracing  Geoloo-ical 
Department,  Louisville  and  Boston  Expositions,  Agriculture  Immi- 
scration,  and  the  expenses  necessary  to  Statistics,  Weather  Service 
Seed,  Printing,  Stationery,  Postage,  Mailing,  Clerk  hire,  and  the 
other  items  incident  to  the  same.  Seeds  of  value  and  in  consider- 
able quantities,  contributed  by  the  United  States  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture,  and  by  some  public-spirited  citizens  of  Tennessee  as 
well  as  those   purchased  by  the  State  Commissioner,  have  been'gra- 
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tuitously  distributed  to  the  crop  reporters  of  the  Bureau  and  to 
other  persons  of  the  State  engaged  in  agriculture.  The  statistics  of 
growmg  crops,  of  manufactures,  and  of  the  commerce  of  the  State, 
are  complete,  so  far  as  the  present  facilities  of  the  Bureau  will 
allow,  and  legislation  is  needed  to  place  some  means  in  the  hands 
of  the  Commissioner  to  enable  him  to  command  this  important  in- 
formation. 

Signal  Service  facilities  need  enlargement  in  the  State,  as  the 
present  system  is  wholly  Inadequate  to  accomplish  the  valuable  re- 
sults  contemj)lated. 

On  account  of  a  growing  spirit  of  manufacturing  interest  in  Ten- 
nessee, I  would  suggest  the  importance  of  enlarging  the  items  em- 
braced under  the  title  ''Crop  Statistics,''  so  as  to  include  the  collec- 
tion  of  statistics   of   manufacturing  interests  in  the  State. 

Tennessee  agriculture  was  never  more  promising  than  at  present. 
The  farmers  of  the  State  are  endeavoring  to  keep  abreast  with  the 
times.  They  are  adopting  new  methods  and  improved  machinery 
generally  throughout  the  State. 

The  duties  of  the  Bureau  in  correspondence,  crop  reports,  weather 
service,  etc.,  which  demand  daily  attention,  are  much  greater  than 
heretofore,  and  will  continue  to  increase  as  the  value  of  the  serv- 
ice  is  appreciated  by  the  people. 

The  -Commissioner  reports  that  as  an  outcome  of  the  Expositions 
held  at  Louisville  and  Boston  more  than  one  million  of  dollars,  be- 
sides one  thousand  families,  have  been  attracted  to  the  State.  The 
immigrants  have  been  chiefly  skilled  mechanics.  The  Exposition  at 
New  Orleans  is  an  opportune  occasion  to  publish  to  the  world  the 
unrivaled  mines,  resources  and  agricultural  productiveness  of  the 
State.  The  Commissioner,  with  commendable  energy  and  a  com- 
paratively small  amount  of  money,  has  arranged  in  part  the  Ten- 
nessee exhibit,  but  an  additional  appropriation  is  needed  to  complete 
the  work  and  make  it  creditable  to  the  State.  As  to  what  this 
amount  should  be,  I  can  only  cite  you  to  the  report  of  the  Com- 
missioner and  the  action  of  other  States.  Every  Tennessean  should, 
and  does,  feel  a  pride  in  the  presentation  our  State  shall  make  at 
the  Exposition,  where  a  just  and  generous  rivalr3^  obtains  among 
nations  and  States  in  the  display  of  Nature's  kindly  gifts,  as  well  as  in 
mechanical,   artistic  and  educational  advancement. 

GEOLOGY. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  report  of  Prof.  J.  M.  Safford, 
State  Geologist,  on  the  agricultural  and  economic  geology  of  Ten- 
nessee, and  other  matters  of  interest  therein  related.  The  public 
need  of  reliable  and  practical  information  relative  to  the  soils  of 
our  State,  and  the  formation  underlying  them,  their  adaptation  to 
crops,  and  the  increased  interest  in  our  vast  but  incompletely^  de- 
veloped resources,  would  suggest  the  wisdom  of  thoroughly  organ- 
izing this  department,  and  equipping  it  for  more  extended  useful- 
ness. I  quote  from  Prof.  Saffbrd's  report,  when  I  say:  ''There 
is  much  work  yet  to  be  done  in  the  elucidation  of  the  agricultural 
and  economic  geology  of  the  State,  which  a  moderate  appropriation 
of  means  would  enable  the  geologist  to  carry  on  and  perfect. 
-:i;-  ij:-  ■^■-  i^  The  morc  we  know  of  our  lands  and  minerals,  the  bet- 
ter can  we  use  them  and  the  better  advertise  them."  The  officer 
in  charge  should  be  Geologist  and  Mining  Engineer  combined, 
whose  duty,  in  addition  to  the  unremunerated  kind  of  labor  which 
Prof.  Saflford  has  been  giving  to  the  State,  shall  be,  every  six  months, 
and  oftener  if  deemed  necessary  by  the  Governor,  to  visit  and  inspect 
the  mines  throughout   the  State,   where    free  labor  or    convict   labor 
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of  the  State  is  employed,  aod  report  their  condition,  as  Jgards 
ventilation  and  proper  regard  for  the  health  and  ^1^^^  of  the 
laborers,  to  the  Executive  of  the  State.  Adequate  appropriation 
should  be  made  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  worlv.  ± 
deem  "it  appropriate  to  say  here  that  Prof.  Safford  received  only  a  hun- 
dred dollars  during  the  biennial  term,  which  was  absorbed  ^  neces- 
sary expenses  while  engaged  in  the  work,  as  will  be  seen  by  his 
report.  Nothing  that  has  been  done  contributed  more  effectively 
to  brini<ing  into  notice  the  resources  of  our  State  than  i  rot,  toai- 
ford's  work  on  the  Geology  of  Tennessee,  a  work  for  which  there 
is  demand  at  home  and  abroad,  that  cannot  be  supplied,  as  the 
work  is  out  of  print.  A  moderate  sum  will  be  needed,  and  it 
appropriated,  as  it  should  be,  will  no  doubt  result  in  much  good  to 
the  agricultural  and  mining  interests  of   the  State. 

LAND    TITLES. 

It  is  believed,  and  not  without  good  reason,  that  there  are  but  few, 
if  any,  large  bodies  of  lands  in  Tennessee,  which,  in  the  legal  sense 
of  tlif^  term,  are  '^vacant  lands,''  yet  grants  are  constantly  applied 
for  and  obtained,  especially  where  mineral  ore  abounds,  covering 
large  tracts  of  territory,  even  in  some  of  our  older  and  more  pop- 
ulous counties,  where  it  is  believed  there  is  not  an  acre  of  un- 
granted  land. 

It  has  been  my  duty  to  sign  grants  for  land  for  which,  no  doubt, 
several  other  grants  had  been  issued.  The  surveyor's  and  en  cry- 
taker's  certificates  being  in  due  form,  the  Governor  is  powerless  to 
remedy  the  evil  complained  of.  It  has  been  brought  to  my 
knowledge  that  many  grants  have  been  obtained  for  the  same  land. 
In  one  instance  it  was  shown  in  a  suit  that  thirteen  grants  were 
issued  covering  the  same  tract  of  land.  To  find  the  same  land 
covered  with  half  a  dozen  or  more  grants  is  not  infrequent.  I  have, 
as  Governor,  received  letters  from  the  victims  of  these  frauds,  com- 
plaining that  the  grants  had  been  issued  in  due  form  by  the  State, 
and  were  genuine ;  and  by  virtue  thereof,  they  had  been  induced 
to  purchase,  yet  got  no  title.  Such  instances  are  not  isolated,  but 
numerous.  this  "breeds  irritating  and  expensive  litigation  at  home, 
while  it  creates  distrust  abroad,  and  operates  as  an  impediment  to 
immigration,   investment  and   development. 

I  call  this  to  your  attention,  and  invoke  legislation  that  will  pre- 
vent such   frauds  being  practiced   under  the   name  of   the  State. 

JUDICIARY. 

In  my  first  message  to  the  Forty-third  General  Assembly,  I  called 
their  attention  to  the  overcrowded  conditiun  of  the  Supreme  Court 
docket  and  to  the  17th  section  of  the  bill  of  rights,  which  declares 
*^  that  all  courts  shall  be  open,  and  every  man  for  an  injury  done 
him  in  his  lands,  goods,  person,  or  reputation,  shall  have  remedy 
by  due  course  of  law,  and  right  and  justice  administered  without 
sale,   denial  or  delay." 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  that  message,  the 
act  approved  March  30,  1SS3,  Chapter  257,  was  passed,  authorizing 
the  appointment,  in  each  grand  division  of  the  State,  of  three  per- 
sons, one  from  each  grand  division,  learned  in  the  law,  who  should 
compose  a  commission  of  referees,  to  whom  the  Supreme  Court 
might,  by  rule  made  in  vacation  or  term  time,  refer  such  civil 
causes  (except  revenue  causes)  as  were  then  pending  in  said  Court 
at  any  time  prior  /to  the  1st  day  of  January,  1885,  at  Jackson, 
Knoxville  and  Nashville  for  investigation,  and  report  upon  the  law 
and  facts,  such  reports  to   be    in  writing    and    be    signed   by   at    least 
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two  of   said  referees.      The   further    provisions  of   the    act  are  famil- 
iar to   many  of   your  honorable   body. 

By  the  6th  section  of  the  act,  the  term  of  office  of  the  referees 
shall  not  continue  longer  than  two  years  from  the  date  of  their  ap- 
pointment, and  shall  terminate  sooner  if  the  business  referred  to 
them  shall  be  sooner  finished. 

Eeferees  were  accordingly  appointed  on  or  about  the  15th  of  May, 
1883,  and  they  at  once  entered  upon  their  duties,  and  have  in  each 
grand  division  been  equally  active,  vigilant  and  faithful  in  their 
discharge. 

My  information  is  that  at  Knoxville  and  Jackson,  the  referees 
have  by  their  efficient  labors  so  nearly  finished  the  business  referred 
to  them  that  they  can  quite  complete  it  by  the  expiration  of  the 
two  years  from  'the  date  of  their  appointment,  but  at  Nashville, 
owing  to  greater  amount  of  business,  the  referees  have  not  been  able 
to  finish  it.  Up  to  December  1,  1884,  the  referees  at  Nashville 
tried  and  reported  on  915  causes,  bringing  the  docket  down  to  Jan- 
uary 1,  1882,  To  486  of  these  causes  so  reported  on,  no  such  excep- 
tions were  filed,  and  the  reports  were  confirmed  by  the  Supreme 
Court  from  the  bench  without  argument.  There  remained  on  the 
Supreme  Court  docket  at  Nashville,  December  1,  1884,  876  causes 
filed  since  January  1,  1882,  not  reported  on  by  the  referees,  and 
there  have  been  filed  since  January  1,  1884,  a  little  over  300  causes, 
thus  still  leaving  on  the  docket  alDout  1,176  causes  not  reported  on 
by  the  referees  on  December  1,  1884,  notwithstanding  their  incessant 
labors.  When  you  consider  these  facts,  you  will  see  at  once  the 
vast  amount  of  business  that  the  referees  have  dispatched,  and  how 
they  have  relieved  the  Supreme  Court  docket.  But  you  will  see  at 
the  same  time  that  some  provision  should  be  made  for  the  aid  of 
the  Supreme  Court  in  disposing  of  the  business  yet  crowding  it  at 
Nashville.  I  therefore  recommend  that  you  provide,  by  proper  leg- 
islation, for  the  continuance  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  referees 
holding  their  sessions  at  Nashville,  for  such  length  of  time  as  is 
necessary  to  accomplish  the  unfinished  work,  or  by  such  other  legis- 
lation as  in  your  wisdom  may  seem  most  judicious,  to  provide  for  the 
relief  of  the  Nashville  docket,  otherwise  it  will  take  years  before 
suitors  can  have  their  rights  determined,  notwithstanding  the  arduous 
labors  of  the  Supreme  Court.  I  repeat  the  language  of  my  first 
message  to  the  Forty-third  General  Assembly  in  regard  to  the 
Supreme  Court  :  ''It  is  not  the  fault  of  the  court  that  the  docket  is 
crowded.  It  is  conceded  that  the  court  does  all  in  their  power  to 
dispatch  the  business.'' 

There  is  complaint  from  various  quarters,  of  the  great  cost  in- 
curred in  the  prosecution  of  criminals.  I  would  recommend  that 
you  provide  by  appropriate  legislation,  that  the  Clerks  of  the  vai'i- 
ous  courts  in  the  State  that  try  criminals  shall  keep  a  true  and 
correct  record  of  the  disposition  of  every  indictment  in  their  courts, 
whether  dismissed  or  tried,  and  whether  convicted  or  acquitted, 
and  the  verdict  and  judgment,  and  that  the  several  Clerks  make 
correct  and  faithful  report  thereof  to  the  Attorney-General 
of  the  State  on  or  before  the  19th  day  of  December,  im- 
mediately preceding  each  regular  session  of  the  Legislature, 
and  that  the  Attorney-General  report  the  same  to  the 
Governor,  who  shall  transniit  it  to  the  Legislature.  This  will 
brine:  before  the  public  the  exact  facts  as  to  the  working  of  each 
court  and  the  economy  or  extravagance  of  each  court  can  be  .seen 
and  known  to  the  law-making  power  and  tax-paying  public.  Ihis 
is  now  in  force  in  several  States,  and  has  efiected  material  change 
in  lessening  the  cost  in  criminal  cases.  I  further  suggest  that  the 
cost    of    our    courts     might     likewise    be     considerably     lessened     by 
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changing  the  districts  and  lessening  the  number  of  Chancellors, 
Circuit  and  Criminal  Judges  in  the  State.  The  legal  business  in 
some  of  them  is  of  such  a  nature  as  to  enable  many  of  the 
courts  to  get  through  their  Term  business  in  half  the  time  it  re- 
quired ten  years  ago.  This  change,  however,  should  you  conclude 
to  make  it,  ought  not  to  go  into  effect  just  now,  but  should  take 
effect  time  enough  before  the  judicial  election  in  1886  to  have  the 
present  districts   changed   into   the  new  ones. 

REWARDS   FOR    CRTMIMALS. 

The  amount  appropriated  by  the  last  General  Assembly  for  this 
purpose  was  only  $2,000  for  the  two  years,  there  being  only  $1,599.87 
left  over  from  the  previous  administration  of  the  fund  so  appropriated, 
making  a  total  of  $3,597.87  for  the  two  years.  This  is  srreatly  inadequate 
to  meet  the  obligations  of  the  State  for  rewards  offered  'for  fugitives 
from  justice,  and  the  expenses  of  agents  of  the  State  to  bring  them 
back  under  requisitions,  where  no  rewards  were  offered.  The  rewards 
offered  by  my  predecessor  amounted  to  $49,950  (including  $10,000  by 
special  legislative  act  offered  for  arrest  of  Ex-Treasurer  Polk) ;  rewards 
offered  by  myself  amount  to  $6,650.  Tbe  Comptroller's  report  shows 
in  detail  all  rewards  paid.  When  captures  occurred,  in  remunerating 
the  service,  I  have  had  to  divide  out  the  funds  appropriated  to  the  best 
advantage  among  the  applicants  who  were  entitled  to  the  same,  leaving 
considerable  amounts  unpaid  for  want  of  appropriation.  Notably 
Bmong  these  is  the  case  of  the  arrest  of  Andy  Taylor  for  the  murder 
of  Sheriff  Case,  of  Hamilton  county,  the  unpaid  balance  on  which, 
now  due  the  parties,  is  about  $1,000.  An  accurate  statement  of  these 
obligations   will   be   subsequently  submitted   to    your   bod^^ 

BACK  TAXES. 

The  law  in  relation  to  the  collection  of  ''  back  taxes  '^  has,  in 
many  instances,  operated  oppressively  on  some  of  our  citizens.  The 
length  of  time,  the  change  in  ownership  of  property,  the  loss  of 
receipts  and  failure  to  enter  payments  on  the  books  by  collectors, 
have  caused  taxes  on  some  property  to  be  paid  more  than  once  for 
the  same  time.  It  is  suggested  that  there  ought  to  be  some  legisla- 
tive relief  in  this  regard,  and  I  trust,  without  assuming  to  indicate 
how,  that  you   will   be  able  to  give    the  relief  that  is  needed. 

REGISTRATION     OF    VOTERS. 

The  sentiment  which  has  been  growing  in  our  State  from  the 
experience  in  each  recurring  election,  and  which  now  seems  to  al- 
most universally  pervade  all  political  parties,  is  that  there  should 
be  some  more  effective  laws  to  prevent  illegal  voting,  especially  in 
our  large  cities.  The  elective  franchise  is  not  only  a  political 
right,  but  one,  the  existence  of  which  should  be  subject  to  such 
legal  guards  as  to  insure  full  effect  in  preventing  the  legal  ballots 
from  being  neutralized  by  illegal  ones.  The  virtue,  sanctity  and 
strength  of  the  ballot-privilege  is  weakened  whenever  illegality  is 
practiced  in  its  exercise.  That  such  is  no  infrequent  occurrence  is 
evidenced  by  the  returns  of  many  of  our  elections.  Good  govern- 
ment can  alone  be  secured  through  virtuous  and  wholesoaie  laws, 
and  under  our  institutions,  where  the  ballot  is  the  basis  of  govern- 
ment, it  should  have  sulffcient  legal  protection  to  insure  its  exercise 
fairly  and  justly.  It  is  almost  impossible,  under  existing  laws,  as 
they  are  now  enforced,  to  avoid  the  abuse  of  this  right.  Most 
States,   to  insure  a  free,  jitst   and  fair  ballot  at    elections,    require  all 
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voters  to  be  registered  within  a  certain  time  as  a  condition  prece- 
dent to  exercising  the  ballot  privilege.  This  obtains  in  most  States, 
and  as  I  understand  its  history,  in  every  State  where  it  has  been 
tested  It  meets  with  popular  favor  because  of  its  efficiency.  I  sug- 
gest, therefore,  that  you  enact  such  laws  as  will,  Avithout  abridging 
It,  throw  more  efficient  guards  around  the  exercise  of  this  riffht  in  our 
cities. 

ELECTION   RETURNS. 

In  connection  with  what  I  have  safd,  touching  the  elective  fran- 
chise, it  is  proper  that  I  should  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
there  is  a  want  of  promptness  and  uniformity  in  the  mode  of 
making  returns  of  State  elections.  Scarcely  any  two  counties  in  the 
State  observe  the  same  form  in  making  out  election  returns,  or  same 
mode  of  lorwarding  them.  Every  county  officer  has  his  own  mode 
of  making  out  the  election  returns.  Some  have  the  votes  cast  for 
every  candidate  on  one  sheet  of  paper,  and  others  a  separate  sheet 
to  every  candidate;  and  also,  it  is  frequently  the  case,  that  the 
returns  of  the  votes  for  one  political  party  are  on  one  sheet  and 
those   of   the   opposing  party   on   another. 

Great  delays  in  forwarding  election  returns  open  channels  to 
fraud,  and  should  be  strictly  forbidden.  Notably,  in  our  late  Na- 
tional and  State  elections,  some  county  officers  sent  forward  the 
returns  with  the  promptness  required  by  law,  while  others  were  so 
derelict  as  not  to  forward  them  for  more  than  three  weeks  subse- 
quent to  the  election,  notwithstanding  there  are  daily  mails  from 
the  county  site  to  the  Capitol  by  rail.  While  there  are  severe 
penalties— as  may  be  seen  by  reference  to  Section  1147  of  (new)  Code — 
Milliken  &  Ver trees— yet,  although  many  returning  officers  have  been 
and  are  amenable  to  it,  in  no  instance  that  I  am  aware  of,  have  they  been 
enforced.  It  seems  the  Act  fails  to  make  it  the  special  duty  of  any  one 
to  prosecute,  nor  does  it  lodge  the  duty  in  the  Attorney-General 
of  the  State  or  district  to  enforce  it.  Neither  is  it  made  the  duty 
of  the  Grand  Jury  to  inquire  into  it.  Hence,  the  law  lias  so  far 
been  a  dead  letter,  and  returning  officers  violate  it  with  im- 
punity. 

I  suggest  that  additional  legislation  is  needed  to  make  more 
effective  the  existing  laws,  ami  to  remove  the  opportunity  for  tam- 
pering with  election  returns.  If  made  the  special  duty  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  to  inform  the  Attorney -General  of  the  district  of  any 
illegal  delay  in  making  returns,  and  tiien  the  duty  of  the  Attorney- 
General  to  prosecute,  ex-officio,  the  delinquent  officer,  it  might  cor- 
rect the  evil. 

As  to  uniformity  in  election  returns,  I  suggest  that  in  all  Na- 
tional and  State  elections  the  Secretary  of  vState  should  be  required 
to  furnish  forms  alike  to  the  returning  officer  of  each  county  from 
w^hich  returns  could  be  made  intelligibly  and  vv^ith  uniformity.  I  also 
suggest  that  the  several  sections  of  the  (new)  M.  &  V.  Code,  Chapter 
2  (of  Elections),  Article  IX.,  be  so  remedied  by  additional  enactment, 
as  to  reconcile  and  make  them  consistent,  so  that  returning  officers  can 
clearly  understand  their  duties  in  forwarding  election  returns.  It 
will  be  seen  by  the  Code,  as  it  now  is,  that  one  section  requires 
that  certain  returns  be  forwarded  t'->  the  Seci-etary  of  State,  others 
to  the  Governor,  and  others,  to  both.  I  suggest  that  the  sections 
relating  to  this  be  recast  by  enactment  that  w^ill  clearly  define  the 
duty   of    officers   in  this  regard. 

Pertinent  to  the  above,  permit  me  to  say  that  the  Act  of  1883, 
creating  the  Railroad  Commission,  does  not  show  to  whom  the  re- 
turns of  their  election  shall  be  nmde,  nor  wi^ether  the  same  shall 
be  canvassed  by  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  or  both,  and 
does  not  show  by  whom  the  certificates  of  election  shall  be  issued. 
They  are  State   officers. 
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PUBLIC  SCHOOLS, 

The  annual  report  of  the  active,  able  and  energetic  State  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction,  including  complete  statistical  state- 
ments of  the  condition  and  progress  of  our  public  schools,  end- 
ing June  30,  1884,  will  be  laid  before  the  General  Assembly  in 
due  time.  This,  together  with  the  annual  report  for  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1883,  which  will  also  be  transmitted  to  you,  shows 
such  gratifjang  progress  and  improvement  as  to  enable  me  to  con- 
gratulate you  upon  the  advancement  of  the  system,  showing  that 
the  amount  annually  raised  for  the  support  of  free  public  schools 
is  by  no  means  a  useless  burden  on  the  taxpayers  of  our  State. 
It  is  a  fact  well  known  to  all  intelligent  citizens  that  every  modern 
civilized  government,  without  an  exception,  has  made  the  education 
of  the  people  a  paramount  object  of  its  existence  and  endeavor. 
That  it  is  better  than  standing  armies  or  penal  codes,  can  be 
attested  by  the  vast  progress  made  in  civilization  and  the  arts  of 
peace  in  the  last  century.  The  people,  even  in  monarchical  govern- 
ments, have  been  thus  strengthened  in  their  liberties  and  prosperity. 
But  whatever  may  be  thought  of  the  effect  on  the  insitutions  of 
these  governments,  there  is  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  all  intelli- 
gent statesmen,  that  where  the  right  of  suffrage  is  unrestricted,  as 
it  is  in  all  truly  democratic  States,  free  popular  education  should 
be  equally  universal,  as  it  is  indeed  vital  to  their  existence.  The 
legislators  of  Tennessee  have  wisely  provided  such  a  systeni  for 
our  people.  The  report  of  the  State  Superintendent  exhibits  a 
steady  increase  and  improvement,  both  as  to  the  number  availing 
themselves  of  the  advantages  of  free  schools,  and  as  to  the  efficiency 
of  these  schools.  This  report  says  that  the  figures  ex- 
hibit a  progress  of  the  schools,  keeping  equal  pace  with  the  in- 
crease in  the  scholastic  population.  This  report  also  exhibits  a 
gratifying  increase  in  the  revenues  for  public  schools,  resulting 
either  from  a  closer  collection,  a  strict  accountability  of  revenue 
officers,  or  a  more  liberal  assessment  upon  property,  or  of  all  these 
combined.  It  is  also  shown  that  while  the  enrollment  of  pupils 
has  been  largely  increased,  and  what  is  still  more  gratifying,  the 
average  attendance  is  at  a  still  greater  ratio,  the  cost  of  the  system  is 
greatly  diminished,  so  that  aii  extravagantly  large  balance  of  the 
school  revenue  is  left  on  hand  to  be  applied  to  the  future  efficiency 
of  the  system.  This  balance  is  in  the  hands  of  the  various  County 
Trustees,  and  in  my  judgment  such  legislation  should  be  had  as 
will  compel  its  more  rapid  disbursement  for  the  use  and  efficiency 
of  our  schools.  I  would  also  direct  your  attention  to  the  utilization 
of  the  Institute  system  by  the  State  and  County  Superintendents 
for  the  better  trailiing  of  teachers,  for  the  promotion  of  their  effi- 
ciency in  teaching.  The  State  Superintendent  shows  in  his  report 
a  marked  increase  in  attendance  upon  these  Institutes.  The  value 
and  success  of  the  public  schools  depends  mainly  on  the  compe- 
tency of  the  teachers  to  promote  the  physical,  intellectual  and 
moral  growth  of  the  youth  of  our  land,  and  that  system  is  fatally 
defective  which  fails  to  provide  for  Normal  work,  both  in  the  en- 
couragement of  Institutes  and  Normal  schools.  I  recommend  that 
Institute  work,  both  through  the  agency  of  State  and  County  Su- 
perintendents, be  generously  and  wisely  cherished,  and  that  the 
State  Normal  College  receive  your  fostering  care  and  protection.  In 
the  case  of  the  latter  institution,  I  am  led  to  believe  that  as  large 
a  number  are  not  availing  themselves  of  its  manifest  advantages 
as  its  superior  facilities  for    training  teachers  would  warrant. 

The  total  amount  of  school  funds  received  in  the  last  scholastic  year 
was  $1,239,952.64,  showing  an  increase  over  last  year  of  $35,214.24. 
This  fund  is, 
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From  the  State $144,473.07 

From  Counties 713,953.66 

From  other  sources 107,637.06 

Balance  on  hand  July  1,  1SS3 273,888.85 

This  statemeDt  is  exclusive  of  the  amoants  received  from  a  fe\Ar 
counties  from  which  the  reports  are  yet  incomplete.  The  total  amount 
of  expenditures  for  school  purposes  for  the  same  year  was  1919,242.26. 
This  leaves  a  balance  on  hand  June  SO,  1884,  of  $320,710.38.  This 
surplus  should  be  currently  used  in  prolonging  the  sessions  of  schools, 
and,   to  this  end,   I  suggest  amendment  to   existing  laws. 

Reports  show  that  our  scholastic  population  for  the  3^ear  endings 
June  30,   1884,    was— 

White 420,997 

Colored ^ 150,832 

Total 571,829 

And  this  is  exclusive  of  three  counties  in  w^hich  the  scholastic  pop. 
ulation  for  the  year  preceding  was— white,  12,630;  aud  colored,  932^, 
This  shows  our  entire  school  population  at  this  time  to  be  585,391- 
an   increase   over   last  year   of  23,895. 

The  diminution  in  the  number  of  public  schools  in  our  State,  taken 
in  Connection  with  the  increased  enrollp^ent  and  attendance,  I 
regard  as  a  favorable  indication,  because  there  is  too  great  a  ten- 
dency on  the  part  of  school  directors  to  multiply  small  schools  with 
a  limited  attendance  for  tbe  convenience  of  particular  neighborhoods. 
The  statistics  show   this  unwise   policy  is  being  gradually   abandoned.. 

I  renew  my  recommendation,  made  to  the  Forty-third  Cleneral 
Assembly,   to   create  the   office    of  Assistant  Superintendent  of   Public 

Instruction,   at  a  salary   of  $ ,  to  take  charge  of  the  public   schools 

for  colored  children,  who  shall,  in  the  performance  of  his  duties, 
confine  his  labors  to  the  colored  scholastic  population,  and  be  subject 
to  the  supervision  of  the  State  Superintendent,  to  his  decisions 
relating  to  the  school  law,  and  to  all  orders  emanating  from  his 
office.  He  should  report  to  the  State  Superintendent  from  time  to 
time  as  he  may  be  required ;  should  visit  and  inspect  the  colored  schools 
of  the  State,  and  make  such  suggestions  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 
He  should  be  appointed  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  may  in- 
dicate, and  hold  his  office  as  the  Superintendent  does,  and  be  sub- 
ject to  the  same  obligations.  Time  and  reflection  have  strengthened 
me  in  the  conviction  that  additional  force  is  required  to  aid  the 
State  Superintendent  in  the  discharge  of  his  arduous  and  important 
duties  in  order  that  the  cause  of  popular  education  may  be  more 
efficiently  served,  and  good  policy  requires  that  the  colored  people 
should  have  a  Superintendent  of  their  own,  subject,  however,  as  in- 
dicated,  to  the  supervision  of  the  State  Superintendent. 

UNIVERSITY    OF    TENNESSEE. 

There  have  been  of  late  years  some  embarrassments  connected 
with  this  institution  in  its  management,  of  which  it  now  seems 
happily  relieved,  and  I  am  gratified  to  state  it  is  now  progressing 
under  very  favorable  auspices.  Herewith  I  transmit  elaborate  re- 
ports of  various  departments  of  the  University,  which  have  been 
furnished  from  the  proper  sources.  Not  to  make  invidious  distinc- 
tions I  beg  leave  especially  to  call  your  attention  to  the  reports 
from'  the  Agricultural  Department  and  its  Experiment  Station— a 
somewhat  novel  feature  in  educational  affairs,  and  of  special  interest 
to  the  farming  community. 
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The  University  of  Tennessee  has  long  been  fostered  by  the  State;, 
is  an  institution  in  which  she  should  take  decided  interest,  and  it  is 
hoped  its  future  usefulness  will  be  unimpaired  and  its  progress  un- 
impeded. 

I  regret  to  ascertain,  through  the  reports,  that  many  of  the  schol- 
arships in  the  University  to  which  certain  districts  are  entitled,  are 
vacant,  which  should  uot  be  the  case,  there  being  allowed  two  ap- 
pointments upon  the  recommendation  of  each  Senator  and  three 
upon  that  of  each  Representative.  This  institution  being  a  State 
institution,  aided  and  sustained  by  the  State,  and  giving  advantages 
to  students  in  the  way  of  expense — those  appointed  having  no  tuition 
to  pay — with  its  facilities  for  the  successful  training  of  youth  in  all 
the  various  branches  being  equal  to  the  best  institutions  of  the 
kind  in  the  country,  should  be  most  liberally  patronized  from  all 
parts  of  the  State.  Its  excellent  corps  of  Professors,  its  buildings, 
its  library  and  apparatus,  together  with  its  healthful  locality,  make 
it  an  object  of   much   attraction  to  the  seekers   of   learning. " 

SCHOOL    FOR    THE    DEAF    AND    DUMB. 

The  nineteenth  Biennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
Officers  of  the  Tennessee  Deaf  and  Dumb  School  at  Knoxville,  here- 
with submitted,  shows  that  institution  to  be  under  excellent  man- 
agement and  in  a  flourishing  condition.  The  number  of  pupils  ad- 
mitted to  the  white  department  of  the  institution  during  the  two 
years  is  151 ;  average  attendance,  100.  Number  of  pupils  admitted 
to  the  colored  department  during  two  years,  25 ;  average  attend- 
ance,  17. 

The  physician  reports  the  hygiene  almost  perfect.  No  instance 
of  death  has  occurred  in  the  Vhite  department,  and  only  one  in 
the   colored  department  in   two  years. 

Most  gratif^^ing  progress  has  been  made  in  the  educational  de- 
partments. The  sign  language  has  accomplished  wonders,  and  one 
class  in  oral  methods  has  been  continued  for  two  years  with  much 
success  and  promise. 

The  expense  of  the  institution,  it  is  claimed,  is  a  much  less  sum 
than  has  ever  before  been  reached  in  the  support  of  an  equal  num- 
ber of  pupils.  Comparing  the  expenditure  per  capita  of  twenty- 
eight  similar  institutions,  it  is  found  that  they  average  $280  per 
capita,  whereas  the  expenditure  per  capita  for  our  institution  is  $207^ 
or  twenty-six  per  cent.  less. 

The  Trustees  set  forth  in  detail  the  wants  and  needs  of  the  school, 
and  ask  of  the  Legislature  a  sufficient  appropriation  to  supjport  the 
increased  number  of  pupils;  to  make  necessary  repairs  and  improve- 
ments, and  to  purchase  land  and  buildings  for  the  colored  depart- 
ment. These  needs  are  fully  exphiined  in  the  accompanying  reports. 
I  leave  to  your  better  wisdom  what  course  to  take  in  regard  to  in- 
creased expenditure  called  for. 

The  State  should  deem  it  a  pleasure  no  less  than  a  duty  to 
properly  and  comfortably  support  this  class  of  her  unfortunate  yet 
deserving  children.  In  remote  portions  of  the  State  there  are  many 
of  these  helpless  little  ones,  living  in  indigence  and  ignorance,  im- 
properly cared  for  and  almost  without  friends.  Ignorant  of  the  fact 
that  the  State  has  provided  for  them  a  home  and  sustenance  free 
of  cost,  the  Executive  is  frequently  importuned  through  correspond- 
ence to  do  something  to  ameliorate  their  unhappy  condition.  To  ex- 
tend the  hand  of  aid  to  them  is  not  only  humane,  but  the  privi- 
lege of  a  bright  and  noble   civilization. 

BLIND  ASYLUM. 

This  institution  is  efficiently  doing  its  duty  in  educating  the 
sightless  for  reasonable  activity  and  participation  in  the  work  of 
life. 
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Its  administration  has  been  characterized  by  conspicuous  intelli- 
gence and  economy.  It  has  sixty-one  white  and  eight  colored 
inmates.  Besides  literary  education,  many  are  securing  industrial 
educations.  Ordinary  expenses  for  the  last  two  years  have  averaged 
$12,656.15,  and  the  sum  of  $7,515.08  has  been  expended  for  extraor- 
dinary improvements  and  special  purposes  set  forth  in  the  last  act 
of  appropriation.      Balance  on  hand,  |5,550. 

Of  the  2,026  blind  in  the  State,  by  last  census,  there  are  about 
212  persons  within  the  limits  of  age  of  admission,  of  whom  only 
sixty-nine  are  in  the  asylum. 

For  more  detailed  information  I  refer  to  the  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent, Prof.  L.  A.  Bigelow,  which  shows  with  great  particulaiity 
the   successful  working  of  this  institution. 

In  view  of  the  importance  and  interesting  character  of  this 
work,  I  would  suggest  that  an  adequate  appropriation  be  made  to 
enable  this  institution   to  compass  larger  results. 

HOSPITAL  FOR  INSANE. 

Enlightened  philanthropy  is  everywhere  profoundly  interested  to 
give  the  suffering  insane  the  most  helpful  and  tender  ministrations. 
Tennessee  in  a  spirit  of  commendable  liberality  is  using  the  public 
treasure  to  place  her  insane  hospital  system  upon  a  basis  of  the 
best  possible  efficiency. 

Large  results  in  good  have  already  been  accomplished,  and  it  is 
a  matter  of  deep  interest  that  in  the  future  the  system  may  be  so 
extended  and  perfected  as  to  reach  in  its  benefits'  all  the  unfortu- 
nate insane   of  our  population. 

The  Tennessee  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  under  the  Superintendency 
of  Dr.  John  H.  Callender,  had  412  patients  on  December  19,  1884, 
four  more  than  at  same  date  two  years  ago,  and  twenty-seven  in 
excess  of  the  number  for  any  previous  biennial  term,  and  with  an 
average  attendance  of  400,  being  an  increase  over  the  past.  The 
number  of  State  charity  patients,  as  fixed  by  the  laws  of  admission, 
is  in  excess,  chiefly  due  to  the  mandatory  commitment  of  insane 
persons  under  criminal  indictment  by  some  of  the  courts  of  the 
fetate.  This  and  other  departures  from  the  enactments  appertaining 
to  assylums  are  clearly  set  forth  in  the  able  and  elaborate  report  of 
the  Superintendent,  Dr.  John  H.  Callender,  and  special  attention  is 
hereby  called   to   the   same   for  legislative   consideration  and  action. 

Hospital  receipts  amounted  to  $147,932.55,  and  disbursements  for 
ordinary  support  of  patients  were  $138,945.69,  leaving  a  balance  on 
hand,  December  19,  1884,  of  $8,986.86,  The  cost  per  patient  per  an- 
num was  $173.68,  or  at  the  rate  of  forty-seven  cents  daily  per  capita. 
Your  committee  will  be  able,  when  visiting  the  asylum,  to  see  the 
practical  improvements   and   benefits  therefrom. 

EAST    TENNESSEE    INSANE    ASYLUM. 

The  State,  clierisliing  a  deep  interest  in  the_  care  and  comfort  of 
the  unfortunate  insane  within  her  limits,  and  especially  in  the  welfare  of 
those  far  distant  from  the  central  asylum,  and  living  in  East  Tennes- 
see, with  commendable  foresight  and  wisdom,  purchased,  some  time 
since,  that  delightful  and  valuable  site,  Lyon's  Yiew,  near  Knoxville, 
as  the  location   for   an   East   Tennessee   Insane^  Asylum. 

At  its  last  session,  the  Legislature  very  wisely  appropriated  the  sum 
of  $80,000.00  in  aid  of  the  erection  of  such  an  institution  at  that  point. 
Accordingly,  after  adjournment  of  the  Greneral  Assembly,  and  agreeably 
to  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  the  same,  the  Executive  appointed 
three  discreet  business  citizens  of  high  character  and  fine  practical 
intelligence,  R.  H.  Armstrong,  J.  C.  Flanders  and  Columbus  Powell,  all 
of  Knoxville,  to  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors,  who,  promptly  organized, 
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and  elected  W.  H.  Cusack,  of  Nashville,  architect,  and  Dr.  Michael 
Campbell,   of  Nashville,   superintending  physician   of  construction. 

That  the  Board  might  adopt  the  most  approved  plan  for  the 
construction  and  equipment  of  the  institution,  the  Grovernor 
suggested  the  propriety  of  ^  one  or  more  of  the  Directors,  with  the 
Architect  and  Superintending  Physician,  visiting  some  of  the  best'' 
established  insane  asylums  in  the  North  and  East,  that  they 
might  intelligently  select  from  among  them  the  best  possible 
model  by  ^  which  to  execute  their  trust  in  the  building  of  a 
similar  institution  near  Knoxville.  The  committee,  consisting  of  Messrs. 
Armstrong,  Flanders,  Powell,  and  the  Superintending  Physician  and  Arch- 
itect, visited  many  famed  asylums,  and  returning,  adopted  a  plan  embracing 
the   latest  modern  improvements,  both  sanitary  and  architectural. 

A  safe  and  judicious  contract  for  work  and  material  in  the  construc- 
tion of  suitable  buildings  was  made  with  Messrs.  Fulcher  &  Jones,  who, 
under  the  careful  supervision  of  both  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the 
Architect^  have  erected  at  Lyon's  View  commodious  and  tasteful  build- 
ings, of  the  most  substantial  material  and  in  the  most  workmanlike  man- 
ner. The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  work  done  and  that  projected 
but  not  completed :  The  asjduni  consists  of  nine  buildings,  the  main 
front  472  feet  long;  the  wards  consist  of  174  rooms,  that  will  accommoda.te 
from  250  to  300  patients.-  There  is  an  administration  building,  male  and 
female  wards,  chapel,  kitchen,  boiler-house,  engine-house  and  laundry, 
all  made  of  the  best  material.  Of  the  appropriation,  some  I69,(X)0.00 
have  been  expended. 

No  more  beautiful  and  more  desirable  spot  could  have  been  chosen 
for  an  Insane  As^dum  than  Lyon's  View.  Within  four  miles  of  the  city 
of  Knoxville,  high  in  elevation,  commanding  a  full  view  of  the  river 
and  the  adjacent  heights  with  their  attractive  scenery,  the  location 
possesses  in  itself  all  the  requirements  that  could  possibly  be  desired 
in  an  institution '  designed  for  the  comfort,  care  and  cure  of  the  un- 
fortunate ^insane.  When  completed,  the  East  Tennessee  Asjdum  will 
be  one  of  the  most  stately  and  best  equipped  in  the  country,  and  stand 
an  honorable  monument  to  the  munificent  charity  of  Tennessee.  The 
Board  of  Directors  will  shortly  make  special  report  to  the  Greneral 
Assembly  and  ask  additional  appropriation  t^  complete  the  work  in 
hand,  and  to  properly  fit  and  furnish  the  Asylum  for  the  early  re- 
ception  of   patients. 

^  It  is  recommended  that  the  amount  needed  be  accordingly  appro- 
priated. It  affords  me  pleasure  to  be  able  to  bear,  officiallj^  testimony 
t<)  the  intelligence  and  faithfulness  with  which  the  Directors,  the 
Architect  and  Superintending  Phj^sician  have  discharged  their  trust. 
The  land  attached  to  Lyon's  Yiew  has  been  rented  out  for  sev- 
eral years,  and  the  claims  for  unpaid  rent  are  in  the  hands  of  the 
Attorney-Cxeneral  and  the  Board,  for  settlement.  I  confidingly  com- 
mit this  important  charitable  work  to  the  wisdom  of  intelligent  legis- 
lators, and  invoke  in  its  behalf  an  appropriation  of  necessary  public 
funds. 

STATE    BOAKD    OF    HEALTH, 

At  no  time  since  the  establishnient  of  this  B)ard,  has  its  efficient 
worlving  baen  of  greatai'  inip^rtauoe  to  the  people  of  Tennessee 
than  now.  The  great  martaUty  and  material  damage  Inflicted  upon 
s^.?|-.  ^^,/^?  ^V-V^  ^^^"^  ^^^^^  populous  ci-ties  in  France  and  Italy 
within  the  last  few  m->nths,  have  caused  the  most  serious  alarm 
throLighoat  E'ji'ope  and  Am3rica.  Everywhere  active  sanltarv 
measures  are  taken  to  forestall  the  impending  evil. 
8SJ 
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Here  in  Tennessee,  so  far  as  State  action  is  concerned,  we  have 
an  instrumentality  wliich  has  satisfactorily  stood  the  test  of  experi- 
ment and  trial  in  the  past,  and  is  at  this  time  putting  forth 
every  effort  to  prevent  the  cholera  from  coming  to  Tennessee.  In 
1879,  the  entire  State  had  reason  to  dread  a  repetition  of  the  terrible 
scenes  of  1878.  The  State  Board,  however,  its  powers  and  means 
having  been  enlarged  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1879,  aflorded 
relief  to  the  distressed,  and  prevented  the  epidemic  from  spreading. 
In  the  past  two  or  three  years,  the  State  Board,  co-operating  with 
local  authorities  in  various  portions  of  Tennessee,  has  confined  the 
ravages  of  small-pox  to  a  very  limited  area.  Judging  from  the 
statistics  of  other  States,  the  saving  of  human  life  was  very  great, 
and  the  material  loss  prevented  must  be  estimated  at  many  thou- 
sands of   dollars. 

An  essential  aid  to  the  proper  working  of  a  Health  Dep^-rtment  is 
the  systematic  and  complete  collection  of^  the  immense  mass  of 
facts  known  as  '^  Vital  Statistics.''  The  General  Assembly  of  1881, 
enacted  a  law  under  which  much  valuable  information  was  gathered. 
This  law  perhaps  was  defective  in  some  points,  and  could  have 
been  judiciously  amended,  though  the  last  General  Assembly  struck 
it  from  the  statute  book.  I  commend  the  State  Board  of  Health 
to  your  favorable  consideration  in  such  legislation  as  they  may^ 
bring  before  your  honorable  body. 

COISTTAGIOUS    DISEASES    AMONG    STOCK. 

Contagious  diseases  among  stock  is  a  source  of  much  apprehen- 
sion to  tbe  stock-growers  of  the  State,  especialjy  so  as  some  very  de- 
structive diseases  of  that  class  have  been  known  to  prevail  in  some 
of  our  neighboring  States.  Several  of  the  States  have  enacted  Jaws 
to  prevent  stock  infected  with  contagious  diseases  from  entering  the 
State,  and  to  destroy  the  disease  if  it  exists  in  their  borders.  No 
such  law  is  as  yet  upon  the  statute  books  of  our  State,  and  I  recom- 
mend that  some  similar  statutory  provisions  be  promptly  enacted  for 
Tennessee.  I  especially  urge  prompt  action  in  this  matter  for  the 
reason  that  within  the  last  few  days  I  am  in  receipt  of  a  telegram 
from  Geo.  B.  Loring,  United  States  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  at 
Washington  City,  that  on  December  31st  last,  there  was  shipped 
from  Cvnthiana,  Ky.,  to  Jackson,  Tenn.,  a  herd  of  Jersey  cattle  in- 
fected with  pleuro-pneumonia— the  most  destructive  of  cattle  diseases. 
I  immediately  notified  our  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  and  some  of 
the  local  authorities  of  the  fact,  but  I  had  no  legal  power  to  fur- 
nish necessary  relief,  there  being  no  provision  made  to  meet  such 
emergencies,  the  only  law  touching  such  cases  being  found  in  Sec- 
tions 2162-3  of  the  Code  of  Tennessee,  which  only  punishes  the  party 
for  bringing  them   into  the   State. 

JACKSON    STATUE    AND    TOMB. 

By  an  act  of  the  Fortj^-second  General  Assembly,  April  6,  1881,  an 
appropriation  of  $2,000.00  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  having  a  base 
placed  under  the  equestrian  statue  of  General  Andrew  Jackson,  on 
the  Capitol  grounds.  The  committee  to  whom  it  was  entrusted,  com- 
posed of  T  W.  Dick  Bullock,  chairman ;  Hon.  Jno.  M.  Lea,  Hon.  D.  A. 
Nunn,  Hon.  Horace  H.  Harrison  and  Dr.  W.  P.  Jones,  have  made  a 
report  to  your  Honorable  Body,  through  the  Executive,  that  they  have 
accomplished  the  duty  assigned  them.  The  work  was  well  done,  out 
of  durable  material,  has  been  paid  for,  and  the  vouchers  for  the 
same   accompany  the   report.  .     ,       ,        ^  i     a  ^.i      i\/r      i. 

Under    the    joint    resolution    of   the    last  General   Assembly,   March 
8,   1883,    the     Governor     was    directed    to    have    certam    repairs    made 
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on  ^  and  about  the  tomb  at  the  Hermitage,  of  G-eneral  Jackson, 
limiting  the  amount  to  $350.00.  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  the 
Forty-fourth  Greneral  Assembly  that  the  work  contemplated  was  con- 
tracted for  with  the  firm  of  Oman  &  Stewart.  I  regret  the  amount 
suggested  in  the  resolution  was  not  a  little  larger,  as  it  was  insuffi- 
cient to  have  done  that  which  was  needed.  However,  I  confined  my- 
self to  the  $350.00  named  in  the  resolution,  made  the  contract  for 
the  work,  but  being  so  near  the  end  of  the  legislative  session,  the 
work  was  not  completed  before  the  adjournment;  hence,  the  report 
could  not  have  been  made  during  the  session,  as  required.  Although 
the  work  was  completed  soon  after  the  adjournment,  there  had  been  a 
failure,  a  mere  oversight,  to  name  said  amount  in  the  appropriation  bill;  the 
result  is  Oman  &  Stewart  are  without  their  pay,  and  I  have  to  suggest 
that  you  appropriate,  at  an  early  day,  the  required  amount  of  $350,00 
to   meet  this  obligation. 

SEAL  OF  THE  STATE. 

I  repeat  here  what  I  said  to  the  Forty-third  General  Assembly 
as  to   the  Seal   of  the   State: 

"It  is  a  part  of  current  history  that  within  the  last  few  months,  under 
the  supposed  authority  of  section  7th  of  chapter  4th,  the  act  known  as  the 
*'60-6  Act,"  passed  at  the  third  session  of  the  Forty-second  General  Assem- 
bly of  Tennessee,  1882,  that  the  Seal  of  the  State  was  carried  bevond  the 
limits  of  Tennessee  to  wit:  to  the  State  and  city  of  New  York,  where 
bonds   funded  under  said    act   were   impressed  with    it. 

''Believing  that  article  III.  and  section  15  of  the  Constitution  of  Tennes- 
see does  not  contemplate  such  power,  and  that  it  is  alike  of  doubtful  con- 
stitutional authority  as  of  public  policy,  and  a  dansrerous  precedent,  I  sug- 
gest a  positive  enactment  by  you,  forbidding  said  Se^al  to  be  taken,  in  time 
of  peace,  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State,  and  that  the  same  shall  be  at  all 
times   kept    and  used    alone   at   the  capitol  of  Tennessee." 

In  conformity  to  this  recommendation  an  Act  was  passed  by  the 
last  General  Assembly,  and  after  being  signed  by  both  Speakers, 
as  was  subsequently  ascertained,  amidst  the  confusion  consequent 
on  the  closing  scenes  of  the  session,  inadvertently  left  in  the 
drawer  of  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  with  two  other  bills  of  local 
character,  and  never  reached  the  Governor  for  bis  signature.  I 
think  it  should  be  the  law  of  Tennessee,  and  trust  you  will  so 
enact.  ^ 

MINERAL    HOME    RAILROAD    BONDS. 

I  beg  to  repeat  here  what  I  said  in  my  message  to  the  Forty-third 
Ixeneral  Assembly  in  regard  to  the  Mineral  Home   Railroad  Bonds: 

''Under  the  Acts  of  December  10,  1866,  and  December  14,  1867  $100- 
000.00  in  bonds  were  authorized,  upon  the  performance  of  certain' condi- 
tions,  to   be   issued   to    the   Mineral  Home   Railroad    Company. 

"In  disregard  to  the  creditors  and  in  violation  of  law,  Vhe  President  of 
the  Company  procured  one  hundred  bonds  of  the  denomination  of  $1 000 
each,   to   be  issued   to   him   on   the   2nd    day   of    October,  1869.  ' 

''  On   the   1st   of^  July,   1870,    an    Act    was    passed    which  directed  the   At- 

"Jf'm     ?^''^^'}   *^   nistitute  suits   to   protect   the   State   against  these   bonds 
Ihe   bonds   were    sold   by   the  Company   in   January,    1870,    and   the  pro- 
ceeds  deposited   m  the   Exchange   and  Deposit   Bank   at   Knoxville 

"  The  State  through  the  proceedings  instituted  by  the  Attorney-GeneraL 
attached  this  fund  (and  secured,  and  for  several  years  has  had  the  same  ) 
amounting   to  about   $35,000.  '^ 

''The  State  rightly  refuses  to  recognize  or  pay  any  of  the  bonds  For 
that  reason,   the  money   to   which  I  have   referred  ought  to  be   paid  back,    as 
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it  is  not  the  policy  or  purpose  of  Tennessee  to  realize  profits,  but  merely 
to  protect  the  people  by  the  courne  adopted  with  reference  to  outstanding 
bonds.  The  Mineral  Home  bonds  ought  not  to  be  either  recognized  or 
paid;  but  the  moneys  attached  and  taken  by  the  State  ought  to  be  re- 
funded. Not  a  dollar  of  it  belongs  to  Tennessee,  and  she  ought  not  to 
keep  it.  I  therefore  suggest,  as  the  best  and  most  equitable  method,  that 
the  net  balance  of  this  fund,  after  defraying  all  expenses  which  have  been 
incurred,  be  refunded  p^ro  rata  to  holders  of  said  bonds  upon  their  deliver- 
ing  up   the-  same." 

THE  TAXING  DISTRICT. 

I  hereby  transmit  the  Biennial  Report  of  Hon.  David  P.  Hadden, 
President  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Commissioners  of  the  Taxing  District 
(Memphis)  of  Shelby  County,  Tennessee,  made  in  conformity  to  the 
act  establishing  said  District.  I  take  pleasure  in  referring  you  to  it  as 
a  report  gotten  up  with  much  care  and  particularity,  and  showing 
with  great  explicitness  the    operations  of  said  Taxing  District. 

CAPITOL    BUILDING    AND    GROUNDS. 

The  Capitol  building  and  grounds  have  been  looked  after  with 
care  and  attention,  but  being  a  large  building  and  spacious  grounds, 
visited  daily  by  great  numbers  of  people,  there  is  necessarily  con- 
stant supervision  required  to  keep  them  in  proper  repair  and  an 
object  of  ornamentation  creditable  to  the  State.  A  committee  should 
be  appointed  to  look  after  this  matter,  whose  work  will  be  greatly 
aided  by  investigation  of  the  report  of  Superintendent  Hayden  March, 
herewith  transmitted. 

THE     STATE    ARMORY. 

Some  changes  may  be  necessary  in  the  Armory  at  the  Capitol 
for  the  preservation  of  the  arms  of  the  State,  and  for  keeping  them 
under  proper  classification  and  order.  The  laws  touching  the  arms 
of  the  State  are  defective,  having  become  to  a  great  extent  obsolete, 
-and,  as  a  remedy,  I  call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Adju- 
tant-General, which,  I  think,  makes  some  practical  suggestions, 
that,  if  adopted,  will  contribute  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Armory 
and  its  contents. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  to  the  fact 
that  much  confusion  ordinarily  exists  in  most  legislative  bodies  as  they 
draw  to  a  close,  and  in  consequence  thereof  many  material  matters, 
especially  those  that  ought  to  be  named  in  the  appropriation  "bill,  are 
lost  sight  of,  or  amid  the  rush  of  business  they  are  either  neglected 
or  their  advocates  are  unable  to  get  action  upon  them,  hence  they  are 
lost.  It  is  suggested,  in  view  of  these  facts,  that  a  resolution  be 
passed  that  no  bill  requiring  an  appropriation  from  the  Treasury  shall 
be  introduced   within  twenty   days   of  the   adjournment    of  the   Legisla-

tesy and  promptness  in  furnisliing  me  with  full  and  intelligent  reports 
of  the  condition  of  their  several  departments,  which  have  greatly  aided 
me  in  keeping  knowlege  of  the  State's  affairs.

From  the  Joint  Select  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the 
accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  Comptroller: 

Mr.  Speaker — We,  the  undersigned  joint  committee,  acting 
under  authority  of  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  23,  would  beg 
leave  to  submit  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives, 
the  following  report,  with  accompanying  documents  and  recom- 
mendations, for  your  consideration.  We  commenced  our  duties 
in  the  Comptroller's  office,  examining  first  his  cash  account, 
showing  the  receipts  and  disbursements  to  be  as  follows :

Your  committee  have  herewith  appended  an  itemized  state- 
ment, tiled  as  part  of  this  report,  and  marked  Exhibit  ^^  A,'' 
showing  these  receipts  and  disbursements  by  every  month  from 
December  19,  1883,  to  January,  1885;  and  would  further  state 
that  the  committee  decided,  in  examining  the  vouchers  for  the 
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several  entries  as  set  forth  in  above  statement,  they  would  select 
such  months  as  seemed  best  to  themselves,  and  examine  closely 
vouchers  for  said  months,  and  further,  to  select,  at  random, 
through  the  whole  term  of  office,  individual  entries,  and  call 
for  vouchers  of  the  same;  all  ot  which  your  committee  have 
faithfully  done,  and  have  found  the  said  vouchers  to  be  on  file, 
and  that  the  entries  are  all  made  correctly. 

In  examining  these  vouchers  the  committee  would  state,  in 
justice  to  the  Comptroller  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  that 
by  his  vigilance  in  auditing  bills  of  costs,  he  has  saved  the 
State,  in  a  number  of  instances,  large  amounts  -by  refusing  to 
pay  such  costs  as  were  illegal ;  and,  further,  that  in  perform- 
ance of  this  duty,  he  has  acted  impartially. 

Your  committee  has  found  one  of  the  triplicate  certificates  of 
deposits  from  every  one  of  the  banks  in  which  the  money  of  the 
State  has  been  deposited,  properly  filed,  with  the  Comptroller, 
as  required  by  section  1,  Acts  of  General  Assembly  of  1883, 
entitled  an  act  to  better  secure  the  public  funds  in  the  State 
Treasury. 

The  entries  of  receivable  warrants  have  been  found  to  be 
correct,  and  vouchers  filed  for  the  same ;  also,  all  the  payable 
warrants  have  all  been  correctly  issued,  except  in  the  case  of 
one  John  W.  Hinde,  alias  John  W.  Hide.  An  appended  his- 
tory of  this  aflfair,  which  is  made  a  part  of  this  report,  and 
marked  Exhibit  '^^  B,'^  by  the  Comptroller  himself,  is  found  to 
be  correct  in  regard  to  the  statement  of  all  the  facts  connected 
with  said  transaction;  and  it  is  very  evident  that  the  Comp- 
troller issued  the  warrants  in  good  faith,  and  no  blame  is  to  be 
attached  to  him  in  any  connivance  on  his  part;  but  that  he  was 
honestly  deceived  in  regard  to  the  certificates  of  both  the  Judge 
and  Attorney  General  to  said  accounts,  it  being  a  well  executed 
forgeiy  of  both  their  signatures,  and  at  the  several  times  col- 
lected through  banks,  who  are  responsible  parties.  However, 
your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  amount  of  $1,625.95, 
collected  upon  said  forged  accounts,  be  charged  to  the  Comp- 
troller. 

In  conclusion  of  this  report,  we  would  say,  that  the  books  of 
this  office  are  kept  in  an  attractive  style,  and  that  the  business 
of  the  same  is  now  thoroughly  systematized. 

In  compliance  with  the  joint  resolution,  we  have  deemed  it 
advisable  to  recommend  that  the  Comptroller  shall,  for  the  en- 
suing term  ot  two  years,  execute  his  bond  in  the  sum  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  ($50,000.) 

AH  of  the  above  report  and  recommendations  are  respect- 
fully submitted  for  your  consideration. 

After  a  thorough  investigation  in  the  Comptroller's  office, 
yonr  committee  proceeded  to  compare  the  entries  made  in  cash 
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accounts  of  Comptroller  with  those  of  the  Treasurer^  checking 
each  entry ;  also,  calling  for  the  vouchers.  We  found  the  same 
to  agree  perfectly  with  entries  of  Comptroller,  and  showing 
the  same  amount  of  balance  in  Treasury  to  be  $558,129.05; 
and,  further,  that  this  balance  consisted  of —

We  have  herewith  appended,  as  part  of  this  report,  an  item- 
ized statement,  marked  Exhibit  '^A,''  and  filed  with  this  report, 
of  accounts  with  banks  in  which  deposits  have  been  made, 
showing  both  the  balances  now  in  said  banks  and  the  largest 
amounts  deposited  at  anyone  time  in  them;  also  the  official 
capital  stock  of  said  banks,  to  which  reference  will  hereafter  be 
made  in  this  report. 

We  find  that  the  banks  have  executed  their  bonds  as  required 
by  law,  and  that  said  bonds  have  been  properly  approved  by 
the  Governor. 

The  item,  as  shown  in  above  statement,  of  $10,386. 95,  was 
paid  by  the  Treasurer  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Governor  and 
advice  of  the  Attorney-General,  in  the  case  of  the  McMinnville 
&  Manchester  Railroad,  then  pending  in  the  courts,  and  by 
paying  which  amount  the  possession  was  obtained  of  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-seven  $1,000  bonds,  some  of  said  bonds  being 
State  debt  proper  bonds,  and  now  on  deposit  in  Fourth  Na- 
tional Bank  of  Nashville.  The  committee  would  recommend 
that  said  bonds  be  cancelled,  and  that  payable  warrants  be 
issued  to  the  Treasurer  for  amount  of  $10,386.95,  this  being  the 
amount  paid  for  same. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  in  the  treasury,  as  shown  in  the 
appended  statement,  we  find  in  a  box  in  safe  as  follows :

Also,  four  bills  of  exchange  drawn  by  State  National  Bank  of 
New  Orleans  upon  National  Park  Bank  of  New  York,  payable 
to  Vanleer  Polk,  and  with  blank  endorsements  of  Vanleer 
Polk  on  the  back  of  the  same,  Nos.  94,947,  94,948,  94,949  and 
94,950,  for  |500,  ?2,000.  These  bills  have  been  presented  by 
the  Treasurer  for  payment,  both  to  the  New  Orleans  bank  and  the 
New  York  bank,  and  refused  payment  of  same,  and  were  protested 
— banks  refusing  payment  on  the  grounds  that  said  Vanleer  Polk 
had  notified  them  to  stop  payment  on  said  bills  of  exchange. 
The  committee  however  found  that  said  bills  of  exchange  were 
found  on  the  person  of  M.  T.  Polk  when  he  was  captured,  and 
would  recommend  that  proceedings  be  commenced  at  once  to 
secure  the  payment  of  same  from  said  State  National  Bank  of 
New  Orleans. 

Again,  we  find  on  deposit  at  Safe  Deposit,  Trust  and  Banking 
Company,  at  Nashville,  received  from  M.  T,  Polk,  former 
Insurance  Commissioner,  placed  Avith  him  as  de230sits  in  com- 
pliance with  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  :  From  Carolina 
Life  Insurance  Company,  iour  State  bonds,  §1.000  each,  letter 
^^C,'^  Nos.  1,396,  560,  135,  1,581;  from  Germania  Life  Insur- 
ance Company,  two  United  States  certificates,  §10,000  each, 
Nos.  17,406,  17,407;  from  Georgia  Home  Insurance  Com- 
pany, three  United  States  certificates,  two  each  §10,000,*  Nos. 
9,439,  4,435,  and  one,  No.  2,642,  for  $5,000. 

Your  committee  have  been  informed  that  there  is  a  great 
number  of  State  bonds,  made  under  the '100-3  act,  in  New 
York  now,  with  the  plates  upon  which  said  bonds  were  made. 
These  bonds,  we  would  recommend,  ought  to  be  lifted  and  de- 
stroyed, either  by  some  one  of  the  executive  officer?  of  the 
State,  or  by  a  special  committee,  and  the  plates  be  delivered 
into  the  charge  of  the  State. 

Referring  to  appended  statements  of  deposits  in  various 
banks,  both  the  present  balances  now  in  them  and  the  largest 
amount  deposited  at  any  one  time,  and  comparing  them  with 
the  capital  stock  of  said  banks,  we  find  that  the  law  has  not 
been    strictly   complied   with    in    the    deposit    of   said    money. 
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Milliken  &  Yertrees'  Code,  section  262,  provides  that  the 
Treasurer  shall  not  i3ermit  the  deposits  in  any  one  bank  to  ex- 
ceed one-fourth  of  the  capital  stock  of  such  bank,  and  he  shall 
have  the  power,  with  the  consent  of  the  Comptroller,  to  trans- 
fer the  funds  of  the  State  from  one  depository  to  another. 

The  committee  have  hereunto  appended  an  explanation  by 
the  Treasurer,  marked  Exhibit  '^  B,^^  as  a  part  of  this  report. 
But  the  committee,  after  mature  consideration,  are  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  said  act  above  referred  to  can  easily  be,  and  should 
be,  complied  with. 

Your  committee  would  further  recommend  that  the  Treasurer 
shall,  for  the  ensuing  term  of  two  years,  execute  his  bond  in 
the  sum  of  $250,000. 

We  find  that  the  books  of  this  office  have  been  kept  in  a  neat 
and  creditable  manner.

Mr.  Speaker  :  1  again  rise  to  a  question  of  privilege.  In 
the  ^^  Banner^'  of  yesterday  there  is  another  article  accusing 
me  of  introducing  a  resolution  in  the  Democratic  caucus  that 
no  Democratic  candidate  should  be  elected  to  any  office  by  the 
aid  of  JRepublican  votes,  etc.  This  is  false.

than  Tennessee,  empowered  by  law  of  such  State  or  States  to 
take  depositions,  are  hereby  authorized  to  take  depositions  to 
be  used  in  the  courts  of  this  State,  upon  the  same  terms  that 
are  provided  for  the  taking  deposition  by  other  officials  in  such 
States. 

Sec.  2.  The  certificate  of  said  notary  public  shall  show  the 
date  of  the  commencement  and  expiration  of  the  commission 
•  under  which  he  may  be  acting. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage, 
the  public  welfare  requiring  it. 

All  save  the  enacting  clause  of  the  original  bill  was  stricken 
out,  and  the  above  vv^as  adopted  in  lieu.

That  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  assigned  them,  they  had,  by 
a  proper  process,  A.  L.  Landis,  Jr.,  one  of  the  editors  of  the 
Nashville  Banner,  brought  before  them  as  a  witness,  when  the 
following  interrogatories  were  propounded  to  him  : 

First,  by  Col.  Colyar :  When  and  from  whom  did  you  get  the 
information  that  the  dead  bodies  of  the  convicts  were  dissected 
by  the  medical  students  ? 

Next,  by  Mr.  Lamb  :  Have  you  any  personal  knowledge  of 
the  charges  in  the  Banner  f 

Next,  by  Mr.  Colyar :  You  charge  that  the  money  received 
from  the  dead  bodies  goes  to  the  lessees  of  the  penitentiary. 
When  and  from  whom  do  you  get  the  information  ? 

By  Mr.  Colyar:  As  to  the  money  for  the  bodies  going  to, the 
surgeon  as  a  part  of  his  salary,  who  is  your  informant? 

Mr.  Colyar  then  asked  a  number  of  questions  as  to  certain 
unmentionable  practices  charged  in  the  Banner  as  having  been 
committed  in  the  State  prison,  and  asked  to  know  of  the  wit- 
ness where  the  Banner  Publishing  Company  got  its  information. 

All  of  the  above  interrogatories  the  witness  declined  to  an- 
swer. Your  committee,  deeply  impressed  with  the  gravity  of 
the  charges  against  the  conduct  of  said  institution,  and  desir- 
ing to  make  a  full  and  fair  investigation  of  the  matters  sub- 
mitted to  them,  and  endeavoring  to  avail  themselves  of  every 
source  of  information,  attainable,  and  deeming  the  answers  to 
the  foregoing  interrogatories  as  one  of  the  most  important 
I9sj. 
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sources  of  information^  respectfully  report  the  above  to  the  Sen- 
ate, and  ask  information  as  to  what  is  to  be  done  in  the  premises.

The  refusal,  therefore,  of  a  witness  to  testify  before  a  com- 
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mittee  does  not  put  him  in  contempt,  because  it  was  not  in  tlie 
presence  of  either  House. 

Your  committee  are  further  of  opinion,  and  so  report,  that 
the  Joint  Select  Committee  having  made  its  report  to  this 
branch  of  the  General  Assembly,  through  its  chairman,  confers 
jurisdiction  upon  the  Senate  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  report, 
and  the  Senate  can,  if  it  deems  it  proper  to  do  so,  summon  the 
witness  to  appear  at  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  and  there  interro- 
gate him  touching  the  matter  of  alleged  contempt,  and  the  same 
questions  which  the  witness  is  reported  to  have  refused  to  an- 
swer, may  again  be  propounded  to  him,  if,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Senate,  they  are  proper  and  pertinent.  Should  the  witness 
refuse  to  answer  the  questions  propounded  by  the  Senate,  then 
the  Senate  may  declare  whether  he  is  or  is  not  in  contempt,  and 
if  in  contempt,  may  punish  him  as  authorized  by  law  to  do.

Mr.  Landis,  approachiug  the  Speaker's  stand,  was  thus  inter- 
rogated by  Mr.  Speaker  Berry : 

Mr.  Landis,  you  have  been  summoned  to  appear  at  the  bar 
of  the  Senate  to  be  interrogated  by  the  Speaker  touching  your 
refusal  to  answer  certain  questions  heretofore  propounded  to 
you  by  the  Joint  Committee  charged  with  the  investigation  of 
of  the  management  of  the  State  Penitentiary.  You  have  been 
reported  to  the  Senate  by  that  committee  as  recusant,  and  as 
having  refused  to  answer  the  reported  interrogatories,  and  have 
been  called  here  to  be  further  interrogated  under  direction  of 
the  Senate.

Answer — Mr.  Landis  :  I  shall  have  to  decline  to  answer. 

The  Speaker  then  asked  Mr.  Landis  why  he  refused  to  an- 
swer these  questions. 

Mr.  Landis  answered  by  saying  that  a  suit  was  now  pending  in 
the  criminal  court  for  alleged  libel,  and  that  the  attorney  against 
him  in  that  suit  propounded  these  questions  to  him  to  get  the 
character  of  his  defense.  If  they  were  innocent,  they  would 
prove  it  themselves,  and  not  seek  for  me  to  give  them  proof. 
As  the  investigation  before  the  committee  involves  the  matter 
of  the  suit  for  libel,  I  prefer  to  make  my  defense  there,  and 
not  here.

This,  I  think,  is  too  severe,  and  no  one  ought 
to  be  punished  as  a  criminal  unless  he  has  done,  or  allowed 
some  offense  to  be  done,  against  the  criminal  laws  of  the  State. 
Fourth,  I  would  vote  for  any  proper  bill  to  protect  sheep  hus- 
bandry in  Tennessee,  but  not  for  this  oppressive  and  inopera- 
tive measure.

REPORT. 

From  the  special  committee  appointed  to  examine  into  the 
school  land  fund  : 

Mr.  Speaker  :  The  Joint  Committee  appointed  under  Sen- 
ate Joint  Resolution  No.  8,  To  investigate  the  present  status  of 
the  common  school  land  district  fund,  arising  from  the  sale  of 
land  under  chapter  104  of  the  Acts  of  the  Tennessee  Legisla- 
ture for  1843-4,  also  to  report  what  counties  and  what  amount, 
including  interest  to  January  I,  1885,  to  such  counties,  and 
whether  or  not  the  State  is  bound  for  its  payment,  and  the  basis 
for  such  obligation,  if  it  exist,  beg  leave  to  make  the  fol- 
. lowing  report:  The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Tennes- 
see passed  an  act  in  1843-4,  directing  the  school  lands  to   be 
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sold  after  first  getting  the  consent  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
townships  in  which  the  lamds  were  located.  Elections  were 
held  in  each  township  where  school  lands  were  located^  and 
consent  given  that  the  lands  might  be  sold.  The  land  was  sold 
by  Circuit  Court  proceedings.  One-eighth  of  the  purchase 
money  was  paid  cash^  and  the  -remainder  on  ten  years'  credit^ 
bearing  interest  and  payable  annually;  one-tenth  of  the  de- 
ferred payments  to  be  paid  yearly,  and  note  renewed  for  bal- 
ance. The  notes  for  the  deferred  payments  were  made  payable 
to  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Bank  of  Tennessee,  and 
the  cash  received,  together  with  all  the  notes,  were  turned  over 
to  the  Bank  of  Tennessee  by  the  clerks  of  the  Circuit  Courts. 
The  Bank  from  year  to  year  continued  to  collect  these  notes  as 
they  fell  due,  and  the  report  of  the  President  and  Directors  of 
the  Bank,  made  previous  to  the  late  war  on  October  3,  1859, 
show  that  the  Bank  had  on  hand  at  that  date,  the  sum  of 
$347,781.12,  arising  from  the  sale  of  school  lands,  in  cash,  and 
unpaid  notes  amounting  to  $31,398.55.  The  books  of  the 
branch  Bank  of  Tennessee,  at  Athens,  show  that  the  sum  of 
§14,204.99,  was  collected  on  land  sales  on  January  7,  1861. 
Under  the  Act  of  1870,  chapter  101,  Watson,  Trustee  of  the 
Bank  ot  Tennessee,  paid  to  the  county  of  Monroe,  1 2,257.30, 
and  to  Warren  county,  $331.00,  and  to  Marion  county,  $3,674. 
84.  Exhibit  ^' A,''  which  is  made  a  pa --t  of  this  report,  will 
show  the  total  amount  due  each  county  on  January  1,  1885,  and 
the  committee  believe  the  amount  therein  reported  to  be  cor- 
rect, though  to  make  a  thorough  examination  of  this  whole  sub- 
ject would  require  many  weeks,  and  perhaps  months,  as  this 
information  is  scattered  through  the  books  of  the  Bank  of  Ten- 
nessee lor  many  years.  As  to  whether  the  State  is  liable  for 
this  fond  or  not,  we  would  say  that  in  our  opinion  it  is  not. 
The  Act  of  1843-4  required  the  Bank  to  invest  this  fund  in 
Tennessee  bonds  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  townships  where 
the  lands  were  located,  but  this  was  not  done,  and  the  fund  was 
a  part  of  the  assets  of  the  Bank  of  Tennessee,  and  was  lost  in 
the  general  wreck  of  that  great  institution.

Majority  report  from  the  Committee  on  Elections  : 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  Committee  on  Elections,  to  whom  were 
referred  the  contested  election  case  from  the  Thirty-first  Sena- 
torial District,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  a 
majority  of  said  committee,  whose  names  are  signed  hereto^  beg 
leave  to  report: 

1st.  That  a  certificate  of  election  was  issued  originally  to 
H.  L.  Blackwell,  as  Senator-elect  from  the  counties  of  Fayette 
and  Tipton,  composing  the  Thirty  first  Senatorial  District,  to 
the  44th  General  Assembly;  that  said  Blackwell  died  about  the 
2d  day  of  January,  1885,  and  thereupon,  the  Governor  ordered 
another  election  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  the 
said  Blackwell. 

2nd.  That  prior  to  the  death  of  said  Blackwell,  the  contest- 
ant, J.  W,  Boyd,  served  notice  of  contest  on  him,  but  stated  no- 
grounds  of  contest  in  said  notice. 

3rd.  That  on  January  5,  1885,  when  the  Senate  was  con- 
vened and  the  members  sworn  in,  said  Boyd  presented  his  pe- 
tition, asserting  his  claim  to  the  seat  for  the  Thirty-first  Sena- 
torial District,  and  alleging  among  other  reasons  that  the  re- 
turns of  the  election  in  said  Senatorial  District  do  not  include 
the  votes  polled  in  civil  district  No.  4,  of  Fayette  county  ;  and 
that  if  said  votes  were  counted,  his  (Boyd^s)  majority  would  be 
122   votes  over  Blackwell,  instead  of    a    majority  of  118    for 
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Blackwell  over  him  as  the  returns,  as  they  now  stand,  show; 
that  he  (Boyd)  received  at  least  344  votes  at  said  voting  place, 
to  BlackwelFs  103  ;  that  the  polls  in  said  civil  district  had  been 
closed,  and  some  seventy  ballots  counted  out,  of  which  he  got 
51  and  Blackwell  19,  when  an  adjournment  for  supper  was  had, 
and  the  ballot  box  was  taken  by  violence,  and  no  returns  were 
ever  made  of  said  vote  at  said  voting  place. 

4th.  At  the  election  held  January  20,  1885,  to  fill  the  va- 
cancy occasioned  by  the  death  of  the  Hon.  H.  L.  Blackwell, 
the  Hon.  J.  P.  Edmondson  was  elected,  as  shown  by  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  Governor,  and  on  the  —  day  of  January,  1885, 
thereafter,  he  was  sworn  in,  over  the  protest  of  the  contestant, 
Boyd, 

5th.  The  committee  believing  that  the  right  of  Mr.  Edmond- 
son to  a  seat  in  the  Senate  depended  on  the  title  of  Mr.  Black- 
well,  and  that  he  must  be  bound  by  the  pleadings,  proofs  and 
decree  legitimately  growing  out  of  that  contest,  (See  case  of 
Maekey  v.  0^  Connor,  House  of  Sep.,  IL  S,  Cong.,  vol.  9,  House 
Miscellaneous,  2d  Session  4:7th  Cong.,  1882-3  ;  Digest  of  Election 
Cases,  p.  562),  admitted  Mr.  Edmondson  as  contestee,  who  filed 
his  answer  traversing  the  allegations  of  Mr.  Boyd^s  petition, 
and  upon  these  pleadings  an  issue  w^as  formed,  and  testimony 
taken  under  rules  prescribed  by  the  committee",  and  arguments 
of  counsel  heard. 

6th.  AM  other  grounds  of  contest  stated  in  contestant's  peti- 
tion were  abandoned,  except  the  one  touching  the  count  of 
the  votes  in  the  Fourth  civil  district  of  Fayette  county. 

As  heretofore  stated,  this  ballot-box  having  mysteriously  dis- 
appeared, no  return  of  the  votes   cast  at  that  precinct  was  ever 
made  ;  there  were  no   ballots,  poll-lists    nor  tally-sheets  sub- 
mitted to  the  committee,  and  none  perhaps  are   in   existence. 
The  ballots  themselves  were  the  best  evidence  of  how  the  votes 
were   cast;  th.<^  next  best  evidence  would  be  the    tally -sheets ; 
but  as  neither  of  these  were   offered  (if  in  existence   to  be  of- 
fered), the  next  best  evidence,  in  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of 
the  committee  Avould   have  been  the  evidence  or  testimony  of 
the  voters   who  voted  at  that  election  in    that  district ;  and  if 
any  refused  to  state  (as  they  would  have  a  right  to  do),  how  or 
for  whom  they  voted,  then,  perhaps,  in  that  event  circumstances 
tending  to  show   how  the   mass  of  voters  of  that  district  voted 
on   that   day  for  Senator,    might  be  looked  to.     "The  general 
rule   is  that  the  ordinary  rules  of  evidence  apply    as   well    to 
election  contests   as  to  other  cases.     The  evidence  must  there- 
fore be  confined  to  the  point  in  issue,  and  must  be  relevant.    The 
burden  of  proof  is  always  upon  the   contestant,  or  the   party 
attacking  the  official  return,  or  certificate. '^     McCrary  on  Elec- 
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tions,  see.  306;  Leading  Cases  on  Elections,  Brightly,  p.  384;  19 
Ohio,8t.R.,2),30Q.  ^     -^'^ 

7tli.  All  the  testimony  offered  by  the  contestant  to  show  that 
he  obtained  enough  votes  in  the  fourth  civil  district  of  Fayette 
county  to  have  changed  the  result,  as  shown  by  the  returns  and 
certificate,  is  purely  inferential— such  as,  that  a  great  majority 
of  the  voters  in  that  district  Sive  colored;  that  the  straiglit  Ke- 
publican  ticket  was  distributed  to  the  captains  of  Blaine  and 
Logan  clubs  by  the  postmaster  at  Somerville ;  and  that  the 
Blaine  and  Logan  clubs  numbered  something  over  three  hun- 
dred. As  a  specimen  of  the  evidence,  we  quote  from  the  testi- 
mony of  the  assistant  secretary  of  one  of  said  clubs,  and  a 
distributer  of  tickets  ; 

Ques.  "  Did  all  the  members  vote  at  that  election  ?'^ 

A'us.  "  We  gave  them  all  tickets.^^ 

Abb.  Allen^s  deposition,  Ans.  10,  original  examination. 

Same  witness,  on  cross-examination,  said : 

''He  didn't  see  all  the  club  put  their  tickets  in  the  box. 
Don't  know  whether  they  voted  the  Republican  ticket  or  not. 
They  had  an  opportunity  to  vote  the  Democratic  ticket.'^ 

It  may  be  presumed  that  'the  Democratic  and  Greenback 
parties  were  equally  as  industrious  and  vigilant  in  distributing 
their  tickets.  It  is  shown  by  the  proof  that  this  fourth  civil 
district  has  gone  Democratic  as  often  in  the  last  ten  years  as  it 
has  Republican,  and  that  now  all  the  officials  of  said  district 
are  Democrats.  So  that  the  presumption  that  all  colored  men 
are  sure  to  vote  the  Republican  ticket  does  not  hold  good  in 
these  instances,  in  this  particular  district,  and  renders  this 
theory  too  unsatisfactory  upon  which  to  overturn  the  presump- 
tion  based  upon  2i  prima  facie  case,  supported  by  a  certificate  of 
election.  There  is  one  witness.  Reeves,  who  says  he  was  super- 
visor of  election y  and  that  he  thinks  there  were  some  447  votes 
cast  at  said  precinct,  and  some  340  of  these  were  Republican 
tickets.  He  says  he  is  seventy-two  years  old,  ivears  spectacles, 
and  could  tell  a  Republican  from  a  Democratic  ticket  as  it  was 
passed  in  by  the  voter,  though  it  vxts  folded  up,  and  put  in  the 
box  in  that  way,  and  though  both  were  printed  on  white  paper, 
there  being  some  slight  difierence  in  the  size  of  the  two  straight 
tickets.  The  exhibits  made  of  tickets  in  the  evidence,  used  at 
said  election,  however,  show  such  slight  differences  that  a  crit- 
ical examination  would  have  to  be  resorted  to  to  detect  one 
from  the  other,  when  lying  open  to  inspection,  as  there  are 
what  are  called  bogus  Republican  tickets — which  are  fac-siniiles 
of  the  genuine,  except  they  have  the  Democratic  candidates  for 
State  officers  instead  of  the  Republican  candidates,  as  in  the 
genuine,  or  straight,  Republican  tickets. 

The  majority  of  the  committee  doubt  the  competency  of  the 
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entire  tesfcimoiiy  of  the  contestant.  As  heretofore  remarked,  it 
is  wholly  inferential.  Onlv  three  or  four  witnesses  were  called 
to  prove,  or  asked,  how  or  for  whom  they  voted;  they  think 
this  should  have  been  done  to  such  an  extent,  and  to  such  num- 
ber at  least,  as  would  have  tended  to  establish  that  a  majority 
of  the  voters  of  said  fourth  civil  district  of  Fayette  county 
voted  for  Boyd,  and  thus  shifted  the  onus  upon  the  contestee. 
It  is  believed  that  ^Miearsay  ^^  evidence  or  circumstances  can 
]iot  be  resorted  to  in  a  case  of  this  character,  ^'unless  the  voter 
has  been  first  called,  and^  being  rnterrogated,  refuses  to  ansiuerJ^ 
McCrary,  §  271,  pp.  203,  204.  Id.  §306.^ 

Again  :  It  is  not  competent  to  show  the  description  of  a  ticket 
a  man  voted  by  the  type,  or  its  size;  nor  what  the  distributer  of 
tickets  said  at  the  poll  as  to  the  tickets  he  was  handing  out  ; 
nor  what  ticket  the  person  was  distributing  from  whom  an  un- 
qualified voter  obtained  his  ballot;  nor  whether  all  the  tickets  of 
a  certain  party  had  on  them  the  name  of  a  particular  pjerson.^^ 
Brightly\s  Leading  Cases  on  Elections ^  pj.  415,  note  citing  i 
Brewster,  68-9. 

For  these  reasons,  the  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Elec- 
tions are  of  opinion.  First,  That  H.  L.  Black  well  was  elected 
to  a  seat  in  the  Senate  of  the  Forty- fourth  General  Assembly, 
from  the  thirty-first  district,  and  was  entitled  to  the  same  over 
the  contestant,  Boyd.  Second,  That  said  Blackwell  having 
died,  the  vacancy  caused  by  his  death  has  been  duly  filled  by 
the  election  of  the  •Hon.  J.  P.  Edmondson  as  his  successor,  at 
an  election  held  January  20,  1885,  and  submit,  in  accordance 
with  the  above  views,  the  following  resolution  : 

B.eHolved,  That  the  Hon.  H.  L.  Blackwell  was  entitled  to  a 
seat  in  this  Senate  by  reason  of  his  election,  as  certified  by  the 
Governor,  from  the  Thirty-first  Senatorial  District;  and  that 
the  Hon.  John  P.  Edmondson,  elected  January  20,  1885,  to 
fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  said  PI.  L.  Blackwell, 
at  an  election  ordered  by  the  Governor,  is  entitled  to  said  seat 
for  said  Thirty-first  Senatorial  District,  rendered  vacant  as  afore- 
said, from  the —  day  of  Januar}'^,  1885,  and  for  the  remainder 
of  said  term.

MINORITY    REPORT. 

Mr.  Speaker:  As  an  humble  member  of  your  Committer  on 
Finance,  Ways  and  Means,  I  desire  to  present  my  reasons  for 
dissenting  from  the  conclusions  reached  by  the  majority  of  the 
committee  on  Senate  Bill  No.  301,  entitled,  ^^ An  act  to  grant 
State  aid  to  the  Randall  Cole  Industrial  School. ^^  No  Senator 
can  be  more  heartily  in  sympathy  with  the  object  of  the  bill 
than  myself,  and  I  regret  that  I  am  forced  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  financial  condition  of  the  State  is  not  such  as  to  war- 
rant the  appropriation  provided  for  in  the  bill,  at  this  time.  In 
proof  of  this  position,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
statement :  The  Comptroller  has  informed  me  that  there  are  now 
about  four  hundred  and  twenty  five  thousand  dollars  of  actual 
available  cash  in  the  treasury,  while  we  are  collecting  revenue 
from  all  sources  at  the  rate  of,  in  round  numbers,  about  twelve 
hundred  thousand  dollars.  These  are  our  resources.  Now, 
what  of  our  liabilities?  The  regular  current  annual  expenses 
of  the  State  government  are  about  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars. We  are  now  paying  interest  on  our  newly  funded  bonds 
at  the  rate  of  more  than  one  hunded  and  sixty  thousand  dollars 
annually.  This  interest  account  is  steadily  increasing.  Some- 
times bonds  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  are 
funded  in  one  day.  The  suit  of  the  bondholders  against  the 
railroads  will  soon  be  decided,  when  the  funding  will  go  on 
much  more  rapidly,  until  we  shall  be  paying  nearly  five  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars    annually    on    this    account.     It  may  be 
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said  that,  perhaps,  some  of  these  bonds  will  never  be  presented 
for  funding;  but  every  prudent  and  successful  business  man, 
when  making  estimates  and  preparing  his  business  for  future 
transactions,  charges  against  himself  whatever  amount  he  is 
legally  liable  for,  and  holds  a  reserve  fund  to  meet  it.  These 
bonds  bear  interest  from  the  first  day  of  July,  1883,  no  matter 
when  funded;  so  that  there  is  now  due  upon  all  our  outstand- 
ing bonds  which  have  not  been  presented  for  funding,  more 
money  than  we  have  in  the  treasury.  Under  the  act  of  the 
last  Legislature  we  will  be  required  to  receive  annually  for  the 
next  three  years  $150,000  of  the  notes  of  the  old  State  Bank 
in  taxes  and  dues  to  the  State.  Under  a  decision  of  our 
Supreme  Court,  rendered  the  other  day,  the  State  is  now  lia- 
ble for  not  less  than  $400,000  of  what  are  known  as  the  Post 
notes  of  the  Bank  of  Tennessee.  All  this  Tennessee  money, 
amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  not  less  than  $900,000,  is,  of 
course,  unavailable  and  utterly  worthless  to  the  State,  and 
equivalent  to  that  much  of  our  receipts  disbursed.  There  are 
outstanding  warrants  against  the  treasury  to  the  amount  of 
$40,000.  There  are  not  less  than  one  thousand  insane  persons 
in  Tennessee,  who  are  without  curative  care  and  treatment. 
Some  of  them  are  at  their  homes,  watched  and  guarded  by  fam- 
ily and  friends;  some  of  them  are  wandering  over  the  country, 
shelterless,  aimless,  hopeless — a  terror  and  menace  to  the  com- 
munity ;  while  many  of  them  are  incarcerated  in  jails  and  dun- 
geons, in  company  Avith  felons,  murderers  and  the  vilest  crimi- 
nals. This  state  of  things  is  a  shame  upon  Tennessee,  a  dis- 
grace to  civilization,  a  blot  upon  Christianity,  and  ought  not 
longer  to  exist.  No  higher  duty  can  devolve  on  the  State  than 
the  care  of  this  unfortunate  class  of  its  population,  and  the  ef- 
fort to  dispel  the  clouds  which  have  gathered  around  their 
minds,  break  the  fetters  which  bind  them  to  darkness  and  de- 
spair, and  restore  them  to  reason,  to  society,  to  home  and  hope. 
The  report  of  the  architect,  building  directors  and  superintend- 
ing physician  of  the  new  Insane  Hospital  for  East  Tennessee 
concur  in  estimating  that  not  less  than  |95,000  will  be  required 
to  complete  that  building  on  the  plan  on  which  it  is  being  con- 
structed ;  and  when  it  is  finished,  and  filled  to  its  utmost  capac- 
ity, there  will  still  be  hundreds  of  these  unfortunate  persons, 
for  whom  there  are  no  hospital  accommodations.  To  provide 
for  these,  the  House  has  passed  a  bill  which  appropriates  $85,- 
000  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  hospital  for  the  insane  in 
West  Tennessee.  I  fear  very  much  that  if  this  Legislature  corx- 
tinues  to  make  appropriations  for  other  charities,  that  the  Leg- 
islature Yvdiich  assembles  here  two  years  hence  will  be  confronted 
by  an  empty  treasury  and  a  suspension  of  payment   of  interest 
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on  our  bonds,  with  all  the  evils  which  that  condition  of  things 

has  brought  upon  the  State  in  the  past.

From  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  revised  edition 
of  the  Code  : 

V 

Mr.  Speaker — The  joint  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the 
Codf^  ot  Millii^en  &  Vertrees,  comjDiled  under  Resolution  No.  — , 
1883,  beg  to  report  that  we  have  made  as  thorough  examination  of 
the  work  as  the  time  allotted  us  and  the  laborious  duties  of  a  busy 
session  would  permit.  We  have  examined  a  considerable  part  of 
said  Code  carefully  and  closely;  other  parts  hurriedly,  and.  some 
portions  we  have  not  been  able  to  examine  at  all. 
'  We  would  report,  however,  that  the  labors  of  the  committee  have 
been  so  divided  witL\  respect  to  different  parts  of  the  Code  as  to 
o-ive  a  very  accurate  general  idea  of  the  work,  and  that  the  codi- 
fiers  have,  in  the  main,  executed  their  task  with  accurateness  and 
correctness. 

The  committee  have,  however,  discovered  a  number  of  errors, 
omissions,  etc.,  which  they  point  out  in  a  schedule  accompanying 
this  report.  Some  of  these  ;^re  errors  in  the  construction  of  laws, 
omissions  or  improper  insertions  of  statutes,  or  inaproper  codifica- 
tion of  statutes.  The  greater  part,  however,  are  errors  in  marginal 
references  and  typographical  errors,  which  were  deemed  material 
by  the  committee.  The  codifiers  agree,  by  tlie  insertion  of  errata 
sheets,  to  correct ^the  errors  pointed  out  by  the  committee,  which 
method  your  committee  have  thought  sufficient,  except  as  to  several 
material  matters  to  which  attention  has  bee;',  called,  and  which  the 
codifiers  agree  to 'correct  by  reprint  of  the  respective  pages. 

We  have  agreed  with  Messrs.  Milliken  &  A^ertrees  that  their 
work  of  correcting  the  errors  pointed  out,  and  such  others  as  may 
be  discovered  by  them,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  his  inspection,  if  such  a  course  meets  with  the  approbation  of 
the  Legislature. 

Upon  the  whole,  we  recommend  the  present  work  as  a  well  pre- 
pared compilation  of  the  statutes  of  Tennessee,  and  with  the  cor- 
rections to  be  made,  we  recommend  that  it  be  purchased  by  the 
State  in  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  resolution  under  which 
it  was  executed.

REPORT. 

From  the  Funding  Board  Committee  : 

Mr.  Speaker — The  joint  committee  appoioterl  under  Senate 
Joint  Resolution  No.  35,  to  examine  into  the  work  of  the  funding 
board,  report  that  they  have  examined  the  work  of  tbe  tuDding 
board  up.  to  the  time  of  the  report  thereof  mentioned  in  the  Comp- 
troller's report  and  the  Governor's  message,  and  find  that  the 
amount  of  bonds  and  coupons  stated  therein  to  have  been  taken  up 
and  cancelled,  correct,  with  the  slight  exception  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, the  amount  being  |8,090,2i5.39.  The  character  of  the 
amount  taken  up,  and  the  amount  of  each  character,  they  find  as 
stated  in  said  report  and  message. 

The  ^^New  Settlement"  bonds  issued  in  lieu,  are,  including  cer- 
tificates, a  few  of  which  were  outstanding,  as  follows  :

From  the  best  information  the  amount  of  the  public  debt  un-

The  committee  sat  during  the  entire  time  of  the  recess  of  ten  days, 
from  January  30th  to  February  10th,  and  critically  examined  the 
work  of  said  board,  actually  examining  each  bond  and  coupon  taken

nip,  and  compariDg  them  with  the  record  of  said  board  of  its  work. 
They  report  that  the  work  has  been  admirably  and  efficiently  done^ 
and  that  all  bonds  funded  have  been  funded  in  conformity  to  the 
funding  Act  authorizing  it;  that  the  old  bonds  have  been  properly 
substituted  by  the  new  or  settlement  bonds.  In  this  vast  transac- 
tion of  millions  of  dollars  of  bonds  and  coupons  they  found  the  work 
ot  cancelling  so  thoroughly  done  that  only  a  few  of  the  coupons  had 
escaped  thorough  cancellation^  and  these  the  committee  cancelled, 
so  that  the  bonds  and  coupons  are  now  all  properly  cancelled.  Of 
this  great  number  oFcoupons,  aggregating  millions  of  dollars^  every 
one  taken  up  was  found  in  its  place  with  the  bonds^  except  seven, 
and  these,  the  committee  believe,  were  presented  with  the  bonds 
and  properly  funded,  but  in  handling  were  so  misplaced  as  to  have 
been  overlooked  by  the  committee.  In  calculating  interest  on  bond 
No.  249,  White  ''E/'  Capitol  bond,  $10  too  much  interest  seems  to 
have  been  allowed;  also,  upon  bond  No.  141,  White  '^  ¥/^  $60  too 
much  iaterest  seems  to  have  been  allowed.  i?his  is  simply  a  mis- 
take in  calculation,  and  the  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  these 
errors  were  unintentionally  made  in  the  calculation  of  the  interest, 
and  are  gratified  that  in  a  transaction  so  vast  and  involving  so  much 
labor  so  few  errors  appear.  The  books  and  records  of  the  board 
are  remarkably  accurate  and  well  kept,  and  in  every  respect  com- 
mendable, as  showing  the  exact  history  of  every  bond  taken  up  and 
funded,  from  its  issuance,  and  also  of  those  to  fund,  thereby  making 
it  easy  to  trace  each  bond  back  to  its  origin,  showing  the  purpose 
of  its  issuance.  The  work  of  funding  is  now  thoroughly  systema- 
tized, and  while  the  record  kept  is  thorough  and  complete  in  all 
necessary  details,  yet  it  is  simple  and  easily  understood,  and  has 
only  to  be  examined  to  be  commended.  The  board  is  causing  to  be 
kept  in  well  bound  book-form  a  blank  copy  or  every  bond  and 
coupon  issued,  showing  numbers,  dates,  etc.,^upon  which  form  each 
bond  and  coupon  as  paid  and  cancelled  are  to  be  pasted  or  attached, 
which  will  thereby  greatly  lessen  the  chances  of  successful  counter- 
feiting or  duplicating,  and  which  the  committee  approve. 

The  committee  report  that  834  bonds,  of  the  series  Green  "^  C/^ 
were  issued  by  or  through  the  Fourth  National  Bank  of  New  York, 
under  Act  ot  March  13,  1868,  acting  as  agent  for  the  State,  and 
the  only  record  in  the  possession  of  the  State  of  the  issuance  of  the 
bonds  is  a  certified  copy  or  transcript,  made  by  said  bank  from  its 
books,  of  the  transaction,  which  the  comuiittee  recommend  should 
be  transcribed  in  a  suitable  book  in  the  Comptroller's  office. 

The  committee  desire  to  return  thanks  to  the  board  for  uniform 
courtesies  and  information  during  their  investigation,  and  they  can- 
not close  this  report  without  commeuding  Mr.  Simon  ton,  the  faith- 
tul  and  efficient  clerk  of  the  board,  for  his  faithful,  accurate  and 
.efficient  service,  evidenced  by  the  admirable  manner  iu  which  the 
books  are  kept  and  tne  work  of  the  funding  board  done.  He

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rendered  the  committee  valuable  assistance,  for  which  they  return 
thanks,  and  they  further  report  that  the  salary  of  said  clerk  seems 
wnolJy  inadequate.

Mr.  Case,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Funding  Board,  made  the 
following  minority  report :  . 

lo  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  : 

The  undersigned  members  of  the  joint  committee  appointed  under 
Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  35,  authorizing  and  empowerin^a;   them 
to  examine   into   the  work  of  the  Funding  Board,   are   unable  to 
agree   with  the   members  who  have  made  a  majority  report,  in  all 
their  conclusions.   Of  the  care  and  diligence  of  the  niembers'of  the 
Funding  Board   in  doing  their  work,  words  of  approval  too  strong 
cannot   be    said.     The   system   adopted    and    close    scrutiny    exer« 
cised    command   approval   and   praise;  but  the  committee  *saw  no 
evidence  whatever  as  to  the  real  amount  of  the  public  debt,  except 
which  is  stated  by  the  State  officials  in  their  recent  reports.     These 
officials  have  as  well  stated  their  conclusions  as  can  this  committee 
and  their  statements  are  no  more  correct  by  repetition  by  your  com- 
mittee.    Your  committee  are  unable  to  agree   with  the  conclusions 
of  the  Funding  Board   in  their  construction   of  the  Funding  Act 
as  applied  to  some  portions  of  the  State  debt  proper.     By  an  Act  of 
1882,    many    of  the   State  debt  proper   bonds    were   refunded   into 
compromise    bonds.     The  system  then   adopted  was  to  note  on  the 
record  the  numbers  of  the  bonds  refunded,  as  from   one  number  to 
another,  including  all  numbers  refunded  between  the  two  numbers 
named,  as  for  instance,  1066  to  1100,  inclusive,  White  ^^A^^  Bonds; 
on  these  compromise  bonds  were  issued  at  60-3-4-5-6.     The  con- 
struction of  the  majority  of  the  Funding  Board  upon  the  '^Act''  was 
that  because  the  sums  derived  from  the  aggregate  of  these  bonds  at 
sixty  per  cent,  of  their   face,  was  all  run  together  and  funded  into 
compromise  bonds  without  entering  the  number  of  bond  from  which 
each  compromise   bond  was  derived,  therefore,  the  identity  of  the 
State  debt  proper  bonds  was  lost,  and  the  compromise  bonds  repre- 
senting them  must  be  funded  at  50  and  3. 

We  think  this  construction  of  the  law  is  contrary  to  the  spirit  of 
the  funding  Act.  We  think  the  spirit  of  that  Act  demands  that 
whenever  a  State  debt  proper  bond  can  be  traced  to  a  reasonable 
certainty,  it  should  be  so  funded.  Take  a  case  of  twenty  bonds,  all 
State  debt  proper  bonds^  say  the  numbers  are  320  to  339  inclusive, 
White  ^^A/^  issued  for  turnpike  improvements.    Now,  there  results 
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twelve  new  compromise  bonds  at  sixty  per  cent.  These  are  issued  to 

the  holder  of  the  original  bonds  as  Nos.  ?t70  to  389,  and  are  held 
by  the  same  party,  and  presented  for  funding  to  the  present  Fund- 
ing Board.  The  construction  adopted  compels  a  refunding  at 
60  and  3;  so,  is  there  any  doubt  that  they  represent  the  State  debt 
proper  bonds,  and  if  so  ought  they  not  to  be  so  funded  ?  Suppose 
100  bonds,  consisting  of  80  railroad  bonds  and  20  State  debt  proper 
bonds,  are  carried  into  compromise  bonds,  resulting  in  60  new  com- 
promise bonds,  12  of  which  represents  State  debt  proper  bonds; 
then  suppose  those  60  bonds  are  presented  for  funding  under  the 
Act  of  1883,  is  there  any  doubt  that  12  ot  those  bonds  represent 
State  debt  proper  bonds  and  ought  to  be  so  funded?  We  think 
that  justice  and  fairness  demand  that  they  should  be  so  funded. 
We  think  a  fair  construction  of  the  Act  requires  it.  There  is  no 
sort  of  difficulty  in  tracing  all  of  these  bonds,  to  a  reasonable  cer- 
tainty, whose  interest  has  been  carried  into  the  compromise  bonds. 
It  is  only  a  question  of  calculation  to  segregate  it.  In  these  respects 
we  respectfully  disagree  with  the  majority  of  the  committee,  and 
ask  to  file  this  as  a  minority  report.

boundaries  of  the  district  desire  the  organization  of  the  same, 
at  which  time  and  place  said  commissioners  shall  open  and  hold 
an  election  within  the  boundaries  of  such  district,  in  the  same 
manner  and  subject  to  the  same  laws  that  elections  for  county 
officers  are  held  in  this  State,  and  those  in  favor  of  incorpora- 
tion shall  have  written  or  printed  on  their  tickets  the  words, 
^^  for  the  taxing  district;"  and  those  opposed  to  the  organiza- 
tion of  such  district  the  words,  ^^  no  taxing  district;"  that  the 
legal  voters  at  said  election  shall  be  the  same  that  were  legal 
voters  at  the  time  of  the  abolition  of  the  former  charter ;  that 
the  said  commissioners  shall  count  the  vote  and  file  their  report, 
together  with  the  ballots  and  poll-books,  with  the  clerk  of  said 
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county  court  at  least  three  days  before  the  meeting  of  said 
county  court,  which  report,  ballots  and  books  shall  be  open  for 
inspection  ;  that  said  county  court  shall  inspect  said  report  and

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REPORT   OF   THE    SPECIAL    COMMITTEE    ON    WHOLESALE    AND    RE- 
TAIL  LIQUOR   DEALERS. 

The  Joint  Special  Committee  appointed  to  ascertain  the  num- 
ber of  wholesale  and  retail.  liquor  dealers  in  the  State,  and  the 
revenue  derived  from  the  same,  made  the  following  rejDort  : 

Mr.  Speaker: — Your  committee  appointed  under  House  Joint  Reso- 
lution No.  11,  t>  investigate  and  ascertain  the  number  of  wholesale 
and  retail  liquor  dealers  in  the  State,  the  amount  of  revenue  due 
the  State,  and  the  amouut  of  revenue  paid  to  the  State  from  said 
liquor  dealers  for  the  year  1884,  beg  to  submit  the  following  re- 
port : 

We  find  that  there  were  in  the  State  for  the  year  1884,  2,010 
wholesale  and  retail  liquor  dealers,  and  that  of  this  number  1,210 
paid  State  privilege  tax  to  the  amount  of  $154,678.80,  and  the  num- 
ber failing  to  pay  State  privilege  tax  is  800;  and  after  making  our 
estimates  far  below  the  general  average,  and  giving  due  credit  for 
all  probable  errors,  we  have  placed  the  amount  due  the  State  at 
$94,720.50. 

We  herewith  attach  a  report,  giving  alphabetically  each  county, 
with  the  number  of  dealers  who  paid  revenue  to  the  State,  and  the 
-amount;  also  the  number  of  delinquents  and  their  names  and  post- 
offices. 

Your  committee,  in  the  beginning  of  their  w^ork,  procured  from 
the  Internal  Revenue  books  the  names  and  location  of  every  firm 
in  the  State  who  had  procured  internal  revenue  license  as  a  retail 
or   wholesale  liquor  dealer. 

We  arranged  by  counties  all  the  firms  belonging  to  each  county, 
and  forwarded  to  each  County  Court  Clerk  a  list  of  the  names  of 
the  firms  belonging  to  their  respective  counties,  requesting  the  Clerks 
to  compare  said  lists  with  their  books,  and  mark  opposite  the  name 
of  each  firm  who  had  paid  his  State  tax,  and  the  amount,  and  to 
report  to   us  as   soon    as  practicable. 

We  have  received  replies  from  eighty-seven  counties,  and  in  many 
of  these  reports  the  Clerks  state  that  the  excuses  given  by  the  de- 
linquents are  that  they  are  druggists  or  manufacturers,  and  are  not 
liable.  Some  claim  that  they  sold  no  liquor  in  the  year  1884;  yet 
in  every  instance,  we  find  that  these  same  parties  procured  internal 
revenue  license  as  retail  or  wholesale  liquor  dealers,  which  your 
committee  regard  as  strong  prima.  Jacie  evidence  that  they  were  en- 
gaged in  the  traffic.  No  reason  is  presented  why  these  parties  would 
pay  for  internal  revenue  license  and  then  refuse  to  engage  in  the 
business. 

Your  committee  would  state  right  here  that  nu  firm's  name  was 
taken  except  those  who  procured  these  United  States  licenses  as  re- 
tail or  wholesale  dealers. 

The  above  named  excuses  are  a  part  of  the  cause  for  the  dis- 
crepancy,  but  your  committee  find    that  the  inefficiency  of  the   law 
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and  the  negligence  of  the 'Clerks  is  the  principal  cause  for  the  non-- 
collection  of  this  revenue.  To  illustrate,  Lauderdale  county,  with 
thirteen  dealers,  paid  State  privilege  tax  to  the  amount  of'  $1,725, 
while  Houston  county,  with  sixteen  dealers,  paid  only  $187.  Your 
committee  regard  such  cases  as  these  as  evidence  that  a  great  deal 
depends   unon   the  industry   and  watchfulness  of   the   Clerk. 

Your  committee  also  find,  through  the  admission  of  the  Clerks, 
that  they  allow  firms  engaged  in  the  traffic  to  hegin  their  business 
and  pay  their  privilege  license  at  some  subsequent  time.  Some 
Clerks  claim  that  it  has  been  customary  with  former  Clerks,  and 
that  they  have  carried  out  the  practice  in  their  counties,  to  issue 
State  license  and  collect  pay  for  the  same  at  the  time  the  license 
expires.  Other  Clerks,  we  find,  allow  parties  to  procure  license  for  a 
shorter  period  than  three  monfchs,  which  your  coQimittee  regard  a 
violation    of  the   law   and  that   the   Clerks  are  responsible. 

Sorue  of  the  Clerks  from  the  larger  cities  report  that  when  they 
have  parties  arrested  for  selling  liquor  without  State  license,  in  every 
instance  the  courts  have  released  the  parties  by  the  payment  of  the 
cost  and  a  nominal  fine,  which  invariably  amounts  to  less  tlian  the 
cost  of  State  license.  And  the  clerks  say  that  it  is  impossible  to 
enforce  the  law  when  it  costs  less  to  do  business  in  violation  of  law 
than  in  conformity  to  law.  They  state  that  in  no  case  have  par- 
ties been  required  to  take  out  license  as  a  prerequisite  to  their  dis- 
charge. 

Some  of  the  Clerks  state  that  the  cause  of  non -collection  is  the 
excessive  amount  of  tax  required,  and  that  to  lower  the  tax  would 
insure  the   collection   of   the   revenue   due   the  State. 

In  regard  to  this  proposition,  your  committee  took  it  under  con- 
sideration, and  made  an  investigation  of  the  year  1880,  when  the 
tax  was  150,  $70  and  $100,  in  proportion  to  the  population  of  the 
town  in  which  the  dealer  was  located,  and  find  that  in  ISSO  we  had 
3,071  dealers  in  liquor,  and  to  make  the  average  at  $70  would  make 
an  amount  due  the  State  of  $210,970,  and  we  collected  only  $75,- 
820.18,  leaving  the  amount  due  the  State  and  uncollected  $135,149.83 
for  one  yesir.  These  figures  demonstrate  the  fact  that  it  is  not  the 
high   tax  that  is  now  required  by  law  that  causes   these  discrepancies. 

Your  committee  would  state  that  so  far  as  East  Tennessee  is  in- 
volved in  the  this  report,  we  do  not  regard  h^r  interest  as  complete. 
It  was  assigned  the  Committee  on  Charitable  Institutions  to  procure 
from  Internal  Revenue  books  a  list  of  all  dealers  in  East  Tennessee, 
The  list  furnished  us  we  have  found  to  be  incomplete,  as  numbers 
of  the  Clerks  from  that  portion  of  the  State  show  in  their  reports 
to   us. 

Your  committee  is  pleased  to  know  that  the  Finance  Committee 
has  taken  under  advisement  the  law  relative  to  the  collection  of  State 
privilege  tax,   and  has    provided   a    more    efficient   law,    with  penalty 
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sufficient  to  insure  justice  to  the  honest  'dealers  by  forcing  those  wha 
are  disposed  to  act  dishonestly  to  pay  the   revenue   due   the  State.

J.  W.  Ship  wash  and  Miller  &  Lee  failed  to  pay  State  tax;  Clerk  reports  to 
usthat  J.  W.  Shipwash  is  a  resident  of  Roane  county. 

BEDFORD. 

Bedford  county  we  find  with  twenty-five  who  procured  United  States 
internal  revenue  license,  thirteen  of  whom  paid  State  tax  to  the  amount 
of  $1,575,  for  1884.  Those  who  failed  to  pay  are  as  follovfs  :  Evans  &

Bradley  county  contained  tweh'^e  parties  who  procured  internal  reve- 
nue licenses  as  retail  dealers,  five  of  whom  paid  State  tax  to  the  amount 
of  $750.  Those  failing  to  pay  were :  J.  W.  Cates,  Charleston  ;  E.  R.

Un- 
der the  late  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  w^e  regard  tliem  as  liable  for 
tax.  We  omit  giving  names  in  this  county,  as  all  in  this  business  have 
failed  to  pay.

Chester  county  we  find  with  two  dealers  for  1884,located  at  Mifflin,  who 
have  paid  $150  for  State  tax. 

CHEATHAM. 

Cheatham  county  we  find  with  four  dealers,  L.  E.  Harris  &  Co.,  near 
Ashland  City;  W.  E.  Lesley,  Ashland  City,  and  J.  M.  Stewart,  who  have 
paid  for  one  quarter,  each  $37.50.  Williams  &  Elliott,  of  the  same  town, 
paid  no  State  tax. 

CANNON. 

Cannon  county,  in  1884,  had  eleven  whisky  dealers,  and  paid  |450.  The 
clerk  makes  no  report  from  this  county,  and  who  the  delinquents  are  we 
are  unable  to  tell.

Coeke  county  we  find  with  nine  dealers,  six  of  whom  have  paid  $348.75. 
The  three  delinquents  are  A,  J.  Willard  &  Co.,  M,  D.  Clavenger,  Bibae; 
A.  D.  Brakes,  Bridgeport.  The  clerk,  in  his  report,  states  that  some  of 
the  parties  who  took  out  whiskey  license  in  1884  have  not  yet  paid  ;  others 
have  paid  since  the  first  of  January,  1885.

Crockett  county,  on  examination,  is  found  to  have  had  fifteen  dealers, 
fourteen  of  whom  have  paid  $1,537.50.  The  one  delinquent  is  J.  A.  Mid- 
land, Gadsden.

cured  United  States  internal  revenue  license  as  retail  liquor  dealers  for 
the  year  1884,  that  have  failed  to  pay  State  tax.  Forty-eight  of  these,  we 
find,  are  doing  business  outside  of  the  incorporated  limits  of  Nashville, 
and  are  selling  in  violation  of  the  four-mile  law.  Twenty- five  others  are 
druggists,  and  claim  that  they  are  not  liable  under  the  law.  Numbers  of 
others  the  Clerk  did  not  know  were  selling  ;  and  five,  who  took  out  Uni- 
ted States  internal  revenue  license  to  sell  on  steamboats  at  this  point, 
deny  selling  here.  Your  committee  regard  this  county  due  the  State, 
under  a  strict  construction  of  the  law,  about  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 
We  are  aware  that  those  selling  in  violation  of  the  four-mile  law  could 
not  procure  State  license  ;  but  they  should  be  indicted  and  fined  heavily 
and  forced  within  the  city  limits,  or  to  close  their  houses.  Laws  are 
usually  enacted  in  good  faith,  and  citizens  ought  to  observe  a  strict  ad- 
herence to  them  ;  and  w^hen  violated,  they  certainly  should  be  punished. 

DICKSON. 

Dickson  county  we  find  with  thirteen  dealers  in  1884,  eight  of  whom 
paid  State  revenue  to  the  amount  of  $675.  The  five  delinquents  are  J.  J. 
Adcock,  Bon  Aqua  ;  Hensler  &■  Coleman,  Dickson  ;  J.  H.  Eleaser,  Byrne  ; 
Oakley  &  Auldrid,  White  Blufi*;  John  B.  Books,  Binewood.  The  Clerk 
reports  that  some  of  the  above  parties  deny  selling,  and  some  broke  be- 
fore he  could  collect  State  tax. 

FAYETTE. 

Fayette  county  we  find  with  thirty  dealers,  who  have  paid  $3,525,  a 
good  collection  and  a  good  Clerk. 

FENTBESS. 

Fentress  county  we  find  with  three  dealers  in  1884,  one  of  whom  paid 
$75  State  tax.  H.  Harris,  Allerdt,  and  J.  L.  Lapsley,  Jamestown,  paid 
nothing.  These  parties  have  applied  for  State  license  for  this  year,  but 
paid  nothing  for  1884,  so  reports  the  Clerk. 

FBANKLIN. 

Franklin  county  we  find  with  twelve  dealers,  five  of  whom  paid  1450 
State  revenue.  The  delinquents  are  L.  M.  Beard,  at  two  points  in  Alto  ; 
Grant  &  Crawford,  near  Maxwell ;  Long  &  Walker,  Sewanee  ;  L  Vangant, 
Jr.,  near  Winchester;  Thomas  B.  Walker,  Sewanee,  and  W.  B.  Yar- 
brough,  Winchester,  all  of  whom  paid  no  tax  to  the  State. 

GIBSON. 

The  county  of  Gibson  had,  in  1884,  thirty-three  liquor  dealers,  thirty  of 
whom  paid  State  tax  to  the  amount  of  $2,700.  There  were  three  delin- 
quents, who  are  E.  E.  Blankenship  and  W.  T.  Breston,  Milan,  and  John 
M.  Eives,  Trenton.  The  latter  is  said  by  the  Clerk  to  be  a  clerk  for  T.  B. 
Jones,  of  Trenton,  but  your  committee  see  no  reason  why  Mr  Rives 
should  have  procured  United  States  ioternal  revenue  license  as  a  retail 
liquor  dealer  if  he  is  only  clerking  for  another  party,  and  is  not  engaged 
jn  business  himself. 
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GILES. 

Giles  county  we  find  with  twenty-four  dealers  in  1884,  tweoty-three  of 
whom  paid  State  tax,  to  the  amount  of  $2,625.  The  one  delinquent  Is 
the  Sumpter  Drug  Company,  Pulaski,  which  w^e  regard  as  liable  for  State 
^ax  under  the  law  of  1883.  They  procured  United  States  license  as  retail 
liquor  dealers. 

GRAINGER. 

Grainger  county  we  find  with  four  dealers,  who  have  paid  State  tax  to 
the  amount  reported  by  the  Clerk  of  $262.50.     . 

GREENE. 

Greene  county  we  find  with  six  dealers,  all  of  whom  have  paid  State 
tax. 

GRUNDY. 

Grundy  county  we  find  with  eight  dealers,  five  of  whom  paid  $450. 
The  delinquents  are  Campbell  &  Kilgar  and  Clay  &  Co.,  Pelham,  and  W 
B.  Nevil  &  Co.,  near  PeJham. 

HAMBLEN. 

Hamblen  county  has  thirteen  dealers,  who  have  paid  State  tax  to  the 
amount  of  $900.    All  dealers  in  this  county  have  paid  some  tax. 

HAMILTON. 

Hamilton  coiyity  we  find  had,  in  1884,  ninety-seven  dealers  in  whiskey, 
eighty-one  of  whom  have  paid  $11,043.  The  sixteen  delinquents  are  as 
follows:  M.  S.  Black  &  Co.,  Chattanooga  Ice  and  Beer  Company,  E.  J. 
Collins,  F.  M.  Coleman,  P.  W.  Dwyer,  Frank  Eastman,  A.  B.  Gilliland, 
J.  L.  Gaston  &  Bro.,  Gaston,  Hale  &  Co.,  Peters  &  Berry,  Alfred  Patter- 
sou,  S.  M.  Rosser  &  Co.,  Geo.  Shaffer,  W.  H.  Shaffer  and  J.  W.  Vetter,  all 
of  Chattanooga.  Geo.  Shaffer,  the  Clerk  reports,  has  paid  since  Christ- 
mas. Some  of  the  above  firms  are  reported  as  druggists,  and  they  claim 
that  they  are  not  liable  under  the  law. 

HOUSTON. 

Houston  county  we  find  with  sixteen  whiskey  dealers  for  1884,  iiYe  of 
whom  have  paid  only  one  quarter  each,  the  remaining  eleven  who  have 
failed  to  pay  their  State  tax,  or  any  part  of  it,  are  Brown  &  Darden,  W. 
P.  Campbell,  A.  J.  Dardin,  Charles  S.  Hunson,  W.  McKnight,  all  of  Dan- 
ville;  Jos.  Newberry,  V.  A.  Stone  and  J.  C.  Willet,  of  Erin,  Patterson  & 
Cathey,  Magnolia,  and  Wright  <fc  Bro.,  of  McEwen.  This  county  is  far 
behind  in  its  collections. 

HARDIN. 

Hardin  county  has  two  dealers,  who  have  paid  nothing  to  the  State. 
They  are  Hardin,  Donoho  &  Baker  and  W.  E.  Hughes,  of  Savannah. 
The  Clerk  claims  that  both  parties  took  out  United  States  license,  but  if 
they  ever  sold  any  whiskey  he  was  not  aware  of  it. 
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HAWKINS. 

Hawkins  county  we  find  with  thirteen  United  States  licensed  dealers, 
but  five  of  whom  have  paid  State  tax,  and  some  of  them  for  only  one 
quarter.  The  amount  paid  is  ^375.  The  delinquents  are  Eliza  Ann 
Byrnes,  Rogersville  ;  William  Green,  at  two  points  at  Lee  Valley  ;  Rich- 
ard Wilmouth,  New  Canton;  H.  Watterson,  Rothwood ;  Henry  Mares, 
Fisher's  Creek  ;  F.  S.  Vaughn,  War  Gap;  John  W.  Steele  (blind),  Fisher's 
Creek.  The  Clerk  reports  that  he  has  issued  warrants  for"  some  of  the 
parties,  and  doubtless  will  collect  some  State  tax. 

HANCOCK. 

Hancock  county  we  find  with  fifteen  dealers  in  whiskey,  or  at  least 
that  number  procured  United  States  revenue  license  as  retail  dealers^ 
none  of  whom  have  paid  State  tax.  Their  names  and  post-offices  are  as 
follows:  Joe  Collins,  Mulberry  Gap;  Larkins  &  Mullins,  MuUins  &  Lar- 
kins,  Mulberry  Gap  ;  John  Mullins,  Sneedville  ;  Wm.  Riley,  Kyle's  Ford; 
Scales  &  Legear,  Kyle's  Ford  ;  F.  S.  Vaughn,  Upper  Clinch  ;  G.  S.  Ball, 
Alan  thus  Hill ;  W.  A.  Jones,  Luther  ;  John  Mills,  in  two  places;  A.  Mont- 
gomery, Meadowfield;  Scales  &  Legear,  Hancock,  and  Scales  &  Legear, 
Alanthus  Hill.  The  County  Clerk  reports  that  he  has  issued  distress  war- 
rants and  moved  against  some  of  the  above  parties,  but  so  far  has  failed 
to  collect  any  revenue  for  the  State. 

HARDEMAN. 

Hardeman  county  we  find  with  twenty-nine  dealers  for  1884,  twenty- 
seven  of  whom  paid  State  tax  to  the  amount  of  $2,802.50.  The  two  de- 
linquents are  T.  H.  Smith,  Toons,  and  F.  G.  Trousdale,  Saulsbury. 

HAYWOOD. 

Haywood  county  we  find  with  twenty-four  dealers.  Twenty-three  have 
paid  State  tax  to  the  amount  of  $1,912.50.  The  one  delinquent  is  W.  L. 
Lee,  Rudolph. 

HENDERSON. 

We  have  no  report  from  the  Clerk  of  Henderson  county,  but  find  that 
ten  persons  were  engaged  in  the  liquor  business  in  1884,  and  only  paid 
$275  State  tax.  At  the  lowest  estimate  they  should  have  paid  $1,000.  The 
largest  number  of  them,  of  course,  have  failed  to  pay. 

HENRY. 

We  ha  vre  no  report  from  the  Clerk  of  Henry  couuty,  but  find  eleven 
dealers  in  the  county  in  1884,  who  paid  State  revenue  to  the  amount  of 
$1,275. 

HICKMAN. 

The  Clerk  of  Hickman  county  makes  no  report,  but  we  find  six  dealers,, 
who  paid  only  $300  to  the  State. 
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Humphreys  county  sends  report.  We  find  seven  dealers.  The  report 
shows  five  have  paid  State  revenue  to  the  amount  of  $337.50.  J.  T.  Le- 
nox, Waverly,  cind  J..H.  Skelton,  are  the  delhiquents  who  failed  to  pay 
State  tax. 

JOHNSON. 

Johnson  county  we  find  with  four  dealers,  only  one  of  whom  paid, 
$37.50.  .7.0,  Duger,  Stamp  Knob;  T.  N.  Hawkins,  Shaw's  X  Koads  ; 
J.  C.  Ketchenman,  Iron  Valley,  are  the  delinquent  -parties  from  this 
county. 

JACKSON. 

Jackson  county  has  seven  dealers,  six  of  whom  have  paid  $27g.50,  five 
of  the  six  only  paying  for  one  quarter.  J.  E.  Minor,  Gainsboro,  is  re- 
ported as  not  having  paid  State  tax. 

JEFFERSON. 

Jefiferson  county  we  find  with  six  dealer;--,  and  they  have  paid  $600  into 
the  State  treasury  in  1884. 

JAMES. 

There  were  no  liquor  dealers  in  James  county  in  1884. 

KNOX. 

Knox  couDty  we  find  with  seventy  wbiskej^  dealers  in  1884,  fifty-one  of 
whom  paid  State  tax  to  the  amount  of  $7,435.  There  are  nineteen  delin- 
quents. Most  all  the  delinquent  parties  in  this  county  are  parties  who 
take  out  United  States  revenue  license  to  do  business  at  two  or  three  dif- 
ferent points,  and  then  only  pay  State  l:een?;e  for  doing  business  at  one 
point.  Conner,  Ogle  &  Depew,  Eagan  &  Sehuernon,  J.  W.  Harp,  Rogers 
&  Perry,  Chamberlin,  Sanford  &  Albers,  J.  W.  vSlocum,  Lewis  Seilag, 
Knoxville,  are  delinquent.  The  rest  of  the  delinquent  parties  are  as 
above  stated. 

LOUDON. 

Loudon  county  reports  five  dealers,  w4io  have  paid  into  the  State  treas- 
ury, for  1884,  $618.70. 

LAKE. 

Lake  county  we  find  with  five  dealer^:^^,  four  of  whom  have  paid  State 
tax  to  the  amount  of  $262.50.  The  one  delinquent  is  Bill  Rill,  Ten 
Broeck. 

LAUDERDALE. 

Lauderdale  county  we  find  with  thirteen  dealers,  twelve  of  whom  ])aid 
State  tax  to  the  amount  of  $1,725.  The  delinquent  is  J.  G.  Collin^,  Dur- 
hamville. 
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LAWRENCE. 

L^.wreiice  county  we  find  with  eight  dealers,  five  of  whom  paid  State 
tax  to  the  amount  of  $375.  The  delinquent  parties  are  Barlver  Bros.,  Lo- 
vette;  Bryty  &  Davidson,  Lawreneeburg,  and  W.  A.  Cleveland,  Lovette. 
The  Clerk  states  that  if  the  above  named  gentlemen  sold  whiskey  in  1884, 
he  had  no  knowledge  of  it ;  but  we  find  their  names  on  the  internal  rev- 
enue books  as  liquor  dealers. 

LEWIS. 

Lewis  county  had  no  liquor  dealers  in  ]884. 

LINCOLN. 

The  Clerk  from  Lincoln  county  makes  no  report.  This  county  has  six- 
teen  dealers,  which  should  average  $100  each.  They  have  paid  to  the 
amount  of  $1,012.50. 

MARION. 

Marion  county  has  four  whiskey  dealers.  The  Count^^  Court  Clerk's  re- 
port shows  that  A.  J.  Paine,  of  Jasper,  paid  State  license,  $150,  and  that 
he  had  a  boat  of  x4..  A.  Avery's  attached,  and  was  endeavoring  to  make 
the  tax.  L.  O.  McGee  died  recently,  insolvent,  and  A.  F.  Snell  left  the 
county  sometime  last  summer,  and  is  now  a  resident  of  Chattanooga. 
The  Clerk  states  that  the  amount  collected,  $150,  he  paid  to  the  State's 
Attorney,  and  has  his  receipt. 

MARSHALL. 

Marshall  county  has  ten  whiskey  dealers  who  procured  United  States 
internal  revenue  license  fpr  1884.  Tiie  Clerk  in  his  report  shows  collec- 
tions made  to  the  amount  of  $900,  all  having  paid  State  tax  except  Chad- 
weil  &  Louden,  of  Cochran,  Tenu.,  who  claim  not  to  be  dealers,  yet  they 
procured  United  States  license  as  retail  whiskey  dealers. 

MAURY. 

Maury  county  has  tbirt3''-seven  whiskey  dealers.  The  Clerk  in  his  re- 
port shows  a  collection  of  State  reverjue  to  the  amount  of  $3,075.  Mr.  A. 
B.  H.  Allen,  of  Santa  Fe,  claims  that  he  does  not  sell  liquor.  Messrs.  G. 
P.  Hiilard  &  Co.,  whose  names  appear  twice  on  the  internal  revenue  books 
as  selling  whiskey  in  Columbia,  are  not  known  by  the  Clerk,  also  L.  E.L. 
Williams,  of  Mt.  Pleasant,  is  unknown.  Joseph  Towler  and  W.  P.  Wool- 
ridge,  of  Columbia,  claim  to  be  druggists,  and  not  liable.  Your  commit- 
tee would  state  that  the  five  above  named  firms  took  out  internal  revenue 
license  as  retail  liquor  dealers,  and  it  appears  strange  that  these  men 
would  jjrocure  United  States  license,  at  a  considerable  cost,  if  tbey  are  not 
engaged  in  the  sale  of  whiskey. 

MADJSON. 

Madison  county  has  forty-one  dealers  in  licj[Uor,  thirty  of  whom  have 
paid  State  license  to  the  amount  of  $3,287.50.  The  Clerk  reports  that  H. 
E.  Bark  retired  from  business  in  March,  1884,  yet  your  eommittqe  find 
that  he  procured  United  States  license  in  May,  1884,  to  retail  liquor.    The 
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Clerk  further  states  that  T.  B.  Collins  is  not  in  his  county  ;  yet  the  reve- 
nue books  show  that  he  is  engaged  in  business  near  Brownsville,  thougn 
he  is  located  in  Madison  county  ;  also,  that  J.  B.  Caradin,  of  Jackson,  did 
no  business  in  1884,  yet  the  interna)  revenue  books  show  he  took  out 
United  States  license  in  May,  1884,  as  a  retail  liquor  dealer.  Your  com- 
mittee find  that  the  Jackson  Ice  Company  took  out  United  States  license 
last  May  as  retail  liquor  dealers,  but  the  Clerk  states  that  if  they  t^^ndle 
whiskey  he  is  not  aware  of  it.  The  Clerk  further  states  that  M.  Kohn 
and  S.  Mitchell  &  Co.  are  not  in  the  whiskey  trade,  yet  both  firms  pro- 
cured United  States  license  as  retail  liquor  dealers  in  May,  1884.  Billy 
Ward  and  J.  J.  Jones,  of  Jackson,  are  not  known,  though  they  are  re- 
corded as  taking  out  United  States  license.  s 

MORGAN. 
IMorgan  county  has  n^e  dealers  in  whiskey,  four  of  whom  have  paid 
$375.  The  one  delinquent  is  J.  L.  Mathi^,  Arnot.  The  report  from  the 
County  Court  Clerk  of  Morgan  county  shows  that  J.  D.  Kreis,  of  Wart- 
burg,  paid  State  license  for  one  quarter,  January  ist,  and  paid  the  next 
quarter  August  1st,  showing  that  there  is  one  quarter,  beginning  April 
1st,  unaccounted  for.  The  Clerk  states,  however,  that  the  reports  to  the 
Comptroller  show  amounts  forwarded  which  do  not  appear  on  his  books. 

MONROE. 

Monroe  county,  according  to  list  furnished  us  by  Internal  Revenue  Col- 
lector for  East  Tennessee,  has  six  whiskey  dealers.  The  Clerk's  report 
shows  that  three  parties  named  in  said  list  are  not  in  Monroe  county,  and 
that  the  remaining  three  have  paid  their  State  tax  as  the  law  requires. 
The  amount  reported  to  have  been  collected  is  $337.50.  N.  P.  Bacon,  of 
Philadelphia,  also  J.  F.  Home,  of  the  same  place,  and  H.  S.  King  &  Bro., 
Harbison's  X  Roads,  are  doubtless  located  in  some  other  county. 

-McNAIRY. 

McNairy  county  has  three  dealers,  all  of  whom  have  paid  one  quarter 
each  for  1884,  $112.50. 

MOORE. 

Moore  county  has  five  retail  liquor  dealers,  four  of  whom  have  paid 
$2612.50,  The  Clerk  reports  Mr.  J.  T.  Motlow,  Lynchburg,  as  having  paid 
nothing. 

M0NTC40MERY. 

Montgomery  we  find  with  thirty-one  dealers,  nineteen  of  whom  have 
paid  State  tax  to  the  amount  of  $2,287.50.  The  Clerk  reports  that  W.  C. 
Hester,  F.  Holleran,  Lockart  &  Reynolds,  Lehman  &  Co.,  Robt.  McCor- 
mic,  F.  Meurer  &  Bro.,  Owen  &  Moore,  Mike  Slattery,  S.  B.  Stewart,  J.  C. 
Stratford  and  Annie  Sullivan,  all  of  Clarksvilie,  and  J.  L.  Nolen,  of 
Shiloh — twelve  parties  who  iDrocured  United  States  license  as  retail  li- 
quor dealers  for  1884 — paid  nothing  to  the  State.  The  Clerk  gives  no  ex- 
cuse for  any  of  them,  or  why  the  collection  of  State  tax  has  not  been 
made. 
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MACON. 

Macon  county  had  one  dealer  in  1884,  who  did  business  from  April  5th 
to  July  5th,  and  paid  $37.50. 

McMINiY. 

No  report  from  the  Clerk  of  McMinn  county.  We  find  that  six  dealers 
procured  internal  license  for  1884,  and  Comptroller's  books  show  only 
$300  collected.  We  have  estimated  the  six  dealers  due  the  State  imder 
the  law  S750,  making  the  delinquency  $450, 

MEIGS. 

Meigs  county  has  one  dealer,  who  paid  nothing  into  the  treasury  of  the 
State.  We  charge  the  county  up  with  $150,  as  we  received  no  report 
from  the  Clerk. 

OBION. 

From  Obion  county  we  ha\^e  received  no  report  from  the  Clerk.  There 
were  thirty-four  whiskey  dealeis  in  Obion  county  in  1884,  whom  we 
charge  up  as  due  the  State,  $3,600.  The  amount  paid  is  $2,925,  leaving 
balance  due  from  dealers,  $675. 

OVERTON. 

Overton  county  has  ^ve  liquor  dealers,  three  of  whom  have  paid  $150. 
David  Smith  and  W.  P.  Windle  paid  no  tax.  The  Clerk  also  informs  us 
that  J.  C.  Wilson  owes  him  $75  State  tax  on  privilege  license  to  sell 
whiskey,  and  that  he  will  collect  and  send  shortly  to  the  Comptroller.

REPORT. 

From  the  Joint  Committee  to  examine  into  the  management 
of  the  State  Prison  and  branches  : 
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Mr.  Speaker — The  joint  select  committee  appointed  to  inves- 
tigate the  charges  specified  in  Senate  and  House  Joint  Eesolntions 
herewith  filed,  marked  A,  B  and  C,  have  discharged  the  duties 
assigned  them.  They  have  made  a  careful  personal  inspection  of 
the  various  prisons  embraced  in  said  resolutions,  and  a  patient  and 
laborious  investigation  of  said  charges,  have  taken  the  depositions 
of  all  witnesses  within  their  reach,  and  have  availed  themselves  of  all 
other  sources  of  information  at  their  command,  including  the  tes- 
timony in  the  Banner  libel  suit  in  the  Criminal  Court  at  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  and  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report,  accom- 
panied by  the  proof  upon  which  their  report  is  predicated,  for  the 
consideration  of  the  General  Assembly  : 

1.  We  report  that  the  charge  of  fraud  and  collusion  on  the  part 
of  the  present  lessees  in  obtaining  said  lease  is  wholly  unfounded, 
and  the  evidence  of  the  witnesses  examined,  embracing  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State,  the  late  Secretary  of  State,  the  late  Treasurer  of 
the  State,  and  Comptroller  Pickard,  fail,  in  our  opinion,  to  raise  a 
suspicion  of  fraud  and  collusion  in  obtaining  said  lease  of  the  State 
prison, 

2.  We  find  from  all  the  proof  in  the  record  that  the  lessees  have, 
up  to  this  time,  complied  in  perfect  good  iaith  with  ail  the  require- 
ments of  the  Act  of  1883;  they  have  been  punctual  in  their  pay- 
ments of  the  lease  monies,  and  have  at  all  times  promptly  honored 
all  requisitions  of  the  wardens  and  surgeons  of  the  various  prisons 
for  food,  clothing,  medicines  and  hospital  supplies,  whether  such 
supplies  were  embraced  in  their  contract  of  lease  or  otherwise. 

3.  From  a  personal  inspection  of  the  main  prison  they  report 
they  found  everything  therein  in  good  condition,  and  the  convicts 
as  comfortable  as  the  construction  of  the  buildings  would  admit. 

4.  They  find  from  all  the  proof  in  the  record  that  the  specifica- 
tion that  dead  bodies  of  convicts  are,  or  have  been,  sold  or  given 
to  medical  colleges  or  medical  students  for  the  purpose  of  dissec- 
tion, is  absolutely  without  foundation.  The  whole  proof  conclu- 
sively establishes  the  fact  that  the  bodies  of  dead  convicts  not 
claimed  by  relatives  are  dressed  in  citizens'  clothing  by  order  of  the 
Governor,  are  neatly  coffined  and  interred  in  a  public  cemetery,  the 
Governor  having  issued  orders  that  all  convicts  who  died  while  in 
prison  ''  should  have  a  decent,  Christian  burial.^'  And  Messrs. 
Cherry,  Morrow  &  Co.,  lessees  of  the  main  branch  prison,  have 
filed  with  the  committee  a  receipt  of  the  sexton  for  each  and  every 
convict  who  has  died  in  said  prison  for  the  last  two  years,  ;^hich 
certificates  constitute  a  part  of  the  proof  in  this  investigation. 

5.  We  report  that  the  convicts  in  this  prison  are  well  fed  and 
comfortably  clothed,  their  food  is  as  good  as  the  markets  afford,  and 
such  as  is  used  by  some  of  the  best  families  of  Nashville,  and  they 
have  as  much  of  it  as  they  "desire.     They  are  treated  as  kindly  and 
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iumanely  as  a  proper  enforcement  of  the  law  and  the  discipline  of 
the  prisons  admit.  Corporal  punishment  has  been  inflicted'on  the 
convicts  from  time  to  time  by  authority  of  the  warden  or  his  assist- 
ant under  a  general  rule  of  the  prison  inspectors  made  for  his  guid- 

aace.  Such  has  been  the  custom  in  the  prison  for  many  years,  but 
the  Supreme  Court  has  recently  held  in  6th  and  8th  Lea  reports 
that  the  inspectors  must  give  the  order  in  each  individual  case. 
This  decision  was  rendered,  however,  before  the  Act  of  1883,  mak- 
ing the  present  lease,  in  a  work-house  case  in  which  the  question 
was  not  presented  in  the  record.  The  committee  are  almost  unani- 
mously of  the  opinion  that  corporal  punishment  is  essential  to  a 
proper  discipline  of  the  prison,  but  should  always  be  administered 
with  caution  and  in  moderation,  as  the  proof  shows,  is  done  in  this 
prison.  It  is  utterly  unpracticable  for  the  present  board  of  inspec- 
tors to  make  monthly  visits  to  the  branch  prisons  and  perform 
their  other  more  important  and  responsible  duties,  but  under  the 
rulings  of  the  Supreme  Court  they  are  required  to  be  present  and 
give  the  order  for  the  inflictiou  of  corporal  punishment  in  each  in- 
dividual case.  Your  committee  therciore  recommend  the  creation 
o[  the  office  of  pri^;on  inspector  clothed  with  all  the  powers  and 
duties  oi  the  present  board  and  placed  under  the  same  obligations, 
otherwise  we  deem  it  utterly  impracticable  to  preserve  the  proper 
discipline  in  our  State  prisons. 

6.  The  charge  that  male  and  female  convicts  have  access  to  each 
other  is  fully  refuted  by  all  of  the  proof  taken  on  that  charge. 

7.  The  specification  that  sodomy  is  common  and  notorious  in  this 
prison,  and  is  permitted  by  the  officials,  is  equally  unfounded.  The 
only  ground  we  have  found  in  support  of  this  charge  is  the  report 
of  vague  conversations  among  convicts.  The  proof,  however,  is 
abundant  that  under  a  vigilant  and  searching  investigation  made  by 
the  prison  officials,  under  a  system  of  rewards  offi^red  by  the  warden 
for  the  discovery  of  such  crimes,  not  a  single  case  has  been  de- 
tected, and  we  are  satisfied  that  if  the  custom  prevails  at  all  it  is 
not  within  the  knowledge  of  any  of  the  officers  of  the  prisons. 

8.  The  shooting  of  the  convict,  Ctesar  White,  under  the  direc- 
tion and  in  the  presence  of  the  board  of  inspectors,  some  of  the 
committee  think,  might  probably  have  been  avoided.  At  the  same 
time  they  find  muoh  in  the  record  in  this  investigation  to  impress 
them  with  the  belief  that,  if  the  officers  had  not  acted  promptly  on 
that  occasion,  much  [rouble  and  perhaps  more  bloodshed  would  have 
ensued,  as  the  proof  disclosed  said  convict  to  have  been  a  powerful, 
reckless  and  desperate  man,  and  armed  with  a  dangerous  weapon, 
and  was  so  situated  that  he  could  not  be  approached  except  in  front. 
For  a  more  satisfactory  solution  of  this  question,  we  respectfully 
refer  to  the  proof  on  this  point. 

9.  We  report  the  prison  officials  have  not  observed  the  law  which 
requires  an  inquest,   by  a  justice  of  the  peace,  on  every  deceased 
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convict.     The  law  we  regard  as  a  wise  one,  and  we  insist  upon  its 
execution. 

10.  We  find  the  board  of  prison  inspectors  have  not  observed  the 
statnte  requiring  them  to  visit  the  prisons  monthly,  having  only 
visited  the  branch  prisons  once,  and  but  seldom  the  main  prison  ; 
and  further,  the  statute  requiring  the  warden  to  furnish  such  books 
for  oaoral  training  as  the  inspectors  may  recommend,  has'inot  been 
observed.  The  inspectors,  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  have  made  no 
such  recommendation;  but  the  warden,  the  lessees  and  other  citi- 
zens have  furnished  the  meagre  library  of  the  penitentiary.  The 
only  moral  instruction  the  convicts  have,  besides  re^ular^preachingj 
is  through  the  medium  of  a  large  and  growing  Sabbath-school,  con- 
ducted by  Christian  ladies  aod  gentlemen  of  this  city,  with  the 
zealons  co-operation  of  the  warden. 

Bulieving  that  this  report  responds  fully  to  the  points  raised  by 
the  resolutions,  it  is  respectfully  submitted  to  the  General  As- 
sembly.

We  next  visited  Tracy  City,  and  made  a  personal  inspection  of 
the  stockade  and  mines,  and  took  the  proof  of  a  number  of  wit- 
nesses. 

We  found  a  large  and  well  arranged  stockade,  affording  room  for 
a  large  number  ox  convicts,  with  comfortable  cells  aod  good  hospital 
accommodations.  From  what  we  could  see  and  elicit  from  proof 
taken,  the  prisoners  have  sufficient  food,  but  are  not  us  comfortably 
clad  as  they  should  be,  the  fabric  of  their  clothing  being  composed 
mainly  of  cottonade  too  light  for  winter  use.  There  is  a  well  of 
pure  water  within  the  enclosure,  sufficient  for  the  use  of  the  prison; 
a  good  bath-room,  with  all  the  appliances  necessary  for  bathing 
purposes,  save  a  heating  apparatus  for  winter  bathing. 

The  sexes  in  the  present  stockade  have  no  access  to  each  other. 
The  proof  developes  the  fact  that  they  had  in  the  old  prison,  as 
two  or  three  children  were  the  result  of  such  connection,  but  none 
since  their  removal  to  the  new  prisoa,  built  by  the  lessees  at  a  cost 
of  about  $20,000.  They  are  furnished  with  sufficient  food  and 
seasonable  vegetables,  as  required  by  law,  but  are  not  as  comfort- 
ably clothed  as  they  should  be. 

The  hospital  we  found  clean  and  comfortable  and  well  ventilated 
and  supplied  with  all  necessary  medicines  ;  the  surgeon  we  found  to 
be  kind  aod  attentive  to  his  patients,  and  he  informed  us  that  the 
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lessees  promptly  furnished  every  thing  he  required  of  them  in  the 
way  of  supplies  for  the  sick.  Disinfectants,  we  were  informed,  and 
the  proof  shows^  are  freely  used,  and  the  excrement  of  the  prison 
promptly  removed.  We  found  a  large  and  beautiful  lake  near  the 
prison  from  which  at  rare  intervals  the  prison  has  to  resort  for 
cooking  purposes  ;  the  lake,  the  prooi  shows,  is  never  stagnant;  it  is 
fed  by  a  spring  and  its  water  looks  pure  and  fresh,  but  there  is  a 
drainage  from  the  point  where  the  excrement  falls  into  a  cart  inside 
the  stockade  to  a  ravine  some  distance  above  the  lake  that  empties 
into  the  lake,  but  we  think  from  the  small  amount  of  excrement 
that  reaches  the  ground,  not  a  sufficient  quantity  empties  into  the 
lake  ol  such  h.rge  volume  and  continuous  flow  of  water,  to  render 
the  same  impure.  The  proof  discloses  the  further  fact  that  it  often 
hap})eued  that  convicts  returned  frocii  the  mines  with  their  feet  and 
legs  wet,  and  many  of  them  are  locked  up  in  their  cells  in  that  con- 
dition, and  not  having  a  chane;e  oi  clothing,  have  to  sleep  in  wet 
clothes,  a  thino;  which  we  think  ought  never  to  occur  again,  and  the 
committee  recommend  that  all  convicts  in  the  branch  prisons  be 
supplied"  with  two  suits  of  clothing,  that  they  may  change  on  their 
return  from  the  mines  to  the  prisons.  We  found  the  law  maki;ig 
bathing  compulsory,  was  not  complied  with. 

We  further  report  that  Warden  DeWitt  Carter,  son  of  superinten- 
dent Carter,  and  appointed  by  him  in  violation  of  law,  was  the  secret 
partner  of  one  Sam  Jones,  contractor  for  furnishing  supplies  for 
the  prisoners,  a  position  unlawail  io  itself  and  antagoaistic  to  his 
duties  as  warden  ;  other  selections  of  the  superintendent  were  fouod 
occupying  different  positions  in  said  prison  ;  some  of  the  o-uards 
were  never  sworn  as  the  law  require-;  in  fact,  either  from  ignorance 
of  the  lav7  or  a  disregard  of  its  requirements,  the  prison  seems  to 
have  been  conducted  in  a  very  loose  and  unsatisfactory    manner. 

We  fuiher  report  that  the  proof  taken  by  us  discloses  the  fact 
that  two  or  three  of  the  convicts  were  cruelly  and  inhumanly  treated 
by  warden  Carter. 

SODOMY. 

As  to  the  crime  of  sodomy,  the  proof  of  conversations  among  the 
convicKs  created  a  siispicicai  tiiat  it  prevailed  to  some  extent  in"  this 
prison,  contrary  to  the  rules  ot  this  institution  and  the  positive  or- 
ders ot  the  warden. 

We  found  several  patients  in  this  hospital,  two  of  whom,  the  sur- 
geon informed  us,  were  in  the  last  stagesof  consumption  ;  we  also 
found  a  large  number  of  what  are  termed  dead  heads— not  able  to 
work  and  not  sick  enough  to  entr-r  the  hospital. 

The  wings  in  which  the  prisoners  sleep  are  well  constructed,  well 
ventilated,  and  so  arranged  in  case  oi  lire  that  the  inmates  can  be 
turned  into  the  campus  or  stockade  in  a  very  few  minutes. 

We  failed  to  discover  anything  in  or  around  the  premises  to  ren- 
der it  unhealthly. 
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We  are  informed  by  the  engineer  of  the  mines  that  they  are  now 
entirely  dry,  and  for  farther  information  on  this  point,  we  refer  to 
his  map  of  the  mines  and  deposition,  herewith  filed  and  made  a  part 
of  this  report.  We  report  further,  that  we  found  a  convict  woman, 
Mrs.  Lincks,  sentenced  to  three  years^  confinement  in  the  peniten- 
tiary at  hard  labor,  living  at  a  private  house  in  Tracy  City,  no  work 
havins:  been  assigned  her,  and  nothing  to  indicate  that  she  was  a 
convicted  felon  except  the  form  of  a  guard  stationed  near  the  resi- 
dence. The  committee  brought  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Prisons  and  ordered  her  placed  within  the  stockade 
and  assigned  work  as  other  convicts  are  compelled  to  do,  and  the 
committee  has  been  since  informed  that  their  recommendations  have 
been  carried  out  and  complied  with. 

As  to  the  charge  of  working  of  privsoners  on  Sunday,  the  proof 
shows  that  some  of  the  convicts  have  been  worked  on  Sunday,  not 
by  order  of  the  warden  or  lessees,  but  of  their  own  volition,  the 
lessees  paying  them  extra  for  Sunday  work.  Tiiis  we  think  is 
wrong,  and  the  convicts  ought  not  to  be  worked  under  any  circum- 
stances on  Sunday,  even  if  they  prefer  it. 

'/^s  to  charge  of  overv/ork,  there  is  no  proof  to  sustain  it;  on  the 
contrary,  they  work  less  than  free  laborers,  and  many  of  them  com- 
plete their  tasks  before  '2  o^clock  in  the  day;  the  proof  discloses 
the  fact  that  seven  or  eight  thousand  dollars  have  been  paid  con- 
victs for  work  over  and  above  their  tasks  by  the  lessees.

INMAN. 

We  next  visited  the  prison  at  Inman  under  charge  of  Warden 
Gilbert.  The  stockade  here  is  located  at  the  foot  of  the  mountains, 
near  the  Sequatchie  river.  It  is  about  one-half  acre  in  extent;  the 
ground  inside  is  covered  with  gravel  and  is  dry  and  clean.  The 
prison  proper  is  built  of  logs  and  consists  of  three  wings,  each  20 
x25  feet.  It  is  chinked  and  daubed  in  winter;  in  summer,  the 
chinks  are  all  knocked  out  for  ventilation.  We  f^ound  there,  one 
hundred  men  and  four  or  five  women.  The  women  are  kept  up 
stairs  over  the  dining-room  at  night,  separate  from  the  men.  Dur- 
ing the  day,  the  rule  which  requires  them  to  be  kept  apart  is  not 
as^igidly  enforced  as  should  be.  Their  rooms  and  bedding  were 
unusually  clean  and  comfortable.  They  are  well  clad  and  appeared 
cheerful  and  healthy.  Tne  men,  negroes  and  whites,  are  kept  in 
separate  wings;  the  negroes  outnumber  the  whites  about  two  to 
one,  and  occupy  two   of  the   wings,  while  the   whites   occupy  the 
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third.     They  all  sleep  on  benches  or  shelves  arranged  on  two  tiers, 
one  above  the  other. 

Their  beds  and  bedding  are  very  dirty  and  should  be  washed  and 
sunned  frequently.  The  ticks  are  filled  with  straw  twice  a  year  ; 
this  should  be  done  much  oftener.  A  sufficient  amount  of  bed 
clothiug  is  furnished  to  keep  the  prisoners  comfortable.  They  have 
access  at  all  hours  to  the  stove,  which  is  located  in  the  center  of 
each  wing,  and  is  of  sufficient  capacity  to  warm  the  rooms,  coal  in 
abundance  being  supplied. 

The  hospital  was  well  supplied  with  medicines  and  appeared 
clean  and  orderly.  We  found  three  or  four  prisoners  under  treat- 
ment in  the  hospital. 

An  abundant  supply  of  good  water  is  iurnished  for  the  prisoners 
from  a  spring  on  the  mountain  side,  the  water  being  conveyed  into 
the  stockade  by  means  of  a  pipe. 

The  men  are  worked  in  ore  mines  and  on  the  mountains,  stripping 
off  dirt  and  getting  out  ore. 

Two  prisoners  were  frost-bitten  here  about  a  year  ago.  They 
were  under  the  charge  of  one  Flannigan,  who  was  bossing  for  the 
sub-contractors,  Crudup  &  Co.  The  prisoners  built  fires,  as  the 
proof  shows,  to  warm  themselves  while  at  work,  but  Flannigan  had 
tlie  fires  put  out  ;  in  consequence  of  which  the  men  suffered  a  good 
deal  and  two  of  them  were  frost-bitten,  and  Flannigan  was 
promptly  discharged  for  his  cruel  conduct. 

The  prisoners  are  not  sufficiently  clothed  to  protect  them^  from 
the  extreme  cold  on  the  mountain  side,  though  they  work  side  by 
side  with  free  laborers,  many  of  whom  are  no  better  clad  or  fed. 
There  seems  to  be  a  good  feeling  between  free  and  convict  labor 
here.  Several  weeks  of  last  winter  during  extreme  cold  and  in- 
clement weather,  the  convicts  remained  inside  the  stockade  under 
shelter,  while  during  the  most  of  the  time  the  free  laborers  were  at 
work  outside.  The  proof  shows  that  the  convicts  work  a  fewer 
number  of  hours  per  day  on  an  average  than  the  free  laborers, 
the  convicts  as  a  rule  going  to  work  later  and  leaving  off  later. 
The  convicts  prefer  working  in  the  mines  getting  out  ore  to  being 
employed  outside  ;  as  they  say  they  are  more  comfortable  and  better 
protected,  the  temperature  within  the  mines  being  comparatively  uni- 
form. It  is  wet  and  muddy  in  places  near  the  entrance  within  the 
mines.  The  committee  had  no  trouble  however,  in  keeping,  their  feet 
dry  walking  on  the  cross-ties.  In  the  interior  of  the  mines,  where  the 
prisoners  work,  is  dry.  The  propping  is  done  by  experienced  free 
laborers  employed  for  that  purpose.  We  heard  of  no  accidents  ex- 
cept one  to  a  negro  convict,  who  carelessly  and  in  violation  of  or- 
ders inserted  a  drill  into  a  hole  previously  charged  with  dynamite; 
an  explosion  followed,  in  which  he  was  severely  injured,  and  his  arm 
had  to  be  amputated. 
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Socks  are  not  furnished  the  prisoners  who  work  in  the  mines 
bnt  we  recommend  that  they  should  be,  and  that  under  clothing 
also  be  furnished.  The  clothing  of  prisoners  now  consists  of  jack- 
ets, shirt  and  pants,  not  of  the  heaviest  material,  and  of  shoes  and 
hats.  The  prisoners  who  work  outside  of  the  mines  are  funnshed 
with  socks. 

The  faci.lilies  for  bathing  are  inadequate  in  winter,  and  we  re- 
commend that  warm  water  and  towels  and  a  comfortable  place  for 
bathing  be  provided,  and  each  prisoner  be  required  to  take  a  bath  at 
least  three  times  a  week;  this  rule  should  be  rigidly  enforced. 

The  food  here,  as  at  all  the  other  prisons,  consists  of  corn  bread 
and  bulk  meat,  and  flour  bread  is  furnished  once  a  week;  the  meat 
is  eaten  cold  the  next  day.  Peas,  beans  and  potatoes  are  sometimes 
furnished,  but  the  proof  does  not  show  that  these  are  furnished 
regularly  or  in  sufficient  quantities. 

Very  few  books  have  been  furnished.  Section  6382,  Milliken 
&  Yertrees^  Code,  has  not  been  complied  with  in  this  particular. 

Corporal  puishment  is  seldooi  inflicted  at  this  place.  Convicts 
speak  in  kiud  terms  of  the  warden  and  of  his  humanity  to  those 
under  his  charge ;  free  laborers  and  other  witnesses  testify  to  the 
same  fact. 

The  proof  shows  that  Sam  Carter,  the  deputy  warden  who  pre- 
ceded Gilbert,  and  the  son  of  the  Superintendent,  Joe  Carter,  be- 
came iuterested  in  a  contract  of  feeding  and  clothing  the  prisoners 
here,  while  acting  as  such  deputy  warden.  He  afterwards,  about 
eight  months  ago,  resigned  his  position  as  deputy  warden  at  the 
request  of  the  Superintendent,  but  is  still  interested  in  furnishing 
supplies  to  prisoners. 

We  find,  on  the  whole,  that  while  this  prison  compares  favorably 
with  other  branch  prisons,  many  provisions  of  the  law  have  not 
been  complied  with,  and  that  the  duties  of  the  Stale  inspectors  of 
prison^.,  as  laid  down  in  sections  6383  and  6384  of  the  Code  (M.  & 
v.),  have  been  grossly  neglected.

coal  creek. 

After  having  inspected  the  prison  at  In  man,  the  committee 
visited  Coal  Creek. 

We  found  a  very  bitter  feeling  existing  on  the  part  of  the  free 
miners  against  convict  labor,  and  every  effort  was  made  by  these 
free  miners  to  create    prejudice   against   the   present   lease  system. 
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Several  years  ago  the  miners  employed  here  struck  for  higher  wages^ 
and  coovicts  were  introduced  to  take  their  places  at  that  time.  A 
special  force  of  ^ity  armed  men  were  sent  here  to  guard  the  pris- 
oners against  violence  from  free  miners,  and  the  prejudice  thus  ex- 
cited h:^s  never  died  out. 

We  found  at  this  prison  168  men  and  5  women.  The  women 
are  kept  separate  from  the  men,  in  a  building  outside  of  the  stock- 
ade. They  wash  for  the  m.ale  prisoners.  The  stockades  are  about 
the  sam''  size  ^s  the  one  at  Itiman.  The  buildings  inside  do  not 
afford  suffioierjt  room  for  the  accommodation  of  the  prisoners  con- 
fined in  them.  There  are  three  rooms  in  which  the  prisoners  are 
lockf d  up  at  uii^ht,  about  fifty  in  each  room.  In  one  of  the  rooo^s 
of  20x35  feet,  fifty-three  white  men  are  confined.  Their  beds  are 
very  black  and  dirty  from  coal  dust^  the  miners  sleeping  in  the  same 
clothes  in  which  they  worked  during  the  day.  The  bedticks  are 
not  filled  with  straw  oftener  than  twice  a  year.  The  rooms  are 
heated  with  stoves,  as  at  Inman.  The  sewerage  is  very  defective. 
There  is  an  offensive  odor  about  the  whole  place,  which  is  the  re- 
sult of  this  bad  system  of  sewerage,  and  in  summer  must  be  very 
detrimental  to  the  health  of  the  prisoners.  We  recommend  that 
prompt  meaus  be  employed  to  remedy  this. 

The  supply  of  water  for  washins:,  bathing  and  cookiDg  is  by  no 
means  so  good  as  at  Inman.  The  proof  shows  that  in  summer  it 
often  has  to  be  hauled  in  barrels  from  a  spring  inside  the  mines. 
This  water  is  not  good,  tasting  of  alum  and  iron,  and  the  supply  is 
by  no  means  abundant.  The  prisoners  are  not  required  to  bathe^ 
and  we  doubt  if  any  of  them  have  taken  a  bath  this  winter.  They 
w^ash  their  hands  and  faces  at  a  trough  in  the  stockade  and  at  a  spring 
in  the  mines  ;  but  they  have  no  towels  and  not  a  sufficient  quantity 
of  s.)ap,  of  which  they  complain.  Their  clothing  is  of  superior 
quality  to  that  furnished  at  In  man  or  any  of  the  other  prisons. 
They  have  no  socks  or  underclothing,  which  should  be  furnished. 
Here  the  suit  of  each  is  numbered,  and  after  being  washed  is  re- 
turned to  him,  a  custom  we  recommend  should  be  adopted  at  the 
other  prisons.  As  it  is  now,  at  ail  the  prisons,  except  Goal  Creek, 
the  ditferent  articles  of  clothing  of  the  convicts  are  washed  and 
piled  up,  and  the  prisoners  draw  indiscriminately  from  the  lot,  no 
person  claiming  or  owning  any  particular  suit. 

The" food,  as  elsewhere,  consists  of  corn  bread  and  bulk  meat, 
and  the  proot  shows  that  vegetables  are  supplied  more  freely  tha7i 
at  other  prisons. 

We  do  not  think  the  prisoners  are  overworked.  One  hundred 
bushels  of  coal  per  day  is  the  task  for  an  able  bodied  laborer,  and 
the  propping,  which  requires  about  one -third  of  the  time,  is  done 
by  free  laborers  empiloyed  for  the  purpose.  Free  miners  here  fre- 
quently do  their  own  propping,  and  get  out  from  110  to  125  bushels 
of  coal  per  day,  and  the  convicts  often  complete  their  task  by  1  or  2 
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o^clock,  and  are  compelled  to  remain  in  the  mines  until  late  in  the 
evening.  We  think  that  they  should  be  allowed  to  return  to  the 
stockade  as  soon  as  their  tasks  are  done.  This  task  of  100  bushels 
per  day  is  not  here,  or  at  any  of  the  mines,  imposed  upon  new  con- 
victs, or  others  than  stout  pervsons.  The  books  at  Coal  Creek  show 
that  the  convict  miners  average  about  60  or  70  bushels  per  day. 
Books  are  not  supplied  to  the  prisons  here,  as  the  law  requires,  and 
no  particular  pains  taken,  that  we  could  learn  of,  to  elevate  or  re- 
form the  prisoners.  Corporal  punishment  is  inflicted  here,  as  else- 
where. We  learn  that  no  prisoner  had  been  lacerated  or  cruelly 
beaten,  though  we  enquired  among  the  prisoners  for  such  a  case. 
In  August,  1884,  George  Banks,  a  colored  convict,  was  killed  in 
the  mines  by  the  falling  of  slate.  Dr.  McFerrin,  the  prison  phy- 
sician, by  permissioQ  of  the  warden,  dissected  the  body  in  the  office 
of  the  prison.  Dr.  McFerrin  was  assisted  in  this  by  Dr.  Price,  a 
physician  in  the  neighborhood.  The  proof  shows  that  the  body 
was  mutihited,  and  that  the  heart,  lungs  and  testacies  were  taken 
away  by  Dr.  Price.  Dr.  McFerrin  claims  that  this  was  done  with- 
out his  knowledge.  The  body  was  afterward  sewed  up,  put  in  a 
coffin  and  buried.  Dr.  McFerrin^s  reasons  for  desiring  this  dissec- 
tion or  poBt  mortem  examination  are  given  in  his  deposition,  which 
can  be  found  in  the  proof  in  this  investigation.  We  could  learn  of 
no  other  post  mortem  examination,  or  dissection,  within  the  last 
five  years,  except  one  case  in  1882,  that  of  a  stout  convict  who  died 
suddenly  ot  what  was  pronounced  cramp.  His  throat  was  cat  open 
and  examined,  bat  no  other  part  of  his  body  touched.  He  was  also 
buried  under  the  supervision  of  the  steward.  We  found  that  33 
convicts  have  died  at  tbis  prison  between  December  15,  1883,  and 
February  17,  1885.  Of  these,  five  have  met  violent  deaths,  three 
from  the  falling  of  slate  and  two  shot  by  guards  in  t-flforts  to  escape. 
We  found  four  convicts  confined  to  their  beds  in  the  hospital,  and 
ten  excused  from  duty  on  account  of  temporary  ailments. 

The  drainage  in  this  mine  is  good  now,  though  it  has  been  defec- 
tive. The  ventilation  is  good  in  all  the  mines.  We  made  a  per- 
sonal inspection  of  the  mines,  and  went  into  the  compartments 
where  the  prisoners  were  at  work  mining  coal,  and  examined  their 
rations  in  their  dinner  backets.  This  we  did  in  each  of  the  mines 
visited. 

THE    PEISOJSr   AT   MORROW    FARM. 

There  are  seven  men  and  boys  and  ten  women,  all  colored,  on 
this  farm.  The  prison  house  is  built  of  hewn  logs,  about  18x20 
ieet  in  extent.  It  is  ventilated  by  windows  with  iron  bars  across 
them.  Suitable  bunks  are  provided,  with  clean  beds  and  plenty  of 
bedding  to  keep  them  comfortable.  There  is  a  stove  in  said  build- 
ing of  sufficient  capacity  to  keep  the  prisoners  warm.     The  men  are 
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kept  ill  this  building.  The  women  are  kept  in  a  separatee  apartment 
and  are  locked  up  at  oi^ht,  and  there  is  no  opportunity  for  the  sexes 
to  have  intercourse.  The  prisoners  are  worked  here  on  the  larm. 
There  is  no  physician  at  this  place,  but  they  have  telephonic  com- 
munication with  Nashville,  seven  miles  distant,  and  m  case  of  sick- 
ness a  physician  is  summoned  from  the  city.  Corporal  punishment 
is  sometimes  inflicted,  but  in  moderation.  The  prisoners  are  well 
fed  and  clothed.  None  l)ut  healthy  men  and  women  are  sent  to  this 
farm. 

DEATH    RATE. 

The  committee  have  taken  a  great  deal  of  proof  in  regard  to  the 
death  rate  at  the  main  prison  and  at  each  of  the  branch  prisons,  and 
are  of  opinion  that  the  death  rate  is  not  unusually  large,  when  you 
take  into  consideration  the  physical  condition  of  the  prisoners  when 
brou2:ht  from  the  countv  jails  to  the  penitentiary. 

There  were  in  all  the 'prisons  from  December  1,  1882,  to  Decem- 
ber 1,  1884,  2,507  prisoners.  During  this  time  there  were  205 
deaths  from  all  causes. 

The  committee  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  recommenda- 
tions : 

1.  That  the  wardens  and  surgeons  at  the  branch  prisons  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor,  with  power  to  remove  at  any  time  for 
cause. 

2.  That  the  office  of  prison  inspector  be  created  for  the  brancn 
prisons,  to  be  filled  by  the  Governor,  with  a  fixed  salary,  in  lieu  of 
the  present  inspectors,  to  be  removed  at  any  time  by  the  Governor 
for  official  dereliction. 

3.  That  the  good  time  Act  be  extended;  as  this  encourages  good 
behavior  on  the  part  of  the  prisoners. 

4.  That  each  convict  at  the  branch  prisons  should  have  an  extra 
suit  of  clothes  to  sleep  in,  to  be   kept  for  this  purpose  exclusively. 

5.  They  should  be  furnished  each  with  towels  and  socks. 

6.  That  corporal  punishment  be  allowed,  the  prisoner  to  be  tried 
by  the  warden,  the  punishment  not  to  exceed  twenty  lashes,  and 
the  warden  required  to  make  monthly  reports,  giving  names  of  con- 
victs  punished,  for  what  offi^use,  etc.,  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

7.  Books  should  be  lurniahed  to  improve  the  moral  condition  of 
prisoners. 

8.  From  the  proof  elicited  by  the  committee  and  set  forth,  they 
are  constrained  to  report  that  the  Superintendent  of  Prisons  has  not 
discharged  his  duties  properly,  and  we  recommend  to  the  Governor 
his  immediate  removal. 

Under  the  lease  system  the  management,  control,  discipline,  feed- 
ing and  clothing  of  the  convicts  is  under  the  immediate  supervision 
of^the  State  officials,  hence  the  committee  feel  perfectly  at  liberty  to 
criticize  their  conduct  and  make  such  recommendations  with  regard

to  them  as  to  the  committee  seem  just  and  right.  If  irregularities 
occur,  It  IS  the  fault  of  the  State  officials,  who  direct  the  manage- 
ment and  control  the  kind  of  food  and  the  character  of  punishment 
each  convict  shall  have,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  lessees,  under  the 
Act  of  1883,  to  carry  out  their  directions. 

The  committee  are  of  the  opinion,  and  the  proof  shows,  that  the 
heavy  death  rate  is  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  condition  of  the 
various  county  jails  over  the  State,  a  large  number  of  the  convicts 
being  m  an  unhealthy  condition  when  brought  to  the  penitentiary, 
caused  by  diseases  already  contracted  by  long  confinement  in  said 
county  jails. 

Individual  members  of  the  committee  having  introduced  bills 
before  the  two  houses  embodying  most  of  the  suggestions  above 
made,  the  bills  are  now  pending,  and  we  hope  will  pass  before  the 
dose  of  the  present  session.  A.  M.  Looney,

GOYERNOR^S    MESSAGE. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  Governor  : 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  am  directed  by  the  Governor  to  return 
Senate  Bill  No.  6  without  his  approval,  and  with  his  reasons 
therefor.  E.  W.  Cantrell,  Private  Sec'y. 

The  message  of  the  Governor,  stating  his  reasons  for  return- 
ing Senate  Bill  No.  6  without  his  approval,  was  taken  up  and 
read  by  the  Clerk,  as  follows : 
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Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

I  have  the  honor  to  return  herewith  Senate  Bill  No.  6,  disapproved. 
It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  I  have  to  differ  with  your  honorable  body  in 
regard  to  a  subject  of  such  vital  importance  to  the  present  and  future 
interests  of  Tennessee  and  her  people.  In  doing  so  I  shall  respond  to 
the  demands  of  the  Constitution,  and  shall  show  a  proper  deference  to 
the  legislative  judgment  by  giving  briefly  some  of  the  controlling  reasons 
for  my  action. 

It  is  a  part  of  the  current  history  of  the  last  twenty  years,  in  this  and 
most  of  the  other  States  of  the  Federal  Union,  that  great'  numbers  of 
our  most  useful  and  industrious  people  have  expressed,  if  not  felt,  the 
existence  of  grievances  growing  out  of  the  management  of  railways. 
This  discontent  has  continually  increased,  and  year  by  year  has  become 
more  and  more  affirmative  in  iis  expression.  It  has  existed  in  numerous 
localities,  where  there  are  varied  interests,  and  among  various  classes  of 
people  in  Tennessee.  To  remove,  or  limit,  the  operation  of  the  cause  of 
this  discontent,  or  the  evils  producing  it,  the  Legislatures  have  from  time 
to  time  enacted  several  prohibitory  laws,  but  the  evils  were  not  thereby 
removed,  and  the  people  continued  to  complain.  These  complaints  be- 
came so  numerous,  and  were  apparently  so  well  founded  in  fact,  that  it 
invoked  the  wisdom  of  conservative  statesmanship  to  respond  to  them  by 
action  that  meant  relief,  or  the  inauguration  of  measures  that  contained 
at  least  experimental  efforts  which,  in  their  operation,  would  secure  a 
safe,  sound  and  equitable  solution  of  the  relations  of  railways  to  the  pub- 
lic, and  the  duties  and  rights  of  each  respectively.  These  measures,  to 
some  extent  experimental  in  their  nature,  have  called  into  exercise  the 
judicial  power  of  the  government,  and  under  its  conservative  determina- 
tion certain  landmarks  or  principles  are  now  settled.  Hence,  it  is  now 
admitted  that  railways,  as  quasi  public  institutions,  have  no  right  to 
charge  exhorbitant  rates.  It  is  equally  true  that  they  have  no  right  to 
make  unjust  discriminations  against  persons  or  places.  It  is  also  true 
that  these  corporations  were  created  by  the  government,  mainly  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  public  and  to  facilitate  the  business  of  the  country. 
It  is  therefore  absolutely  essential  that  government  should  have  the 
power  to  protect  the  public  against  possible  abuses  in  their  management. 
In  view  of  the  complaints  continually  expressed  in  this  State,  I  sent  in  a 
message  to  the  Forty-third  General  Assembly,  in  which  I  said  ;  "While 
corporations  (railroads)  should  have  all  just  rights  maintained  and 
proper  encouragement  to  make  their  work  useful  and  profitable,  yet,  as 
they  grow  mighty  in  their  strength  and  strain  for  unjust  power,  as  they 
are  prone  to  do,  they  should  be  checked  by  lines  of  legal  limit  and  told 
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in  unmistakable  terms,  thus  far  ehait  thou  go  and  no  further.  The  spirit 
of  resentment  or  intolerance,  however,  should  not  stir  the  storm  of 
passion  nor  ride  on  the  wave  of  prejudice,  but  give  way  to  that  calm 
reason  which  respects  the  rights  of  all."  That  Legislature  to  which  this 
was  addressed  enacted  a  law  for  correcting  and  removing  some  of  the 
evils  of  which  the  people  complained.  Its  spirit  and  intent  were  to  se- 
cure justice  to  the  people  and  the  roads.  Operations  under  it,  however, 
were  enjoined,  and  our  State  affairs  placed  in  the  courts  of  the  Federal 
government.  The  contest  thus  existing  in  the  courts,  if  permitted  to  go 
on  to  a  final  termination,  would,  in  my  opinion,  by  the  judicial  an- 
nouncement of  principles  applicable  to  the  rights  and  duties  of  these 
corporations  and  the  pov/er  of  the  people  over  them,  operating  through 
their  legal  agents,  clear  the  way  for  a  speedy  settlement  of  the  differ- 
ences and  the  removal  of  all  legal  grounds  of  irritation  between  them 
and  the  people  ;  and  it  is  of  the  first  importance  to  railway  corporations 
to  have  these  disputed  points  of  legal  rights,  duties  and  powers  finally 
and  speedily  settled.  The  legal  efiect  of  your  action  in  repealing  this 
law  while  operations  under  it  are  enjoined  is  to  remove  this  contest  from 
the  conrts,  and  to  remand  it  again,  in  its  primitive  elements,  with  all  its 
antagonisms,  to  the  political  forum.  It  needs  no  argument,  in  view  of 
the  past,  to  convince  your  honorable  body  that  the  contention  will  be  an 
angry  one.  It  will  excite  passion  and  divert  the  attention  of  our  people 
from  endeavors  which,  if  understood,  would  result  in  material  develop- 
ment and  great  good.  Would  it  not  also,  because  of  the  unsettled  con- 
dition, be  exceedingly  hurtful  to  the  proper  and  legitimate  growth  of 
railway  interests  in  the  State  ? 

The  supporters  of  the  Act  in  question,  of  1883,  did  not  and  do  not 
claim  perfection  for  it,  nor  was  it  expected  to  remove  all  grievances  and 
irritation  between  the  people  and  railroads.  While  it  may  have  some 
objectionable  features,  it  was  believed,  however,  that  a  wise  and  conserv- 
ative action  under  it  would  be  an  advance  in  that  direction.  I  so  be- 
lieve, and  this  belief,  I  am  glad  to  say,  is^  supported  by  some  of  the 
wisest  friends  the  railroads  have  in  this  State.  Entertaining  these  views, 
I  had  the  honor  to  recommend  in  my  general  message  to  your  honorable 
body,  upon  assuming  the  discharge  of  my  executive  duties  for  a  second 
term,  "that  the  Commission  bill  of  1883  be  not  repealed,  but  purged  of 
its  defects,  if  such  there  be,  and  that  the  system  it  inaugurated  be  recog- 
nized upon  a  constitutional  basis,  equitable  in  its  provisions,  and  so 
moulded  as  to  promote  the  joint  interests  of  the  people  and  the  rail- 
roads ;"  and  further  suggested  in  this  connection,  *'  If  the  railroad  com- 
panies in  operating  their  roads  are  guilty  of  extortion  and  unjust  dis- 
crimination in  their  charges  for  transportation,  it  ought  to  be    corrected. 
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If  they  are  not  guilty  of  it  there  will  be  nothing  to  correct.  Railroads 
can  require  nothing  more;  the  people  are  entitled  to  nothing  less."  I 
repeat  what  I  then  said. 

The  Democratic  party  in  Tennnessee  has,  in  successive  biennial  State 
conventions,  declared  in  favor  of  a  railroad  commission.  That  question 
was  fully  discussed  in  the  canvass  of  1882,  and  with  a  clear  understand- 
ing of  it  in  all  ifcs  bearings  and  meaning,  and  the  Act  of  1883,  the  one 
in  question,  was  passed.  This  same  opposition  to  extortion  and  unjust 
discrimination  in  the  transportation  of  freight  and  passengers  by  rail- 
roads, was  again  placed  in  unqualified  terms  in  the  Democratic  platforms 
of  1884,  both  State  and  National,  and  likewise  in  the  Republican  Na- 
tional platform,  it  meeting  the  endorsement  of  both  candidates  for  Presi- 
dent, as  evidenced  by  official  action  and  recommendation  of  each,  and 
certainly  without  open  criticism  by  either  party.  Added  to  this,  it  is 
now  history  that  an  overwhelming  expression  was  recently  given  in  the 
popular  branch  of  Congress  for  the  right  to  regulate  railroads  by  the 
Federal  government.  In  Tennessee,  in  the  State  conventions  of  both 
Democratic  and  Republican  parties,  nominees  for  Railroad  Commissioners 
were  named,  and  as  such  candidates  went  before  the  people,  which  re- 
sulted in  the  election  of  the  three  Republican  nominees,  who  have  since 
been  duly  inducted  into  office,  the  nominees  for  Commissioners  of  the 
respective  parties  getting  jointly  a  vote  of  234,967,  out  of  the  whole  vote 
of  257,360.  This  fact  furnishes  persuasive  if  not  conclusive  evidence  of 
the  expressed  will  of  the  people  of  Tennessee  as  to  having  railroad  com- 
missioners by  legislative  enactment.  Indeed,  it  is  an  undeniable  fact, 
that  there  are  but  few  m  any  party  in  Tennessee  who  do  aot  i'avor  the 
regulation  of  railroads  by  law  in  some  form,  so  as  to  protect  the  people 
from  extortion  and  unjust  discrimination. 

Our  form  of  government  is  based  on  the  theory  that  the  people  are 
sovereign,  and  that  Representatives,  whether  in  legislative  or  executive 
capacity,  are  but  entrusted  for  the  time  being  with  power  to  speak  and 
act  for  this  sovereign  power,  and  as  such  are  public  servants,  and  ought 
in  good  faith  to  reflect  the  will  of  that  power,  whence  they  derive  their 
authority  to  serve  and  represent.  It  is  this  essential  that  preserves  our 
institutions  in  their  integrity  and  purity. 

Railroad  regulation,  arising  out  of  the  necessity  for  it,  has  been  pro- 
gressive just  as  the  necessity  demanded,  until  now  it  exists  in  two-thirds 
of  the  States  of  the  Union.  Our  State  was  slow  to  move  in  this  regard, 
but  in  1883,  in  response  to  the  popular  will,  did,  as  stated,  enact  the  law 
in  question,  declaring  the  right  of  the  State  to  protect  her  people  from 
extortion  and  unjust  discrimination  as  to  persons  and  places  in  the 
transportation  of  freight  and  passengers.     While  this  Act  of  1883  was 
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not  all  that  was  desired,  yet  it  had  reasonable  and  commendable  features, 
and  acknowledged  the  right  of  regulating  such  institutions  when  the 
safety  and  interest  of  the  public  demanded  it.  This,  too,  (Act  of  1883) 
as  it  is  understood  in  the  history  of  the  General  Assembly  that  passed 
it,  is  the  fruit  of  the  efforts  of  the  attorneys  and  friends  of  the  railroads 
in  Tennessee,  and  it  was  hoped  would  at  least  be  satisfactory  to  them. 

Early  in  the  present  session  the  bill  in  question  was  passed  m  the  Sen- 
ate repealing  the  Act  of  the  Forty-third  General  Assembly  without 
qualification,  it  being  the  only  existing  Act  of  the  kind  on  our  statute 
books.  When  this  bill,  having  been  transferred  to  the  House,  came  up 
for  consideration,  a  struggle  was  persistently  made  to  either  defeat, 
amend,  or  substitute  in  its  stead  some  law  that  would  admit  the  principle 
contended  for,  and  to  some  extent,  at  least,  secure  the  desired  relief. 
Without  following  minutely  the  history  of  the  bill  in  question,  it  is  suffi- 
cient to  state  that  many  substitutes  were  offered,  embodying  the  different 
views  of  the  friends  and  foes  of  the  bill,  avoiding  the  constitutional  and 
also  other  objectionable  features;  but  all,  in  turn,  gave  way  to  what 
seems  an  inevitable  defeat.  Among  others,  a  bill  introduced  by 
Eepresentative  Lewis  was  offered  as  a  substitute.  This  bill,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  contained  the  commission  feature  with  only  advisory  powers, 
and  while  it  repealed  the  existing  law,  it  retained  the  Commissioners 
(Republican)  elected  under  it.  This  bill,  if  I  understand  correctly  the 
laws  of  other  States  touching  this  question,  was  more  moderate  in  its 
terms  than  the  law  of  any  other  State  relating  to  this  subject,  yet  it  was 
voted  down.  Among  others,  a  bill  was  also  introduced  by  Representa- 
tive Young,  of  Tipton,  providing  judicial  regulation  only,  and  was  like- 
wise offered  as  a  substitute.  It  simply  defined  extortion  and  provided 
for  the  recovery  of  a  penalty  in  the  courts  for  a  violation  of  the  Act, 
This,  as  each  of  its  predecessors,  was  voted  down.  The  struggle  here 
ended,  and  the  Senate  bill,  the  one  in  question,  repealing  the  existing 
law,  passed. 

From  all  this  I  respectfully  conclude  that  no  bill  containing  the  com- 
mission feature  could  pass  ;  neither  any  other  regulating  railroads,  how- 
ever moderate  in  its  terms  and  tendencies. 

The  passage  of  the  bill  repealing  the  Commission  Act  of  1883,  is 
naturally  susceptible  of  only  two  constructions;'  either  that  the  Act  in- 
volves the  usurpation  and  exercise  of  an  unconstitutional  principle,  in 
that  it  seeks  through  a  State  Board  of  Commissioners  the  regulation  of 
railroads,  or  conceding  the  constitutionality  of  that  principle,  it  denies 
that  the  people  of  Tennessee  wish  to  regulate  railroads  through  a  com- 
mission. Now,  how  is  this  ?  Is  it  true  that  State  regulation  of  rail- 
roads by  a  commission  is  unconstitutional  ?     The   right  of  the   State   to 
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regulate  such  corporations  is  no  longer  a  mooted  question.  The  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  and  of  our  own  State  have  settled  it,  and  in 
such  emphatic  manner  that  the  representatives  of  railroad  companies  are 
forced  to  concede  it.  Can  it  be  that  corporations  created  by  the  will  of 
the  people,  through  legislation,  become  invested  with  rights  beyond  the 
reach  and  control  of  the  power  that  gave  them  being?  Such  an  assump- 
tion undermines  the  axioms  which  underlie  free  institutions,  and  is  a  de- 
nial to  the  people  of  the  inalienable  right  of  supreme  control  in  gov- 
ernmental affairs.  The  State  through  her  ^'police  power"  surely  has 
authority  to  regulate  a  railroad  when  its  privileges  and  franchises  are 
used  to  the  hurt  of  the  people.  Government  is  a  trusteeship,  commis- 
sioned to  subserve  and  promote  the  public  welfare,  and  when  one  of  its 
creatures,  brought  into  existence  through  its  partiality  and  sufferance,  en- 
dangers the  interests  of  the  people,  it  would  be  a  travesty  of  popular 
government  to  aver  that  the  trustee  is  forbidden  and  dare  not  interpose 
just  and  proper  legislative  restraints  to  shield  the  public  from  harm. 

There  should  be  no  conflict  between  the  mass  of  the  people  of  Ten- 
nessee and  the  railroads  operated  in  their  territory.  There  should  be  no 
antagonism  or  irritation  existing  between  them.  There  would  be  none 
if  the  real  relations  existing  between  them  were  fully  understood,  both 
by  the  public  and  the  roads,  and  the  duties  growing  out  of  these  rela- 
tions were  fuHy,  earnestly  and  impartially  discharged  by  the  latter.  It 
is  not  the  teaching  of  history  in  this  State,  nor  in  any  State  of  the 
Union,  nor  in  the  government  of  any  civilized  nation,  that  railway 
corporations,  unchecked  by  the  government  that  created  them,  allay 
the  irritation  and  complaints  of  the  people.  Railroads,  under  the  condi- 
tions of  oar  civilization  and  its  moving  commercial  activities,  are 
necessarily  more  or  less  monopolies.  They,  therefore,  possess  the 
aggressive  energies  characteristic  of  monopolies  in  all  ages.  They  will 
do  an  immense  good  if  wisely  subordinated  by  law,  and  thus  compelled 
to  move  in  their  marvelous  operations  in  subordination  of  the  public 
good.  To  turn  them  loose  with  no  check,  except  such  as  the  citizen 
single-handed  and  alone  may  invoke  from  the  courts  administering  the 
principles  ot  existing  law,  is  to  invite  numerous  and  significant  evils,  not 
the  least  of  which,  it  is  believed,  will  ultimately  fall  upon  the  roads 
themselves.  Is  it  not  the  duty  then  of  the  law-making  power  and  law- 
enforcing  power  to  prevent  this?  Monopoly,  apparently  passive,  yet  in- 
siduously  and  actively  aggressive,  should  be  met  in  Tennessee,  and  the 
people  protected  from  its  possible  evils.  This  protection  will  not  be 
afforded  by  acceding  to  its  demand,  conveyed  in  the  form  of  a  threat^  to 
cease  future  activity  for  good  in  our  midst,  that  the  State  must  abdicate 
its  power  and  duty  of  supervising  its    operations   within    constitutional 
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limits  for  the  public  good.  Much  less  will  it  be  afforded  by  an  economy 
that  refuses  to  spend  a  few  thousand  dollars  to  have  a  court  of  final  re- 
sort settle  definitely  disputed  legal  points  involving  the  right  of  the  peo- 
ple to  control  it  within  constitutional  limits,  so  as  to  protect  the  inter- 
ests of  all  and  remove  real  grievances  and  sources  of  irritation.  I  regret, 
therefore,  in  repealing  the  Act  in  question  that  you  did  not  provide  m 
its  stead  some  feasible  measure  to  protect  the  people  from  extortion  and 
UDJust  discrimination  on  the  part  of  railways  in  this  State.  Or,  if  this 
was  not  deemed  expedient,  because  no  extortion  or  unjust  discrimination 
existed,  or  none  likely  to  exist,  to  protect  against,  then  it  is  equally  to  be 
regretted  that  in  repealing  existing  legislation,  you  did  not  accompany 
the  repeal  with  the  enactment  of  some  measure  through  which  the  peo- 
ple could  be  made  aware  of  the  truth  that  their  evils  and  grievances  in 
this  respect  were  not  real.  I  also  regret  that  in  your  legislative  wisdom 
you  did  not  see  the  great  necessity  of  providin,^  in  your  legislation  for 
the  contest  now  in  the  courts  between  the  State  and  the  railroads  to  go 
on  until  we  had  the  adjudication  of  the  highest  judicial  tribunal  in 
the  Union,  settling  the  important  questions  that  must  be  settled  before 
there  can  be  any  final  and  intelligent  adjustment  of  the  regulation  of 
the  vital  problem  of  railway  trasportation 

The  pending  suit,  as  I  apprehend,  is  not  to  test  the  constitutionality  of 
the  Commission  Act,  as  an  expreesion  of  the  right  of  the  State  to  regu- 
late railroads,  but  to  test  the  constitutionality  of  some  of  its  provisions 
as  affecting  certain  clauses  in  the  charters  of  the  roads  to  the  suit.  Until 
this  Act  is  declared  unconstitutional  by  the  courts,  it  is,  as  a  law,  opera- 
tive as  to  the  roads  that  have  not  sought  relief  from  its  provisions  through 
injunction.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  what  is  the  status  of  the  Commission 
Act  before  the  Legislature  ? 

1.  It  is  a  law,  and  only  inoperative  as  to  the  few  roads  covered  by  the 
injunction  process. 

2.  In  accordance  with  its  provisions  the  people  have  elected  commis- 
sioners, who  have  duly  qualified  and  stand  ready  to  execute  its  terms." 

3.  The  recent  general  election  showed  that  the  aggregate  vote  in  favor 
of  Commissioners  was  a  popular  expression  of  approval  of  the  principle 
of  regulation  through  a  commission.  It  can  mean  nothing  less.  The 
difference  between  the  aggregate  vote  given  the  Democratic  and  Repub- 
lican candidates  for  Commissioners,  and  the  total  vote  received  by  the  two 
gubernatorial  candidates  (about  20,000),  constitute  the  only  evidence  in 
fact  upon  which  to  base  the  allegation  that  the  people  of  Tennessee  are 
opposed  to  the  Commission  Act,  and  hence  desire  its  repeal.  Is  it  not 
unreasonable  to  go  behind  the  returns  and  assume  that  those  who  voted 
for  the  Commissioners  are  opposed  to  a  commission  ?      Their  ballots  are- 
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their  judgment  in  law  and  fact.  To  construe  these  votes  otherwise  than 
favoring  a  commission,  is  to  go  behind  the  returns  and  falsify  the  intent 
and  spirit  of  the  record.  This  would  seem  a  rebuke  upon  the  right  of 
the  elective  franchise  and  its  exercis-e  in  Tennessee. 

The  commission,  as  a  lata,  was  not  in  issue  at  the  late  election ;  but  the 
office  of  Commissioner  was  the  subject  of  political  scramble.  What  then 
is  the  status  of  the  question  before  the  Legislature  ?  The  law  is  upon 
the  statute  books  of  the  State;  has  not  been  judicially  declared  by  final 
judgcaent  to  be  unconstitutional;  the  people  elected  Commissioners  to 
execute  its  provisions,  and  to  represent  them  in  a  just  and  proper  en- 
forcement. Moreover,  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  as  I  ap- 
prehend, were  not  elected  to  repeal  the  law  and  unseat  the  newly  elected 
Commissioners.  But  it  was  conceded,  and  publicly  emphasized  on  the 
stump  and  elsewhere  by  Democratic  candidates,  that  the  Commission  Act 
should  be  purged  of  its  defects,  if  any,  and  be  made  a  serviceable  and 
just  instrument  in  the  regulation    of  the    railway  system    of  the    State. 

The  bill,  as  passed  by  both  Houses,  repealing  the  Commission  Act,  is 
before  me.  To  give  it  my  official  signature  would  be  to  assume  the  re- 
sponsibility of  declaring  that  the  people  of  Tennessee  v/ant  no  kind  of 
railroad  regulation  whatever.  jSTow,  shall  I,  as  Executive  of  the  State, 
by  approval,  or  non- action  and  silence,  be  a  party  to  an  act  that  strikes 
down  a  law,  in  the  execution  of  which  the  people  elected  a  Board  of 
Commissioners,  that  election  being  the  latest  and  most  authoritative  ex- 
pression of  the  will  of  the  people  upon  the  subject  ?  What  has  occurred 
since  the  election  that  this  law  should  be  abrogated  and  the  will  and 
judgment  of  the  people  thus  expressed,  contravened?  The  election  of 
Commissioners  is  substantial  evidence  showing  that  the  people  favor  a 
commission  of  some  kind.  Whith  all  respect  to  your  honorable  body, 
may  I  not  pertinently  ask  if  the  General  Assembly  was  elected  to  repeal 
the  law  and  frame  no  substitute?  The  repealing  Act,  being  broad  and 
■unqualified,  estops  the  pending  suit  and  hinders  a  final  judicial  judg- 
ment as  to  the  constitutionality  of  the  points  in  issue. 

This  veto  is  to  voice  no  personal  opposition  to  railroads,  for  no  intelli- 
gent man  can  be  unmindful  that  they  are  beneficent  commercial  factors; 
but  it  is  intended  to  be  a  respectful  and  emphatic  restatement  that,  in  my 
opinion,  the  people  of  Tennessee  demand  the  enactment  of  a  just  and 
conservative  railroad  commission  law  ;  that  through  primary  assemblies, 
State  conventions,  the  ballot  and  legislative  enactment,  they  have  voiced 
their  will  in  a  manner  too  conclusive  to  be  successfully  denied ;  that  the 
bill  repealed  was  endorsed  by  them  in  our  late  election;  that  it  is,  al- 
though it  may  be  objectionable  in  some  of  its  features,  susceptible  of 
amendment,   and  unamended  is  better  than  no  law.     If  unconstitutional 
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in  any  of  its  provisions  the  public  should  know  it,  and  it  being  now  in 
the  courts,  should  not  be  withdrawn  by  this  repeal,  but  pushed  to  final 
decision,  that  both  the  public  and  the  railroads  may  understand  their 
rights  as  v/ell  as  their  relations  to  each  other,  and  let  quiet  follow  and 
peace  and  confidence  exist  between  them,  for  the  good  of  each  and  our 
whole  State.  I  here  adjudge  no  man's  motives,  but  utrer  my  own  con- 
victions. The  understanding  between  some  of  you  and  your  immediate 
constituency  may  be  different  touching  this  matter  to  my  obligations  to 
the  constituency  of  the  whole  State.  The  right  to  regulate  railroads  and 
prevent  extortion  and  unjust  discrimination  was  erabodied  in  the  plat- 
form of  principles  which  I  vindicated  before  the  voters  of  the  State, 
thereby  leading  them  to  believe,  should  they  elect  me,  I  would  not  vio- 
late the  trust  nor  abuse  the  confidence  imposed ;  but  would,  in  good 
faith,  to  the  best  of.  my  ability,  carry  out  my  pledges,  and  let  conse- 
quences take  care  of  themselves.  With  my  idea  of  good  faith,  and  my 
'  coviction  of  duty,  when  this  grave  question,  involving  as  it  does  the 
rights  and  interests  of  our  people,  comes  to  me  as  Executive,  no  matter 
how  embarrassing,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  carry  out  my  convictions  of  right, 
and  in  doing  so  redeem  my  pledges  to  those  who  elected  me.  I  there- 
fore respectfully  return,  disapproved.  Senate  Bill  No.  6  to  your  honorable 
body  for  further  consideration  and  final  action.

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REPORT  OF  THE  JOINT  SELECT  COMMITTEE   ON  CHA  RITABLE  INSTI- 
TUTIONS. 

Mr.  Edmondson^  chairmaD  of  the  joint  select  committee^  ap- 
pointed under  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  94,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

The  Joint  Committee  on  Charitable  Institutions,  appointed  under 
House  Joint  Resolution  No.  94,  approved  February  27, 1885,  direct- 
ing a  full  investigation  of  all  matters  relating  to  the  arrangement 
of  the  charitable  institutions  of  this  State,  inchiding  the  State  Uni- 
versity located  at  Knoxville,  beg  leave  to  report  thptthe  committee 
visited  Knoxville  and  made  a  careful  personal  inspection  of  all 
the  property  located  at  that  place  belonging:  to  the  State,  and  of  all 
matters  relating  to  the  management  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum 
and  its  operations.  It  gives  us  pleasure  to  say  from  what  your 
committee  could  see  and  learn,  this  institution  is  in  most  excellent 
hands,  and  is  a  great  credit  to  the  State. 

Its  finances  have  been  honestly  conducted,  its  vouchers  have  been 
caretuJly  examined,  and  every  dollar  expended  is  scrupulously 
aecourJied  for. 

We  a[)pend  here  a  summary  of  the  expenditures  of  the  iosti- 
tuttoi)  from  the  last  appropriation,  to  the  time  of  visitation  of  your 
committee,  for  both  white  and  colored    branches  of  the  asvknn. 

It  shows  that  there  is  about  sufBcient  fuuds  yet  on  hand  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  the  institution  until  April  I,  1885. 

Your  committee  had  an  opportunity  to  examine  all  depart- 
ments of  the  asylum,  and  the  di>cipii)}e  thereof,  together  with 
the  methods  of  teaching,  and  the  progress  made  by  the  in- 
mates, all  of  which  meet  the  hearty  approval  of  your  com- 
mittee. We  cannot  express  too  strongly  our  appreciation  of  the 
character,  ability,  industry,  and  taithfulness  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, Thos.  L.  Moses,  and  his  efficient  corps  of  teachers,  all  of 
whom  we  regard  as  eminently  fitted  for -the  work  assigned  them. 
The  colored  branch  of  the  institution  is  situated  on  a  rented  prop- 
erty about  two  miles  from  the  city  of  Knoxville,  while  the  white 
branch  is  upon  the  handsome  grounds  in  the  city  of  Knoxville^ 
belonging  to  the  State. 

Equal  care  and  ability  is  given  to  each  branch  of  the  asylum. 
The  colored  members  are  cared  for  as  efficiently  as  the  v/hite  mem- 
bers, and  seem  to  become  efficient  in  study  and  labor  quite  as  fast, 
cou\sidering  their  circumstances  and  former  condition,  as  the  white 
members.  The  property  leased  consists  of  about  twenty-eight  acres 
which  the  trustees  desire  to  purchase,' and  to  that  end  they  ask  an 
appropriation^ of  15,500;  said  lease  will  expire  in  a  few  Vionths. 
The  information  of  your  comnaittee  is,  that  the  propertv  is  reason- 
ably worth  the  price  asked.  This  amount  and  $r,000  additional  for 
repairs,  will  furnish  the  place  amply  for  the  colored  deal  and  dumb 
of  the  State  for  some  time  to  come. 
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The  Trustees  estimate  that  the  entire  cost  of  coDducting  both 
branches  of  the  asylum  for  the  ensuing  two  years,  including  neces- 
sary repairs  and  purchase  of  the  place  ior  the  colored  branch 
will  aggregate  the  sum  of  $64,500  as  shown  by  the  accompany- 
ing exhibit  ^'  C/^  which  amount  your  committee  recommend  to  be 
appropriated  by  the  general  appropriation  bill  and  (or  the  items 
and  purposes  as  stated  in  said  exhibit. 

In  our  opinion,  the  welfare  and  comfort  of  the  inmates  and 
safety  of  the  property  demand  that  the  repairs  ou  porches,  bath- 
rooms, etc.,  be  made,  and  heating  apparatus  for  the  sitting-rooms 
and  sleeping  rooms  is  very  essential. 

The  porch  referred  to  is  in  a  dilapidated  condition,  and  unless 
repaired  will  soon  become  dangerous.  The  bath-rooms  should  be 
lurnished  with  hot  and  cold  water,  and  for  cold  weather  the  health 
of  the  inmates  demands  that  a.  moderate  amount  of  heat  should  be 
injected  into  all  of  the  rooms,  both  sitting  and  sleeping-rooms.  This 
cannot  be  done  by  fires  in  open  grates  without  hazard  to  the  lives 
of  the  inmates,  or  danger  to  the  property  from  fire.  The  inmates 
are  unable  to  hear,  and  hence  cannot  be  safely  entrusted  with  fires. 
Besides,  many  of  them  are  young,  and  could  not  tor  that  reason  be 
entrusted  with  such  fires.  The  only  sate  way  is  to  heat  by  steam 
or  hot  air.  The  convenience  and  perfection  of  the  operations  of 
the  asylum  demand  that  water  facilities  should  be  provided.  This 
w^ould  be  required  in  case  of  fire,  and  is  demanded  as  a  matter  of 
economy  in  carrying  on  the  institution  successfully. 

Your  committee  would  further  report  that  it  made  a  close  and 
careful  examination  of  the  buildings  erected  at  Kuoxville  for  the 
East  Tennessee  Insane  Hospital,  for  the  erection  of  which  the  last 
Legislature  appropriated  eighty  thousand  dollars.  The  asylum  is 
beautifully  located  upon  the  farm  belonging  t^-^  the  State,  about  ^ve 
miles  from  the  city  of  Knoxville,  known  as  ^^  Lyon^s  View.'^  The 
site  overlooks  the  Tennessee,  and  is  one  of  the  most  picturesque  in 
the  eastern  portion  of  the  State.  The  building,  when  completed, 
will  be  large,  handsome  and  commodious,  an  ornament  and  honor 
to  our  Commonwealth,  and  will  have  a  capacity  of  two  hundred 
and  ^ity  patients.  All  the  buildiuijs  are  erected  and  under  cover, 
and  have  all  the  modern  conveniences,  and  can  be  added  to  at  any 
time,  and  the  capacity  thereof  increased,  so  that  two  hundred  and 
fifty  additional  patients  can  be  cared  for  at  less  than  half  of  the 
cost  ot  the  present  building.  For  a  fuller  description  of  the  build- 
ing we  refer  to  the  report  of  Dr.  Michael  Campbell,  the  superin- 
tending physician,  made  to  the  Governor,  on  January  5,  1885,  and 
hereby  make  said  repjrt  as  exhibit /^D^^  to  this,  our  report. 

Your  committee  examined  and  compared  the  vouchers,  accounts 
and  expenditures  of  the  directors,  and  find  for  each  item  of  expense 
shown  in  their  account  there  exists  a  corresponding  voucher. 
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The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  expenditures,  including  cash 
on  hanci^  in  bank  and  amount  in  treasury,  subject  to  draft  on  6th  of 

March,  1885,  to-wit  :

The  foregoing  summary  is  correct  as  from  examination  of  the  va- 
rious vouchers  and  stubs  of 'warrant  book  upon  the  Comptroller,  and 
yonr  committee  believe,  and  so  report,  that  the  expenditures  have 
been  honestly  made. 

The  foundation  of  the  buildings  are  all  of  hard  brick,  laid  in 
cement.  Some  of  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  a  superior 
quality  of  stone  should  have  been  used  for  the  foundation,  and  as 
that  had  not  been  done,  your  committee  would  recommend  that  a 
heavy  coat  of  Portland  cement  should  be  plastered  on  to  the  foun- 
dation, inside  and  out,  as  low  down  as  possible,  by  removing  the 
earth  therefrom,  and  as  high  as  the  first  floor;  thereby  adding 
strength  to  the  briciv,  and  a  protection  against  the  dampness  of  the 
earth,  and  to  prevent  the  dampness  from  rising  in  the  wall,  as  far 
as  possible. 

The  tower  on  the  main  building  is  of  wood,  and  of  bad  architec- 
ture. It  is  not  in  accord  with  the  b-^lance  of  the  building,  and 
increases  the  risk  from  fire;  your  committee  would  therefore  recom- 
mend its  removal,  and  in  its  stead  a  more  substantial  one  be  erected, 
either  of  brick  or  iron,  and  more  in  keeping  with  the  general 
architeciur<^  of  the  building. 

The  directors  estimate  that  it  will  cost  $95,015  to  complete  the 
building  and  put  in  all  necessary  fixture?,  and  improve  the  grounds, 
erect  water- works,  and  prepare  the  institution  for  reception  of 
patients.  We  append  hereto  the  report  of  the  directors.  As  to  the 
amount  necessary  to  complete  the  asylum,  they  say  :  After  a  very 
careful  forecast  of  what  would  be  needed,  we  invited  deahjrs  to 
mak"  as  prices  for  same,  and  after  pruning  off  everything  not 
absolutely  needed  for  the  equipment  of  a  first-class  hospital  for 
the  insane,  we  invite  your  attention    to  the    foUowinp-    estimate  : 
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Plumbmg,  including  sewer  to  the  river $  8,650  00 

Heating,  including  boilers 7,875  00

Your  committee  has  carefully  examiaed  each  item  contemplated 
in  the  foregoing  estimate,  and  have  duly  considered  the  necessity  of 
expenditure  thereof,  and  your  committee  is  of  opinion  that  the 
amounts  called  for  are  essential  to  the  occupancy  of  the  asylum, 
and  we  therefore  reeonameiid  that  the  amount  of  $95,015  be  appro- 
priated and  included  ia  the  general  appropriation  bill,  for  the  con- 
pletion  of  the  East  Tennessee  Insane  Asylum.  In  view  of  the  able 
and  coQScieotious  management  of  the  aSairs  of  the  asylum  by  the 
present  directors,  we  recommend  that  they  be  continued  for  the 
purpose  of  completing  the  asylum,  with  all  tbe  powers  heretofore 
conferred,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  directors  have  spent 
much  time,  and  have  necessarily  had  to  assume  large,  responsibili- 
ties during  and  in  connection  with  the  erection  of  said  asylum, 
their  duties  having  been  arduous  and  exacting,  we  recommend 
that  an  appropriation  of  $1,500  be  made,  to  be  divided  equally  be- 
tween the  three  directors,  J.  G.  Flanders,  R.  H.  Armstrong  and  C. 
Powell,  as  remuneration,  and  a  recognition  in  part  of  their  services. 

Your  committee  would  further  report,  that  they  also  visited  the 
University  and  Agricultural  College  farm,  situated  about  one  mile 
west  of  the  college  building,  and  made  a  careful  inspection  of  said 
buildings,  grounds,  laboratory,  mineralogical  collection,  horticult- 
ural department  and  library  as  their  limited  time  would  permit. 

Your  committee  also  heard  several  classes  recite,  witnessed  the 
methods  of  imparting  instruction  in  the  recitation  room,  and  upon 
the  campus  the  proficiency  the  students  have  attained  in  military 
tactics. 

A  portion  of  the  buildings  are  comparatively  new  and  in  good 
repair,  while  the  older  portions  need  some  renovation  and  a  coat  of 
paint. 
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The  laboratory  is  creditably  furnished  throughout  as  complete  as 
might  be  desired,  in  order  to  give  first-class  instruction  in  the 
higher  sciences  and  applied  mathematics.  ^         i     •     i 

We  found  a  good  collection  of  specimens  in  the  mineralogical 
department ;  the  grounds  were  laid  out  and  improved,  and  much 
advancement  made  in  the  cultivation  of  rare  plants  and  flowers. 

Having  invested  your  committee  with  power  to  send  for  persons 
and  papers,  including  among  the  number  trustees,  professors,  stu- 
dents and  citizens,  diligent  inquiry  was  made  in  regard  to  the  mode 
and  character  of  the  discipline  of  the  institution,  the  extent  of  the 
instruction  in  the  agricultural  and  mechanic  art  department,  as 
well  as  that  in  the  classical  and  scientific;  and  also  into  its  finan- 
cial management,  involving  an  inquiry  as  to  the  proper  application 
of  the  Congressional  fund. 

The  discipline  we  found  to  be  good,  and  the  more  efficient  it  is 
believed,  on  account  of  its  military  character.  From  the  testimony 
elicited,  your  committee  is  satisfied  that  principles  of  morality  are 
sought  to  be  inculcated  among  the  pupils,  and  with  an  exceptional 
departure  therefrom,  are  successfully  enforced. 

From  the  investigation  given  the  subject,  the  committee  is  of 
opinion  that  in  order  to  comply  more  strictly  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  of  Congress  in  relation  thereto,  greater  prominence  and 
more  extended  instruction  should  be  given  in  the  agricultural  and 
mechanical  art  department  of  study. 

Practically,  there  is  little  or  no  labor  done  upon  the  farm  by  tbe 
students  as  required  by  the  statute,  there  being  123  matriculated 
for  the  year  ^83-4,  and  it  appeariug  that  not  more  than  nine  of  these 
actually  worked  upon  the  farm,  as  shown  by  the  time-books  of  the 
superintendent.  While  this  was  found  to  be  the  fact,  it  was  shown 
that  all  students  are  required  to  attend  the  lectures  of  the  professor 
of  agriculture  and  take  some  branches  of  study  relating  to  both 
agricultural  and  mechanical  arts.  This  failure  of  the  students  to 
engage  in  practical  work  upon  the  farm,  your  committee  believe,  is 
to  be  attributed  in  a  great  measure  to  home  influence,  and  the  pre-" 
valent  idea,  not  only  among  the  students  themselves,  but  among  the 
people  generally,  that  it  is  not  very  respectable. 

This  theory  is  supported  by  the  further  fact,  as  it  appeared  in 
proof,  that  only  those  had  worked  whose  necessitous  circumstances 
compelled  them  so  to  do,  they  being  paid  for  their  work. 

There  is  no  hindrance  to  any  who  desire  to  secure  or  to  earn  an 
education  to  work  upon  the  farm,  and  if  they  would  but  give  up 
this  false  notion  of  respe'ctability,  many  young  men  might  ''  take  up 
the  shovel  and  hoe  ^^  and  dig  their  way  through  college,  and  with 
usefulness  and  prominence  in  life. 

Upon  an  examination  of  the  report  of  the  treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  it  was  found  that  the  income  of  the  University 
for  the  last  scholastic  year,   was  §31,790.56.     Of  this  amount   the 
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sum  of  $23,760  was  derived  from  interest  on  the  Agricultural 
bonds,  and  the  balance,  $8,030,  is  derived  from  other  sources  of 
revenue,  such  as  tuition,  interest  upon  a  fund  donated  by  the  city 
of  Knoxville,  an  incidental  account  charged  students,  a  fund  of 
11,000  belonging  to  the  University,  etc.  '  Expenses  for  the  same 
year  were  found  to  amount  to  $31,479,  leaving  balance  in  favor  of 
University  of  $381.66.  Among  other  smaller""items  the  followino-' 
sums  were  paid  out :  $17,712.45  to  professors,  and  $580  to  Fisk 
University  on  tuition  of  colored  students,  etc.,  as  shown  by  the 
statement  of  account  herein  filed,  marked  ^'Exhibit  A.^' 

From  this  it  may  be  seen  that  but  one  account  has  been  kept  by 
the  trustees  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  hence  it  was 
impossible  to  determine  accurately  what  proportion  of  the  Congress- 
ional endowment  fund  has  been  applied  toward  the  payment  of  the 
above  mentioned  item  of  professor^s  salaries,  and  inasmuch  as  the 
Act  of  Congresss  of  July  2,  1862,  provides  that  scientific  and  class- 
ical studies  shall  not  be  excluded  from  the  Agricultural  College, 
your  committee  cannot  say  that  any  portion  of  the  fund  expended 
in  that  department  of  learning  has  been  misapplied. 

Your  committee  found  that  in  the  management  of  the  college 
the  expenditures  thereof  exceed  the  income  derived  by  about  the 
sum  of  $2,500  per  annum.  This^  as  testified  by  the  Professor  of 
Agriculture  and  superintendent  of  farm,  arises  from  the  expense 
incurred  in  making  numerous  experiments  in  the  raising  and  test- 
ing different  varieties  of  grains,  fruits,  etc.,  and  the  fertilizers  used 
in  connection  therewith,  and  also  in  the  publication  of  the  results 
of  such  experiments  as  required  by  law.  In  the  opinion  of  the 
committee  it  was  not  the  intention  of  the  National  legislature  to 
make  the  Agricultural  College  and  its  appurtenances  a  source  of 
pecuniary  profit,  but  there  n:»ight  be  such  a  record  made  of  the  ^im- 
provements and  experiments'^  as  would  be  supposed  useful  to  all 
other  colleges  "  similarly  endowed,'^  and  ultimately  to  the  ben  fit  of 
the   ^^  industrial  classes. '^ 

There  are  fifteen  professors  and  adjuncts  connected  with  the  Uni- 
versity, with  some  195  students  in  attendance.  The  average  com- 
pensation of  these  instructors  per  annum  is  about  $1,200,  which, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  is  not  at  all  unreasonable  or  ex- 
travagant, and  perhaps  below  the  average  amount  paid  in  institu- 
tions of  like  character.  At  the  same  time  a  majority  of  your 
committee  is  satisfied  that  the  number  of  teachers  might  be  reduced 
without  impairing  the  efficiency  of  the  institution,  but  at  the  same 
time  is  willing  to  admit  that  the  trustees  from  their  experience  are, 
and  should  be^  more  competent  to  determine  as  to  this  matter. 

As  will  be  seen  from  Exhibit  ^^  A,'^  there  is  one  item  denomi- 
nated '^  room  rent  fees  '^  $740.35,  which  the  committee  report  should 
not  be  charged  to  State  students,  inasmuch  as  the  University,  in 
the  contract  made  with  the  State^  in  consideration  of  procuring  the 
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endowment  fund  is  bound  to  furnish  the  buildings  for  the  accom- 
modation of  362  students^  or  two  for  each'  Senator  and  three  for 
each  Representative. 

Your  committee,  though  not  so  clear  aa  to  whether  library  fees, 
1299.92,  and  contingent  fees,  $1,803.20,  should  be  charged,  yet 
would  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  these  items  are  not)  absolutely 
essential  to  the  support  of  the  institution,  and  it  would  greatly 
encourage  patronage  to  omit  them. 

It  is  further  reported  that  it  is  the  sense  of  the  committee  that  if 
the  General  Assembly  heretofore,  in  the  appointment  of  trustee, 
had  distributed  them  over  the  other  divisions  of  the  State  more 
equitably  and  judiciously,  it  might  have  resulted  in  creating  an 
interest  in  the  more  remote  portions  and  contributed  largely  to  the 
prosperity  of  the  college.  Nearly  all  of  the  present  board  are  res- 
idents of  East  Tennessee,  and  of  Knox  county. 

Your  committee  also  inspected  the  securities  in  which  the  agri- 
cultural fund  is  invested,  and  found  the  same  to  consist  of  Tennes- 
see State  bonds  to  the  amount  of  |396,000,  bearing  6  per  cent» 
interest,  payable  semi-annually,  and  all  indelibly  stamped  with 
name  of  the  University.  It  was  also  ascertained  that  the  trustees 
had  heretofore  executed  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  §800,000,  it  being 
double  the  amount  of  the  fund,  as  required  by  Act  of  Assembly, 
1869. 

A  separate  arrangement  has  been  made  by  the  trustees  with  the 
Knoxviile  Colored  College,  about  one  mile  distant  from  the  Uni- 
veristy,  for  the  accommodation  and  instruction  of  the  colored 
cadets,  so  as  to  have  them  under  their  supervision  and  control. 

Upon  consideration  of  the  matter  your  committee  is  of  opinion 
that  it  is  necessary  to  have  them  in  the  vicinity  of  the  college  farm, 
in  order  that  they  may  have  the  advantages  of  that  and  also  of 
instruction  in  the  science  of  agriculture,  mechanic  art,  and  military 
tactics. 

Some  of  the  committee  are  inclined  to  think  that  arrangements 
rnight  be  made  at  Nashville,  and  at  some  point  in  the  weste'rn  divi- 
sion, for  the  instruction  of  the  colored  cadets,  that  would  be  more 
convenient  for  them,  but  a  majority  believe  upon  reflection,  that 
the  requirments  of  the  Act  of  Congress  and  of  Act  of  Assembly 
of  1869,  can  only  be  complied  with  by  having  this  class  of  student's 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  agricultural  college,  and  that 
the  present  arrangement  is  a  good  one,  and  better  than  could  be 
made  elsewhere. 

Id  consideration  of  the  premises  your  committee  would  recom- 
mend :  1  St.  The  passage  of  the  bill  introduced  at  the  present  session 
of  the  Assembly  to  amend  the  Act  passed  March  1869,  so  as  to 
confine  the  application  of  the  Congressional  fund  to  the  teaching 
of  such  branches  of  learning  only  as  are  related  to  agricultural  and 
mechanic  arts,  and  military  tactics. 
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2.  To  amend  said  Act  (section  9,)  so  as  to  require  a  bond  in 
double  the  auiouat  of  the  semi  annual  interest,  instead  of  the  bond 
as  now  required  in  double  the  amount  of  the  fund. 

3.  That  the  Trustees  omit  the  charge  of  *^  Room  rent  fees/^ 
and  ^^  Library  fees/^  and  if  practicable,  that  of  contingent  fees  also. 

4.  That  as  far  as  practicable,  the  Trustees  reduce  the  number  of 
professors  and  instructors  in  the  agricultural,  mechanic  art  and 
military  departments. 

5.  That  a  separate  account  be  kept  of  the  expenses  incurred  in 
the  agricultural,  mechanic  art  aud  military  departments  of  the 
University. 

Your  committee  further  report,  in  relation  to  the  piece  of  ground 
in  the  vicioity  of  the  city  of  Knoxvilie,  owned  by  the  State,  and 
heretofore  dedicated  to  the  use  of  the  eastern  division  of  the  State 
as  a  Fair  Ground^  that  it  contains  fifty  acres,  more  or  less,  lying 
in  a  neglected  condition  without  fencing,  no  fairs  having  been  held 
there  for  some  six  or  eight  years.  It  is  a  fine  site  for  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  was  intended^  and  it  should  still  be  kept  for  such 
purposes,  should  the  people  in  that  section  of  the  State  manifest 
any  disposition,  or  express  any  desire  or  intention  of  again  holding 
agricultural  or  mechanical  exhibitions. 

Your  committee  learned  while  at  Knoxvilie,  that  an  association 
bad  been  formed  and  incorporatored,  for  the  purpose  of  holding 
fairSj  driving,  etc.,  and  propose  to  expend  at  least  1 6, 000  in  the 
improvement  of  the  grounds,  by  fencing  same,  erecting  buildings 
for  fairs,  providing  for  premiums  on  farm  products,  stock  etc. 

Upon  consideration  of  the  proposition,  your  committee  would 
recommend  that  the  General  Assembly  by  resolution,  allow  said 
"  East  Tennessee  Fair  and  Driving  Park  Association/'  to  make  the 
proposed  improvements,  and  to  use  the  same,  Provided,  that  said 
sum  of  $6,000  is  expended,  as  proposed,  on  said  grounds,  and  said 
association's  use  of  same  shall  in  no  wise  interfere  with  or  hinder 
the  holding  of  agricultural  or  mechanical  fairs ;  and  providing 
further,  that  the  "permission  to  use  said  grounds  shall  in  no  event 
be  construed  to  confer  upon  said  asssociation  any  rights  or  privileges, 
so  far  as  the  holding  of  agricultural  and  mechanical  fairs,  to  the 
exclusion  of  any  of  the  citizens  of  that  division  ot  the  State,  and 
that  this  privilege  so  granted  shall  not  extend  further  or  beyond 
the  term  of  ten  years.  .

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MINOEITY    REPORT    OF    SELECT    COMMITTEE     ON    CHARITABLE    IN- 
STITUTIONS. 

The  minority  of  the  joint  committee,  appointed  to  visit  the  Chari- 
table Institutions  at  Knoxville,  submitted  the  following- report : 

Mr.  Speaker— A  minority  of  your  committee  appointed  under 
the  Joint  Resolution  to  visit  the  charitable  institutions  at  Knox- 
ville,  including  the  Tennessee  University,  are  unable  to  agree  in  the 
report  made  by  the  majority  of  your  committee  with  reference  to  the 
State  University.  We  agree  fully  with  the  report  of  the  majority  of 
your  committee  upon  the  Insane  Asylum,  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  School 
and  the  Agricultural  grounds,  and  concur  in  the  recommendations 
relative  thereto.  With  reference  to  the  State  University  the  under- 
signed members  of  said  committee  beg  leave  respectfully  to  disagree 
with  the  report  of  the  majority  of  your  committee,  and  ask  to  file  the 
following  as  a  minority  report  : 

Your  committee  further  report  that  they  visited  the  Tennessee 
University,  and  gave  as  faithful  inspection  thereofas  they  were  able 
to  do  in  the  limited  time  allowed  to  them.  The  particular  interest 
which  the  State  has  in  this  institution  is  the  fund  derived  from  the 
sale  of  lands  dedicated  by  the  Federal  government  under  the  Act 
of  Cono:ress  of  1806,  whereby  one  hundred  thousand  acres  of  land 
were  allotted  to  build  two  colleges,  one  in  East  and  one  in  West 
Tennessee,  which  lands  were,  by  a  subsequent  Act,  to  be  sold  for 
not  less  than  $2  per  acre.  The  exact  amount  of  this  fund  your 
committee  has  not  ascertained,  nor  is  it  essential  for  the  purposes  of 
this  report.  The  other  interest  of  the  State,  and  that  which  calls 
for  our  more  direct  scrutiny,  is  that  derived  from  the  Act  of  Con- 
gress approved  July  2,  1862,  donating  public  lands  to  the  several 
States  and  territories  which  may  provide  collei^es  for  the  benefit  of 
agriculture  and  mechanical  arts. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  this  Act  of  Congress  that  laud 
scrip^  at  the  rate  of  |1.25  per  anre  to  the  af^ouot  of  thirty  thous- 
and acres  for  each  Senator  and  Representative  io  Congress  to  which 
the  States  were  respectively  entitled  by  the  apportionment  under 
the  census  of  1860,  was  donated,  coupled  with  conditions  '''that  all 
moneys  derived  from  the  sale  of  this  land  scrip  should  be  invested 
in  stocks  of  the  United  States  or  t^f  the  States,  or  some  other  safe 
stock^^  yielding  not  less  than  five  per  centum  upon  the  par  value  of 
said  stocks,  and  that  the  money  so  invested  shall  constitute  a  per- 
petual fund,  the  capital  of  which  shall  remain  forever  undiminished, 
and  the  interest  of  which  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated  by  each 
State  which  may  take  and  claim  the  benefit  of  this  Act,  to  the  en- 
dowment^ support  and  maintenance  of  at  "least  one  college,  where 
the  leading  object  shall  be,  without  excluding  other  scientific  and 
classical  studies^   including  military  tactics^  to  teach  such  branches 
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of  learning  as  are  related  to  agriculture  and  the  naechanic  arts,  in 
such  manner  as  the  Legislatures  of  the  States  may  respectively  pre- 
scribe, in  order  to  pronoote  the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the 
industrial  classes  in  the  several  pursuits  and  professions  m  life/^ 

The  fund  thus  dedicated  consists  now  of  $396,000  in  Tennessee 
bonds  bearing  six  per  cent,  interest,  and  $9,000  of  certificates  bearing 
5  per  cent,  interest  per  annum.     By  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of 
1868-9,  this  fund  was  placed  by  the  State  under  the  control  of  the  East 
Tennessee  University,  located  at  Knoxville.      For  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Act  of  January-  6,  1869, 
page  12  provides  for  the  placing  of  this  fund  as  aforesaid,  making 
it  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  of  said  University  to  establish  an  agri- 
cultural college,  so  as  to  strictly  conform  with  the  congressional 
enactment    making  the   appropriation,   and  that-  the   fund   shall  be 
used  only  according  to  the  terxxis  of  the  said  congressional  enactment, 
and  providing  that  three  students   from   each   county   shall   at    all 
times  be   entitled  to   free  tuition   in  said  college.     The  farm'  shall 
consist  of  at  least  ^0  acres,  the  profits  thereof  to  be  ftsed  to  pay  the 
necessary  expenses  of  students  who  are  in  indigent  circumstances. 
All  students  who  are  physically  able,  are  to  labor  on  said  farm,  but 
not  exceeding  two  hours  per  day;  nine  trustees  in  addition  to  the 
Governor,  Secretary  of  State  and  Superintendent  of  public  instruc- 
tion, are  created  by  the  Act.     The  fund  is  to  remain  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  East  Tennessee  so  long  as  it  shall  comply  with,  and  observe 
the  requirements  of,  the  act  of  Congress  donating  the  fund.    By  the 
Act  of  1873,  chapter  81,  page  119,   the  number  of  students  entitled 
^to  free  tuition  is  275,  and  the   trustees  shall  provide  all   necessary 
and  suitabl-^  accomodations  and  buildings  for  the  number  of  students 
to  which  the  State  is  entitled.     Your  committee  visited  the  farm 
connected  with  the  University.      They  find  it  in  fair  condition  and 
fairly   stocked,  the   work   being  done   almost  exclusively   by   hired 
labor,  not  connected  with  the  LTniversity ;  very  few  ot  the  students 
have  any  connection  with  the  farm.  The  proceeds  from  the  farm  from 
July  1,  1882,  to  July  1,  1883,  amounted  to  $2,149.52,  while  the  ex- 
penses on  account  of  the  farm  amounted  to  $4,230.63 Jor  the  same 
time,  or  $2,081.16  more  than  the  incoaie  ;  the  receipts  from  the  farm  ' 
products  from  July  1,  1883,' to  July  1,  1884,  were  $1,912.54,  while 
the  expenses  connected   with  the  farm  for  the  same  time  amounted 
to  $4,518.75,  or  $2,606.21  greater*  than   the  income,  making  in  the 
two  years    an    excess  of  expenditure    over    income    of  $4,755.73. 
The  expense  of  the  Experiment  Station  from  July,  1882,  to  July, 
1883,  was  $178.75.    No  income  seems  to  have  been  derived  from  that 
sotirce  in  that  year.     From  July   1,  1883,  to  July  1,   1884,  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Experiment  Station    were   $264.20  and   the  income 
derived  therefrom  was  $291.95.     Your  committee  also   visited  and 
inspected  the   University  grounds  and    buildings;    inspected   the 
laboratory,  mineralogical  collection  and  library. 
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In  the  higher  sciences  and  applied  mechanic  arts  the  institution 
is  wholly  without  facilities,  and  is  unprepared  to  impart  instruction 
further  than  may  be  obtained  from  the  books,  with  the  exception 
of  a  small  telescope  and  a  surveyor's  outfit.  The  older  buildings 
are  much  dilapidated  and  need  repairs. 

Your  committee  called  before  it  eighteen  persons,  including 
trustees,  professors,  students  and  citizens.  From  them  and  their 
statements  we  conclude  that  the  aim  and  object  of  the  institution, 
under  the  present  management  and  faculty,  is  to  teach  other  scien- 
tific and  classical  studies  with  some  military,  to  the  exclusion  of 
^^  such  branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to  agriculture  and  the 
rnechanic  arts,''  and  that  there  is  very  little  effort  to  promote  the 
liberal  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial  classes.  During 
1883-84  there  appears  to  have  been  enrolled  193  undergraduate 
students;  ot  these,  nine  are  said  to  have  been  engaged  in  practical 
application  of  their  learning  in  agriculture.  Ooe  of  these,  as  shown 
by  the  former's  time  book,"had  thus  applied  169  hours  in  the  year  ; 
the  next  highest  was  29  hours,  the  next  9  houi§,  and  the  lowest  2 
hours.  Twenty-five  of  the  students  are  taking  a  classical  course  ; 
sixty-one  are  taking  a  Latin  scientific  course,  and  104  are  taking  the 
science  course.  At  some  period  of  the  course  all  students  are  re- 
quired to  study  some  theories  of  agricnlture,  but  from  the  evidence 
adduced,  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  this  course  as  taught  is 
of  little  practical  value. 

The  aim  and  object  of  the  present  faculty  to  extend  the  institu- 
tion into  a  brood  university  for  the  classics  and  higher  sciences  and 
literature  is  a  laudable  one,  if  the  purposes  for  ^^lich  the  fund  is 
held  lead  in  that  direction.  But  no  one  can  doubt  that  it  was  not 
the  object  for  which  this  fund  was  dedicated  and  is  held  by  the 
State. 

Agriculture  and  mechanic  arts  are  to  be  the  leading  objects,  with 
the  classics  and  sciences  as  of  secondary  consideration,  in  order  to 
promote  the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial  classes, 
etc.  ^^  The  cart  seems  to  have  been  hitched  ahead  of  the  horse,"  to 
use  a  vulgarism.  The  fund  is  not  large  enough  to  carry  out  the 
policy  now  pursued  by  the  faculty.  If  it  were  confined  to  the  object 
designated  in  the  act  donating  it,  the  fund  is  ample  to  develop  it 
with  success.  The  attempt  to  spread  it  over  all  branches  of  learn- 
ing results  in  perfection  in  none. 

There  are  fifteen  professors  connected  v/ith  the  various  braiiches  of 
the  University,  with  about  140  students  in  actual  attendance,  or  one 
professor  to  9 J  students.  To  these  professors  was  paid  in  the  last 
year  $17,712.45  in  salaries.  With  the  policy  of  keeping  up  a  show 
of  all  branches  of  a  university  it  is  probably  necessary  to  employ  this 
large  number  of  professors,  but  if  confiaed  to  the  legitimate  objects 
of  the  truvst,  the  number  might  be  reduced  one-third,  and  possibly 
one-half^  and  the  money  thus  saved  could  readily  be  invested   in 
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further  equipping  the  institution  with  material  for  more  successful 
operation.  The  entire  cost  of  the  conduct  of  the  university  during 
the  last  fiscal  year  was  $31,790.56.  This  would  seem  a  very  iarge 
sum  for  instructing  190  boys,  and  yet,  with  the  effort  to  cover  the 
wide  field  embraced  by  the  present  management,  the  sum  is  not 
extravagant. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer  of  the  institution,  shows  |2,843.97 
of  its  income  to  have  been  derived  from  room  rent,  library  fees  and 
contingent  fees.  It  is  difficult  to  see  how  such  fees  can  be  charged 
to  the  cadets  of  the  State  under  the  theory  that  they  are  receiving 
free  education. 

The  amounts  thus  taken  from  the  cadets,  amounts  to  more  than 
the  entire  tuition  and  contingent  fees  of  many  other  colleges.  This 
looks  to  your  committee  like  a  scheme  for  taxing  the  students  in 
violation  of  the  theory  and  obligation  not  to  do  so. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  trusteeship  is  concen- 
trated too  much  in  the  city  of  Knoxviile,  and  if  the  trustees  were 
distributed  through  the  different  divisions  of  the  State  with  obliga- 
tions to  attend  semi  annually  the  meetings  of  the  trustees,  it  would 
tend  to  revive  an  interest  in  the  college.  The  trusteeship  as  now 
established  by  the  Act  of  1877,  is  entirely  too  large  and   sectional. 

There  seems  to  be  no  effort  on  the  part  of  the  management,  ex- 
cept by  sending  out  circulars,  to  present  the  merits  oi  the  institution 
before  the  people.     In  this  respect  it  is  left  to  run  itself. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  policy  of  the  institution 
should  be  changed  so  as  to  make  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts  the 
leading  objects.  Its  merits  in  this  respect  should  then  be  placed 
before  the  people,  and  especially  before  the  agricultural  and  indus- 
trial communities. 

The  farm  should  be  made  self-supporting.  The  cadets  should 
not  be  required  to  pay  incidental  fees  for  room  re  at  or  library  fees. 
The  Act  of  1877  increasing  the  trustees  should  be  repealed,  and 
not  more  than  fifteen  trustees,  five  from  each  grand  division  of  the 
State,  should  constitute  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

At  present  there  is  no  responsible  head  to  the  universit}^,  the 
chairman  of  the  Faculty  having  little,  if  any  executive  power. 
There  should  be  a  responsible  head  to  the  institution,  with  executive 
power  ample  to  control  it. 

If  the  policy  of  conducting  a  university  in  the  broad  sense  of  the 
term  is  to  be  continued,  there  should  be  raised  a  fund  ample  to 
conduct  all  branches  of  the  university  except  that  of  agriculture 
and  mechanic  arts — except  what  is  necessary  to  teach  the  students 
of  these  branches,  and  the  other  students,  when  they  desire  it;  and 
the  faculty  should  use  its  influence  to  make  the  pursuit  of  agriculture 
and  mechanic  arts  honorable. 
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It  is  questionable  in  the.minds  of  your  committee,  whether  this 
can  be  done  in  connection  with  an  institution  that  bends  its  main 
eflforfc  to  the  classics  and  the  sciences. 

The  spirit  is  too  prevalent  and  enticing  that  the  sciences  and  class- 
ics are  alone  respectable.  If  proper  buildings  were  erected  on 
the  farm,  separate  from  the  classical  department,  for  the  students  of 
agriculture  and  mechanical  arts,  your  committee  feel  assured  that  a 
different  sentiment  would  prevail  as  to  the  desire  to  pursue  these 
studies. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  arrangement  had 
heretofore  with  Fisk  University  for  the  education  of  colored  cadets 
is  the  best  that  can  be  made,  and  it  is  more  satisfactory  to  those 
whom  it  is  intended  to  benefit  than  the  one  proposed  at  Kiioxville. 
Your  committee  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  facilities  and  op- 
portunities offered  at  Fisk  University  for  instruction  in  all  the 
branches  required  by  law  to  be  taught  in  the  University  of  Tennes- 
see, are  superior  to  those  of  any  school  in  the  State  established  for 
colored  people,  therefore,  your  committee  would  most  earnestly  and 
urgently  recommend  that  the  arrangement  with  Fisk  University 
be  continued,  or  that  arrangements  be  made  both  in  East  and  Mid- 
dle Tennessee  for  colored  cadets.  Your  committee  find  that  after 
the  most  thorough  examination  of  all  facts  relative  to  colored  ca- 
dets that  there  can  be  no  good  reason  for  compelling  them  to  attend 
the  Knoxville  College,  and  since  they  are  prohibited  from  enjoying 
the  benefits  of  the  East  Tennessee  University,  your  committee 
would  recommend  that  there  be  forty  dollars  allowed  as  tuition 
fee,  to  be  given  to  colored  cadets  to  be  used  in  either  of  three  schools 
of  Nashville,  established  for  their  benefit,  or  in  the  Knoxville  Col- 
lege, at  Knoxville,  Tennessee. 

Your  committee  would  further  report  that  from  the  evidence  be- 
fore the  committee,  we  are  of  the.  opinion  that  the  change  from 
Fisk  University  to  Knoxville  College  is  intended  to  practically 
cast  off  the  colored  cadets  from  the  benefits  of  the  Agricultural 
College  Fund,  the  character  of  the  Knoxville  College  being  such 
as  to  offer  no  inducements  to  them  to  go  to  that  institution.

MINORITY    REPORT. 

Mr.  Rogers  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  minority  of 
the  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  management  of  the  Pen- 
itentiary. 

Mr.  Speaker — The  undersigned,  members  of  the  special  com- 
mittee appointed  to  investigate  the  management  of  the  penitentiary, 
the  treatment  of  convicts,  etc.,  feel  compelled  under  what  they  be- 
lieve to  be  their  duty,  upon  their  oaths  as  members  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, to  respectfully  submit  a  minority  report.  While  there  are  a 
great  many  things  contained  in  said  majority  report  that  we  en- 
dorse and  claim  as  a  part  of  our  report,  yet  there  are  a  great  many 
things  in  proof  in  regard  to  the  management  of  branch  prisons 
during  the  last  two  years  which  we  cannot  endorse. 

We  were  with  the  committee  at  Tracy  City,  luman  and  Coal 
Creek,  and  did  everything  in  our  power  to  bring  out  a  full,  fair 
and  impartial  investigation  of  the  treatment  of  convicts.  While 
we  did  this,  we  are  constrained  to  say  that  we  labored  to  a  disad- 
vantage, inasmuch  as  the  principle  evidence,  and  we  might  say,  the 
volume  of  the  same  was  furnished  us  by  the  Tennessee  Coal,  Iron 
&  Railroad  Company  and  the  managers  of  the  present  lease,  so  that 
we  got  but  little  material  evidence  outside  the  present  lease  man- 
agement and  the  employes  of  the  same.  Another  matter  we  must 
make  allowance  for,  is  the  fact  that  everybody  was  apprised  of  the 
time  of  our  visit  to  each  brauch  prisoa,  in  consequeaoe  of  which  it 
was  claimed  that  a  process  of  whitewashing  was  going  on,  and 
from  some  indications  we  saw  while  at  the  branch  prisons,  amon  g 
which  was  the  issuance  to  the  convicts  of  shortened-bread,  the  mi- 
nority of  your  committee  are  persuaded  that  this  charge  is  not 
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without  foundation.  There  is  no  question  but  that  the  law  has 
been  violated  in  many  instances  by  the  present  management.  For 
instance,  one  or  two  deputy  wardens  and  several  other  employes 
stated  on  examination  that  they  had  never  been  sworn  in,  as  re-^ 
quired  by  law  of  such  officers  and  employes. 

It  is  true,  Superintendent  Carter  stated  on  his  examination  that 
he  himself  had  sworn  several  officers  and  guards,  yet  a^iinority  of 
your  committee  know  of  no  law  authorizing  said  superintendent  to 
administer  an  oath  by  virtue  of  being  superintendent.  Again,  it  is 
clearly  shown  in  the  evidence,  even  by  the  deposition  of  DeWitt 
Carter  himself,  that  he,  the  son  of  Superintendent  Carter,  and 
Deputy  Warden  at  Tracy  City,  while  holding  said  position  was  a 
partner  of  one  Sam  Jones  in  a  contract  to  furnish  the  convicts  with 
food  and  clothing,  and  that  Superintendent  Carter  knew  of  this 
contract.     This  was  a  clear  and  direct  violation  of  the  law. 

As  to  the  evidence  of  the  feeding  of  the  convicts  at  these  branch 
prisons,  we  do  not  consider  it  entirely  satisfactory  that  the  convicts 
are  well  fed  and  are  given  a  variety,  including  vegetables,  etc.  It 
is  true,  there  is  evidence  showing  that  the  convicts  are  furnished 
beans,  peas  and  other  vegetables,  yet  the  evidence  we  think  by  no 
means  shows  that  convicts  receive  vegetables  at  regular  intervals, 
but  only  occasionally.  We  believe  the  convicts  get  a  sufficient 
amount  of  meat  and  bread,  but  they  do  not  get  the  coffee  allowed 
them  by  law,  in  our  opinion. 

It  further  appears  from  the  evidence  that  convicts  are  allowed  a 
change  of  clorhing  only  once  a  week  in  warm  weather,  and  once  in 
two  weeks  in  winter,  and  that  they  are  compelled  to  wear^  after 
coming  out  of  the  mines  for  days,  and  even  weeks,  the  clothing 
worn  in  the  mines,  while  mining,  thereby  rendering  it  wholly  im- 
possible for  any  convict  to  clean  his  skin  or  keep  his  bed  clean,  and 
we  believe  this  practice  of  compelling  convicts  to  thus  wear  their 
mining  clothes  is  the  cause  in  a  large  measure  of  the  diseases  most 
prevalent  in  the  prisons,  resulting  in  the  death  of  so  many  of  the 
convicts. 

The  beds  of  the  convicts  are  not  clean," neither  indeed  can  be, 
while  this  system  of  compelling  them  to  sleep  in  the  clothes  in 
which  they  have  mined  coal  or  iron  for  a  week  prevails. 

The  evidence  adduced  before  the  committee  clearly  shows  that 
in  many  cases  the  most  severe  and  cruel,  not  to  say  the  most  inhu- 
man and  brutal,  corporal  punishment  has  been  inflicted  upon  the 
convicts.  They  are  stripped  of  their  clothing  and  compelled  to  lie 
down  upon  a  plank  or  slab  while  a  guard  or  warden,  or  some  strong 
man  named  by  the  warden,  lays  on  the  bare  skin  of  the  convict  with 
a  leathern  strap  with  whatever  strength  he  may  see  fit,  from  ^ve  to 
fifteen,  and  even  as  high  as  fifty  lashes,  in  some  cases  blistering, 
and  in  other  cases  lacerating  the  skin  of  these  convicts.  The  strap 
with  which  this  whipping  is  done  consists  of  two  plies  of  sole  or 
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harness  leather,  about  twenty  to  thirty  inches  in  length,  securely 
sewed  together  and  riveted  to  a  wooden  handle  about  eighteen  in- 
ches in  length,  the  whole  weighing  some  two  and  one-hali  pounds. 

We  belive  this  strap  is  entirely  too  heavy  for  the  purpose  for 
which  it  is  used;  that  it  would  be  cruel  to  whip  even  an  ox  with 
such  a  lash. 

Convicts  are  whipped  for  various  causes,  the  most  common  of 
which  is  for  not  getting  their  tasks  done  each  day.  Convicts  are 
compelled  to  do  the  labor  of  an  experienced  miner  the  third  week 
after  they  are  sent  to  the  mines  or  be  whipped  in  the  manner  above 
mentioned  ;  and  there  have  been  instances  in  which  the  convicts  have 
been  compel  ed  to  work  in  the  water  in  the  mines  for  hours,  and 
then  go  to  their  quarters  for  the  night  in  their  wet  clothes,  with  no 
change  of  clothing  to  wear  after  their  day^s  work  was  done. 

By  the  evidence  oi  the  prison  physician  at  Coal  Creek  it  is  shown 
that  he  seldom  visited  the  prison  or  saw  the  convicts  before  they 
entered  the  mines  each  morning,  thereby  directly  and  almost  daily 
violating  the  law  which  requires  the  physician  to  visit  the  prison 
at  a  certain  hour  each  morning.  All  the  whipping  that  has  been 
done  at  these  branch  prisons  has  been  done  in  utter  violation  of 
law,  none  of  it  having  been  done  by  the  direct  or  special  orders  of 
the  inspectors  in  any  particular  case. 

The  farther  astounding  fact  was  elicited,  not  only  from  the  wit- 
nesses examined  by  us,  but  it  is  shown  by  the  Superintendent's 
annual  report  as  well,  that  one- fifteenth  of  the  prisoners  sent  to 
Tracy  City  mines  within  the  last  two  years  have  met  death,  either 
by  disease  or  accident,  while  one-tenth  of  those  sent  to  Coal  Creek 
and  one- ninth   of  those   sent  to   Inman  have  suffered  a  like  fate. 

This  remarkabls  death  rate  seems  to  us  indeed  alarming.  From 
the  testimooy  of  witnesses  and  a  personal  inspection  of  the  manner 
of  conducting  the  branch  prisons,  we  conclude  that  this  wonderful 
mortality  is  traceable  to  these  causes,  viz : 

1.  Cruel  and  inhuman  treatment  of  the  convicts. 

2.  Criminal  neglect  of  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  prisons. 

3.  Close  confinement  in  the  mines  and  prison  pens  without 
healthful  food,  proper  clothing  and  pure  air. 

4.  The  common  and  necessary  result  of  accidents  in  the  mines 
from  falling  slate,  often  resulting  in  death  or  permanent  disability 
to  convicts. 

Without  any  feeling  of  unkindness  toward  any  person  connected 
with  either  the  lease  or  the  prison  management,  we  feel  impelled  by  a 
sense  of  obligation  to  the  public,  whose  servants  we  are,  to  pro- 
nounce the  lease  system,  as  operated  in  the  branch  prisons,  a  burn- 
ing shame  to  the  State,  a  wicked  violation  of  the  higher  moral  laws 
of  humanity  and  a  public  crime  against  God  and  religion. 

Instead  of  being  an  institution  for  the  proper  punishment  and 
reformation  of  criminals,  as  contemplated   by   the   founders  of  the 
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penitentiary  system,  each  of  the  branch  prisons  has  been  converted 
into  a  reckless  and  rushing  human  treadmill  for  grinding  out 
money  at  the  expense  of  public  morals  and  human  life. 

We  can  never  consent  to  the  purchase  of  State  revenue  with  hu- 
man blood  and  human  life,  and  we  believe  that  scores  of  convicts  are 
killed  in  the  mines  or  disablad  for  life  by  falling  slate,  etc.,  when  the 
law  says  they  shall  only  be  imprisoned  at  hard  labor  for  a  term  of 
years.  We  cannot  consent  to  corporal  punishment  as  recommended 
by  a  majority  of  the  committee,  believing  as  we  do  that  it  has  been 
carried  on  to  an  inhuman  and  barbarous  extent. 

The  natural  consequences  of  such  management,  it  seems  to  us, 
can  only  be  fraught  with  the  direst  evils.  Instead  of  being  made 
better  citizens  by  reason  of  imprisonment,  the  corporal  punishment 
and  other  gross  injustices  to  which  the  convicts  are  compelled  to 
submit,  and  the  state  of  cringing  serfdom  through  which  they  are 
forced  to  pass,  strongly  tends  to  rob  them  of  all  the  feelings  of  real 
manhood  and  the  ordinary  pride  of  human  beings,  so  essential  in 
holding  them  above  things  that  are  beastly. 

The  lease  system  as  now  operated  can,  in  onr  opinion,  have  but 
one  effect  upon  those  sentenced  to  servitude  within  its  baleful  pro- 
vince:  The  few  who  escape  the  horrors  of  a  dungeon,  death  and 
the  dishonor  of  a  prison  grave,  and  regain  their  liberty,  will  be 
turned  loose  upon  the  public  v/ith  every  moral  sense  perverted  and 
their  physical  constitutions  wrecked. 

Believing,  as  we  do,  that  no  State  or  corporation  or  set  of  men 
have  the  right,  in  the  sight  of  God,  to  profit  by  the  enforced  death- 
producing  toil  and  cruel  privations  of  human  beings,  and  that  the 
preservation  of  human  life  and  good  morals  should  be  considera- 
tions of  first  importance  by  the  government  of  a  State,  we  should 
feel  recreant  to  the  high  trust  committed  to  us  by  the  people  of 
Tennessee  were  we  to  fail  in  placing  our  strongest  censure  and  con- 
demnation  upon  the  lease  system  as  conducted  at  the  branch  prisons, 
and  recommending  the  unconditional  repeal  of  the  law  under  which 
so  wicked  a  crime  is  annually  licensed.

I  vote  aye  on  House  Bill  No.  527,  the  road  law,  not  that  it 
contains  all  that  I  desire  as  a  public  road  law,  but  because  many 
modifications  of  the  Act  of  1883;  it  reduces  the  working  days 
of  the  road  hands  and  provides  for  a  graduation  rate  of  tax  on 
property.  There  are  objections  to  the  bill,  but  I  am  persuaded 
that  the  people  want  a  change  of  the  law  and  I  take  the  best 
that  is  offered  by  this  General  Assembly.  ■

COMMUNICATION. 

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  Senators 
whose  names  appear  below: 

Hon.  C.  E.  Berhy,  Speaker  of  the  Seriate  : 

Sir— The  undersigned,  Senators  of  the  Forty-fourth  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  beg  leave  to  submit  through 
you  to  their  associates  in  the  Senate  the  following  statement  in 
reference  to  their  present  action,  and  a  proposition  to  aid  in 
hastening  all  necessary  legislation  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
the  State,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  people. 

Believing,  as  we  do,  that  the  Registration  Bill,  purporting  to 
have  passed  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  now  pending  in 
the  Senate,  was  never  constitutionally  passed  through  the  House, 
but  that  it  was  illegally  and  wrongfully  declared  to  have  been 
passed  by  that  body  in  flagrant  violation  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  State,  as  well  as  parliamentary  law,  the  Journal  of  that 
body  showing  on  its  face  that  less  than  a  quorum  voted  on  its 
pretended  passage.  For  these  and  other  reasons,  which  we 
deem  unnecessary  to  state  in  this  paper,  we  have  felt,  and  now 
feel,  that  a  grievous  and  oppressive  wrong  was  done  the  minor- 
ity in  that  body,  for  partisan  j^urposes;  and  believing  that  the 
majority  in  the  Senate,  in  fact  being  advised  that  the  majority 
proposed  to  force  the  measure  through  the  Senate  by  similar 
methods  of  an  unconstitutional  and  unparliamentary  character, 
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we  absented  ourselves  from  the  sessions  of  the  Senate  on  the 
6th  instant. 

We  regard  the  Registration  Bill  as  a  deliberate  attempt  to 
disfranchise  several  thousand  Republican  voters. 

We  have  no  desire  nor  intention  of  defeating  any  3ieedful 
legislation,  such  as  the  appropriation  bill  and  revenue  bill,  nor 
indeed  any  other  bills  except  the  one  which  we  regard  as  un- 
coDstitutional  and  oppressive,  and  a  measure  of  practical  dis- 
franchisement. 

We  further  state,  in  this  connection,  that  this  odious  measure 
has  once  been  acted  upon  in  the  open  Senate  and  fairly  defeated. 
We  wish  to  deal  candidly  with  our  associates,  and  we  there- 
fore claim  to  understand  our  rights  under  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  the  State,  and  the  rules  adopted  for  the  government  of 
the  Senate,  and  we  now  state,  that  the  constitutional  time  of 
the  Legislature  having  now  expired,  we  do  not  recognize  the 
right  of  the  Senate  to  make  arrests  or  detain  us  in  custody  of 
compel  our  attendance  upon  its  sessions,  because  it  will,  by  the 
mere  statement  of  the  fact,  if  Senators  can  be  arrested  and 
compelled  to  attend  one  day  after  the  seventy-iive  days  have 
expired  to  which  they  are  entitled  to  pay,  the  same  law  and  rule 
of  force  would  authorize  the  same  compulsory  attendance  until 
the  expiration  of  the  two  years  for  which  they  are  elected. 

Believing  we  know  our  rights,  we  say  in  the  most  candi(J 
manner,  yet  free  from  passion,  that  we  have  resolved  to  main- 
tain them,  inside  of  the  law,  to  the  fullest  extent. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  all  future  services  which  we 
may  render  as  legislators  must  be  without  compensation  and  at 
our  own  expense,  yet  we  hereby  propose  that  whenever  we  have 
an  assurance  that  the  project  to  force  the  passage  of  the  objec- 
tionable and  odious  registration  and  disfranchising  bill  has  been 
abandoned,  and  that  there  will  be  no  further  attempt  to  force 
its  passage  over  our  protest,  we  are  ready  to  appear  in  our  seats, 
and  perform  our  duties  in  the  passage  of  the  measures  men- 
tioned, and  all  other  necessary  or  even  needfuj  legislation.  If 
Yve  can  have  no  such  assurance,  then  we  propose  to  adhere  to 
our  present  line  of  policy.

The  Senate  then  went  into 

SECEET    SESSION. 

The  Special  Committee  heretofore  appointed  to  consider  and 
report  upon  the  power  and  authority  of  the  Senate  in  the  mat- 
ter of  compelling  the  attendance  on  its  sessions  of  members  ab- 
senting themselves  without  leave  of  the  Senate,  and  also  as  to 
the  authority  of  the  circuit  court  over  Senators  thus  absenting 
themselves,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  ordered  to 
be  spread  upon  the  Journal : 

The  complicated  and  embarrassing  state  of  affairs  precipi- 
tated upon  the  General  Assembly  by  the  withdrawal  and  con- 
cealment of  certain  members  of  the  Senate,  reducing  our  num- 
ber below  a  constitutional  quorum;  stopping  the  wheels  of  the 
legislative  branch  of  our  State  Government  at  its  most  critical 
juncture;  and  again,  upon  their  hiding  place  being  discovered, 
their  defiant  and  rebellious  attitude  towards  the  Senate  and  its 
officers,  and  the  partially  successful  appeal  of  one  of  their  num- 
ber to  the  courts,  and  a  possible  collision  between  this  body 
and  a  co-ordinate  branch  of  the  government,  raises  questions  of 
great  moment,  delicacy  and  responsibility,  the  consideration  of 
which  your  committee  have  approached  with  a  profound  sense 
of  their  magnitude. 

It  is  known  to  the  Senate  that  the  roll-call  last  Monday  morning 
showed  twelve  Senators  absent  from  their  seats  in  this  cham- 
ber, and  soon  it  was  Avhispered  about  that  the  absent  Senators 
(all  being  of  the  same  political  faith)  had  left  to  break  a  quo- 
rum and  prevent  a  reconsideration  of"  what  is  known  as  the  Reg- 
istration Bill.  This  bill  had  been  voted  on  and  lost  by  a  non- 
partisan vote  in  the  Senate  on  Saturday  preceding — Democrats 
voting  with  Republicans  against  its  j^assage.  No  speech  or 
protest  was  made  against  this  bill,  and  naturally  much  surprise 
was  felt  when  Senators,  hitherto  seemingly  indifferent  about 
the  measure,  should,  with  so  much  suddenness,  and  without  the 
least  warning  to  their  brother  Senators,  absent  themselves  from 
this  chamber,  and  thereby  block  the  wheels  of  government. 
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The  power  of  the  Senate,  constituted  of  less  than  t^yo- thirds 
of  all  the  members,  but  having  a  majority  of  all  its  whole  num- 
ber, to  coerce  the  attendance  of  recalcitrant  members,  as  well 
as  other  legal  aspects  of  the  case,  have  been  considered  by  the 
convention,  and  are  embodied  in  this  report.  The  Senate  has, 
under  the  Constitution,  all  powers  necessary  for  the  branch  of 
a  Legislature  of  a  free  State.  Among  others  expressely  con- 
ferred, is  the  power  to  judge  of  the  election  aud  qualification 
of  its  members,  to  determine  its  own  rules  of  proceedings,  and 
to  punish  its  own  members.  The  Constitution  further  provides 
that  no  less  than  two-thirds  of  each  House  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  to  do  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may  be  authorized 
by  law  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members.  Conced- 
ing, for  an  argument,  that  this  clause  confers  no  power  upon 
less  than  a  quorum  to  compel  the  attendance  of  members,  and 
that  it  merely  authorizes  such  power  to  be  conferred  by  law 
upon  less  than  a  quorum,  the  question  arises  how  and  where  is 
such  power  conferred  by  law?  Is  it  required  that  there  shall 
be  a  formal  act  of  the  Legislature,  passed  by  a  constitutional 
quorum,  or  is  a  rule  of  the  House,  regularly  adopted  by  a  con- 
stitutional quorum,  sufKcient  ? 

The  attendance  of  members  of  the  General  Assembly  is  a 
thing  practically  for  each  branch  of  that  body  to  determine, 
and,  in  the  nature  of  things,  susceptible  of  being  regulated  and  ^ 
controlled  by  general  laws.  And  if  each  House  is  clothed  with 
all  the  power  necessary  for  the  branch  of  a  Legislature  neces- 
sary for  a  free  State,  it  would  seem  that  rules  of  that  body  are 
laws,  and  the  only  practical  laws,  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Constitution.  The  regulation  of  this  matter  by  general  statute 
might  be  constitutional,  but  it  would  be  neither  desirable  nor 
advantageous. 

The  Constitutions  of  Indiana  and  Illinois  provide  that  a 
smaller  number  than  a  quorum  may  compel  the  attendance  of 
absent  members.  Mr.  Cushing  in  his  valuable  work  on  the 
law  and  practice  of  legislative  assemblies  expresses  the  opinion 
that  this  constitutional  provision  authorizes  provision  to  be 
made,  either  by  general  law,  or  by  each  House  acting  for  itself, 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members  (Section  258)! 
This  is  the  meaning  of  the  Constitution  of  Tennessee.  It  has 
been  so  interpreted  by  the  Senate.  At  the  present  session  a 
rule  was  adopted  by  the  Senate  (Rule  18),  when  a  quorum  was 
present,  authorizing  a  less  number  than  a  quorum  to  compel 
the  attendance  of  absent  members.  This  rule  is  a  law  in  the 
meaning  of  the  Constitution,  and  therefore  the  power  was  con- 
ferred upon  the  Senators  who  passed  the  resolution  directino- 
the  arrest  of  absent  members  by  this  general  rule  of  the  Senate! 
The  constitutional  recognition   of  the  ^^Eules'^   (Art.  11.   Sec! 
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12)  gives  to  such  rules  the  significance  and  binding  force  of 
laws,  m  so  far  as  the  legislative  bodies  to  which  they  relate  are 
concerned. 

The  constitutional  provision  that  no  member  shall  be  paid 
for  more  than  seventy  five  days  of  a  regular  session,  or  for  more 
than  twenty  days  of  an  extra  session,  restricts  in  no  sense  the 
right  and  power  of  a  General  Assembly  to  hold  longer  sessions 
than  seventy-five  or  twenty  days,  as  the  case  may  be. 

The  limitation  in  the  Constitution  of  the  number  of  days 
members  shall  receive  their  per  diem  is  limited  and  restricted 
to  his  compensation  above,  and  in  no  other  way  affects  him  as 
a  member.  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  are  elected  for 
a  term  of  two  years,  and  thier  pay  for  regular  sessions,  as  we 
have  said,  is  limited  to  seventy-five  days,  or  three  hundred 
dollars;  and  should  the  session  be  prolonged  beyond  that  his 
compensation  shall  not  exceed  tlie  maximum  fixed  by  the  Con- 
stitution. The  duration  of  a  service  is  not  fixed  by  the  Con- 
stitution, and  those  who  seek  and  are  elected  to  the  General 
Assembly  do  so  voluntarily,  and  must  be  held  to  know  that  the 
term  of  a  session  rests  with  the  General  Assembly,  which  alone 
is  empowered  to  ^x  and  determine  the  number  o'f  days  it  will 
sit,* and  members  accepting  the  office  of  legislator  do  so  subject 
to  the  action  of  the  Assembly  to  which  they  belong.  They 
take  it  cum  oiire,  and  therefore  their  detention  beyond  seventy- 
five  days  is  not  in  violation  of  Section  21,  Article*!  of  the  Sta'te 
Constitution,  which  provides  that  ^^  no  man^s  particular  service 
shall  be  demanded  or  property  taken  without  just  compensation.^^ 
The  position  that  no  member  can  be  detained  after  the  expira- 
tion of  seventy-five  days  of  service  is,  we  think,  wholly  unten- 
able, if,  as  we  have  seen,  and  which  will  not  be  denied,  the 
General  Assembly  may  prolong  its  session  beyond  the  seventy- 
five  days  indefinitely,  and  that  its  acts  and  laws  would  have  the 
same  binding  force  as  if  enacted  before  the  expiration  of  the 
seventy  ^y^  days,  as  it  had  before.  The  compensation  is  not 
for  the  first  seventy-five  days,  any  more  than  the  last  seventy- 
five,  should  the  Legislature  sit  so  long.  The  maximum  com- 
pensation is  three  hundred  dollars  for  the  term,  however  long 
it  may  be. 

jNTotwithstanding  this  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  action 
of  the  Senate,  while  composed  of  less  than  two-thirds  of  its 
members,  was  clearly  within  their  constitutional  power  and 
authrrized_by  the  rules  of  the  Senate,  and  although  they  are  of 
opinion  that  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  with  the  warrant  of  the 
Speaker,  has  the  lawful  right  to  use  force  sufficient  to  compel 
the  attendance  of  absent  members,  they  are  constrained  to 
recommend  the  abandonment  of  all  attempts  to  enforce  the 
attendance  of  such  members.     This  recommendation  is   based 
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upon  the  following  reasons :  One  Diember  of  the  Senate  was 
arrested  by  the  Sergeant  at- Arms  and  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus 
sent  out  for  him  by  a  circuit  judge.  This  case  has  not  been 
heard^  but  in  a  proceeding  of  "  contempt/^  growing  out  of  the 
arrest,  the  Circuit  Judge,  the  Hon.  F.  T.  Reid,  has  held  and 
declared  that  the  Senate  has  no  authority  to  j^roceed  as  it  has 
heretofore  concluded  to  do,  and  that  the  procedure  under  which 
the  absent  members  are  sought  to  be  -compelled  to  attend  is 
unauthorized  and  void.  It  is  obvious  that  under  these  circum- 
stances, to  proceed  in  arresting  these  Senators  is  but  to  be  met 
with  a  judicial  order  for  their  discharge  as  soon  as  arrests  may 
be  elf'ected,  and  as  rapidly  as  writs  of  habeas  corpus  can  be 
made.  This  struggle  couid  be  indefinitely  protracted,  but  it  is 
not  deemed  advisable  for  the  Senate  or  for  the  good  of  the 
country  that  this  should  be  done,  as  the  members,  when  arrest- 
ed, can  obtain  judicial  release  so  promptly,  whether  thev  be 
taken  by  force  from  the  apartments  which  they  now  occupy,  or 
whether  they  be  arrested  by  guards  in  waiting  after  they  may 
emei'ge  therefrom. 

Your  committee  suggest  that,  all  efforts  to  arrest  the  absent 
Senators  be  abandoned.  In  making  this  recommendation  your 
committee  do  not  mean  to  be  understood  as  havincr  the  least 
doubt  as  to  the  rightfulness  and  correctness  of  the  23roceedino's 
on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  but  they  simply  suggest  it  to  be  wise 
to  abandon  proceedings  which  members  of  the  judiciary  depart- 
ment of  the  government  restrain  and  nullif}^  by  the  writ  of 
habeas  corpus. 

Your  committee  regard  the  pessage  of  Appropriation  and 
Revenue  Bills  as  of  vital  importance  to  the  State  o^overnment 
as  without  them  the  public  schools  will  be  closed,  no  provision 
for  the  payment  of  the  judicial  and  other  current  expenses  of 
the  State  can  be  made,  the  charitable  institutions  of  the  State 
will  be  unprovided  for,  and  a  default  in  the  payment  of  the 
interest  on  the  public  debt  will  be  precipitated.  In  other 
words,  the  life-blood  of  the  government  is  cut  off. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  absolute  necessity 
for  the  passage  of  these  measures  before  the  final  adjournment 
of  the  Geileral  Assembly  fully  justihed  the  methods  resorted 
to  and  the  efforts  made  by  this  Senate  to  obtain  a  quorum  of 
this  body  that  action  on  them  might  be  had  ;  that  the  Senate 
has  not  been  able  to  effectuate  this  purpose  is  no  fault  of  those 
Senators  who  have  remained  in  their  places;  and  it  is  out  of 
deference  to  a  co-ordinate  branch  of  the  government  whose 
declaration  as  to  what  the  law  is  should  always  meet  with  the 
highest  respect  from  all  citizens  of  the  State  alike,  whether  in 
the  walks  of  private  life  or  occupying  official  position  in  a  co- 
equal branch  of  the  State  government.     Salus  popuU  suprema 
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lex — the  good  of  the  people  is  the  supreme  law — and  your  com- 
mittee, while  they  believe  that  the  existence  of  the  State  gov- 
ernment is  jeopardized  by  such  revolutionary  methods  as  have 
been  resorted  to  by  members  of  this  Senate  wilfully  absenting 
themselves  from  the  deliberations  of  this  body,  and  abating 
not  one  jot  or  tittle  of  their  faith  in  the  powers'^of  this  body  to 
enforce  the  attendance  of  such  members,  feel  it  their  duty  in 
this  supreme  moment  of  their  State's  peril,, wherein  conflict  be- 
tAveen  the  legislative  and  judicial  branches  of  the  government 
are  imminent,  to  counsel  a  wise  and  prudent  forbearance  towards 
the  views  of  others,  however  erroneous,  in  our  opinion,  they 
may  be,  and  to  rely  with  the  utmost  confidence  upon  the  good 
sense,  patriotism,  and  love  of  order  and  sense  of  justice  of  the 
people  for  the  ultimate  vindication  of  the  action  and  rights  of 
this  body.
